Pet corner-

One of the most common problems of dogs during 
the summer and fall months is the “itch”, The term “itch” 
is used here to collectively group several skin conditions 
which are caused by allergic reactions to external and 
internal irritants. 

Dogs are usually presented for examination with the 
complaint that they continuously scratch and chew 
themselves, but no fleas can be found. 

The degree of skin involvement varies from normal 
looking skin to areas of hair loss with or without sores. 
Generally, the skin has a pinkish or reddish appearance 
especially on the belly and under the legs with areas of thin 
hair. The three most common areas of hair loss are around 
the tail, on each side of the chest, and on the middle of the 
back. The hair loss is due entirely to the physical action of 
scratching and chewing. 

Contact dermatitis, eczematous dermatitis and 
inhalent dermatitis are all allergic skin conditions of dogs 
which fall under the category of the “itch”. Dogs can have 
allergic reactions to almost anything including metals, 
resins, chemicals, plastics, wheat, salmon, eggs, pork, insect 
bites, pollen, plants, housedust, molds, carpeting, milk, 
wool and many other things. The fact that more dogs suffer 
from the “itch” in the warm months of the year suggests 
that hypersensitivity to pollens and plants is possibly the 
most important allergens of the above group. 

Diagnosis of allergic skin conditions in dogs are made 
by examining the skin carefully and by a detailed history of 
the condition. The specific causative agent responsible for 
the allergy is very difficult to isolate. Skin tests have been 
performed on dogs to confirm the causative agent in certain 
allergic conditions, but their use has not always proved 
practical or reliable. 

Treatment of allergic skin conditions include the use 
of medicated shampoos, corticosteroid drugs and 
antihistaminic drugs. Both oral and injectable 
corticosteroids and antihistamines are used with 
considerable success. The development of long-acting 
injectable corticosteroids make them particularly useful in 
long-term treatment of the “itch”. However, one significant 
point must be stressed. The allergic skin condition cannot 
really be “cured”. It can be controlled successfully where 
the dog can enjoy a normal itchfree life except for the 
occasional flea. 


Pensions boosted 


by U.S. Senate

Last week the United States Senate, by unanimous 
vote, passed trail-blazing legislation to strengthen private 
pension plans and to assure 36 million American workers 
enrolled under those plans that their dreams of retirement 
benefits won't vanish into thin air. 

A number of factors combine to make this legislation 
of fast importance to those who are now or who may later 
be covered by pension plans. The average American worker 
changes jobs several times over the period of his productive 
working years. Some of these workers lose their pension 
rights in the old place of work and have to start all over 
again in their new jobs. In some cases where a business fails, 
the pension plan goes with it and the employees get 
nothing. Or sometimes one company is taken over by 
another which abolishes the pension plan and introduces a 
new one which the employee must join without credit for 
his years under the old plan. Sometimes a worker works for 
many years and just before he becomes eligible for a 
pension, he is discharged. Since in many plans there are no 
vested rights to a pension, the worker is thus denied the 
pension he has looked forward to during years of hard 
work. Sometimes funds are mismanaged and the fund is 
unable to pay the pensions earned by the employees. 
Whatever the case, thousands of American working man 
and women have been victimized in the past. But the 
newly-passed Senate bill, of which I am a co-sponsor, 
establishes far-reaching rules which now will provide real 
retirement protection for those workers who are enrolled in 
private pension plans. 

It assures, effective January 1, 1976, that each 
employee of a company which has a pension plan will be 
guaranteed benefits, on reaching retirement age, based on 
his or her years of employment. 

Under the Senate bill a worker who reaches 
retirement age would be entitled to 25 percent of pension 
benefits if he had had five years of employment, 50 percent 
if ten years, and 100 percent if 15 years or more. This is 
known as vesting and is probably the most beneficial 
guaranty contained in the hill. The bill also establishes an 
employer- financed, government-run insurance program to 
protect employees against failing pension plans. It requires 
all pension plans to meet minimum financing standards and 
it requires employers to pay adequate funds over a 30-year 
period into plans which don’t now meet the newly 
establihsed standards. And it creates strong barriers against 
mis-use of pension funds by the fund managers. 

Once a worker is vested, or guaranteed, a place in a 
plan, he retains that claim, or that right, even if he shifts to 
another job and a new pension system. His pension rights 
are transferred to the new fund. This is known as 
portability. 

Fortunately, most private pension funds are honestly 
and effectively managed. With this new legislation - - which 
I certainly hope the House will adopt - - all private pension 
plans will be required to meet minimum requirements so 
that millions of men and women covered by them can be 
assured of the benefits to which they are entitled.

Letter to Editor: 

There has been much propaganda publicized 
concerning Gulf States Paper Company’s game management 
policies. We, the people of the Chelsea area, would like to 
describe Gulf States program as we see it - - which is vastly 
different from Mr. Haynes's description of their program as 
recorded in the Shelby County Reporter, February 1, 1973 
and in Gulf State’s own publication, The Green Tree (1973). 

We find that Gulf States Paper Company's program of 
game management includes the complete eradication of all 
hardwood and food-bearing plants on their land in this area. 
This often results in the eradication of fruit and shade trees 
belonging to neighboring landowners. This abusive damage 
resulted in the Legislature’s enacting of a law to prohibit 
the poisoning of timber from the air in Shelby County. We 
feel that there should be laws enacted to prohibit other 
irresponsible acts by timber companies, such as felling trees 
in streams, so-called controlled burning during nesting 
season, and mass pollution of the air from smoke. 

Our investigation reveals that of the property Gulf 
States set aside for leasing, the only two plots leased were 
inside the former boundry of the Yellow Leaf Game 
Preserve. At an approximate cost of $10,000 the Yellow 
Leaf Game Preserve had provided food and enforcement, 
plus free labor, on these two plots for some fourteen years 
prior to Gulf States’ policy of selling wildlife at an 
extortion price. We feel that these two plots were leased 
because of the leasees’ knowledge of the Game Preserve’s 
conservation practice, 

We find Mr. Hayne’s mention of game spillover to be 
in the reverse order. Actually, the spillover is from the 
neighboring landowners’ gardens and various other crops 
back to Gulf States glorious recreation land in this area, We 
were, at one time, able to observe some of these so-called 
outstanding conservation practices by Gulf States, but now 
find steel gates barring access. 

We have seen and know these facts to be true in this 
area and wonder if these practices by Gulf States are similar 
in other parts of this county and state.

Capitol 
Comment

Indictment of six Alabama organizations and five 
individuals last week by a Montgomery County Grand Jury 
is indicative of the fact that legislative reform is going to be 
extremely hard to achieve in Alabama. 

The indictments were on charges of violating the 
state’s corrupt practices act in that these organizations and 
individuals worked behind the scenes and contributed 
secretly to a campaign to defeat Amendment No. | in the 
November, 1972 election. 

That amendment was the one which would have 
established annual sessions of the legislature. 

It is a truism that when the question before the 
public is a change in the status quo, it is far more simple to 
defeat such an issue than to pass it. People just have a 
tendency to vote against change unless it is explained to 
them simply and understandably why the change is needed. 

In 1972, there wasn’t much of a chance for anybody 
to explain why the amendment should pass, what it would 
do for the legislature and for the people. 

But it was to the interest of the large special interests 
of the state to defeat the amendment, and all they had to 
do, really, was to present some fairly reasonable - sounding 
arguments against the proposal. 

A committee was formed and advertisements began 
to appear all over the state against Amendment 1. The 
primary argument seemed to be that the legislature couldn’t 
get anything done meeting every two years, that the 
sessions were wasteful, so why meet every year? 

It will be up to a jury to decide whether or not those 
associations and individuals did, indeed, hide behind the 
almost anonymous committee. But is is well known that a 
number of active special interest groups and individuals did 
oppose the Amendment and were not at all hesitant about 
saying so in the Capitol building and in the various watering 
holes around Montgomery. 

Why did they oppose the amendment? 

Very simply because it is easier to pass or defeat 
special interest legislation in the madhouse that is the 
Alabama Legislature today. 

There is a mountain of legislation to handle when the 
body meets only once in a two- year period. And the more 
crowded the calendars of each house, the easier it is to set 
up roadblocks. A special interest group will engage one 
legislator to help pass or kill the legislation they’re 
interested in. 

He can use any one of a number of legislative 
maneuvers to speed up or slow down the process, when 
there are hundreds of bills to be considered. 

The special interest groups also campaigned against 
the proposed legislative reforms of 1971 which, among 
other things, would have cut down on the number of 
committees in each house. With a large number of 
committees, with few members on each, it is easier for the 
lobbyists to control committee action on any bill. 

The way things are now constituted, the special 
interest groups pretty well control the Alabama Legislature. 
This isn’t to say its all crooked. Instead, the lobbyists, 
many of whom are former members of the legislature, 
simply know how to manipulate the rules. 

Unless the people make a concerted effort to take 
control away from the lobbyists, and annual sessions would 
have been an important first step in that direction, 
continued control by the special interests seems almost a 
certainty.

Mrs. W. D., (Lillian) Moore 
of Chelsea has retired from 
schoo] teaching, but is still as 
busy as ever. She hoes her own 
garden, does substitute 
teaching, cooks at her church's 
camp near Leeds and travels 
around the world collecting 
pictures and slides which she 
shares with family, friends and 
church and school groups. 

“Home” is still the house in 
the K-Springs community 
where her husband brought her 
as a bride, where her five 
children were born and raised, 
and where she nursed her sick 
husband for the last several 
years of his life. 

Retiring in the spring of 
1967, Mrs, Moore began her 
world travels two months later. 
Her tour began in England. In 
Germany, she toured the 27

On a tour bus, she entered 
Communist- held East Berlin. 
“Before we could go in, they 
really looked us over,” she 
said. **One woman almost 
didn't get to go because she 
looked so different from her 
picture.” 

At a Church of God World 
Conference in Zurich, 
Switzerland, Mrs. Moore met 
people from all over the world, 
some with whom she. still 
corresponds, 

In the Holy Land, she saw 
the tomb of Christ, the Mt. of 
Olives and many other places, 
memorial from the life of 
Christ. In, Jerusalem, she stayed 
at a hotel which was riddled 
with bullet holes from the Six 
Day War. “We were the first 
people to stay there after the 
War,” she said. 

She spent a week in Africa, 
declaring it to be “nice and 
cool there on the equator.” 

But it was hot in India until 
the monsoon came. She told 
how the Ganges River rose 
quickly then, covering the 
steps which descend to the 
water’s edge from temples on 
the banks, People of the Hindu 
religion consider the Ganges a 
holy stream. Mrs. Moore saw 
hoardes of people taking 
ceremonial baths in the river, 
and drinking the water. It’s the 
muddiest- looking stream I’ve 
ever seen!” she declared. “TI 
asked our guide if it wouldn’t 
hurt the people, but he said the 
river has its source in copper 
mines so the water has enough 
antibodies in it to take care of 
the germs.” 

In Thailand she toured the 


WASHINGTON — Pakis- 
tan’s Prime Minister Bhutto 
called upon President Nixon 
and recalled the President's 
famous ‘‘tilt’’ toward 
Pakistan. This was his secret 
policy of aiding Pakistan in 
its December 1971 war with 
India. It was a policy of 
deception, Both the Ameri- 
can people and their Con- 
gress were deceived by Nix- 
on, who stated publicly that 
the U.S. was neutral in the 
conflict. 


The smiling Bhutto said, 
however, that the President 
had “tilted for freedom.” But 
this time, the President 
didn’t tilt as far as Pakistan 
would have liked. Bhutto 
came to the U.S. to obtain 
arms to build what he called 
a ‘‘credible deterrent" 
against India. His apfeal for 
arms was quietly turned 
down. 


Only parts needed to main- 
tain the weapons already in 
the Pakistani arsenal will be 
sent. Otherwise, U.S. aid will 
be limited to food and medi- 
cal supplies. 


Meanwhile, our Am- 
bassador to India, Danie! 
Patrick Moynihan, has 
assured the Indian Govern- 
ment privately that the U.S. 
will not become a major 
arms supplier for Pakistan. 
He has also calmed Indian 
fears that U.S. arms might 
be shipped secretly to 
Pakistan through Iran, 

The Nixon Administration, 


beautiful and ornate palace in 
Bangkok, In Manila, where she 
has missionary friends, she 
viewed the saddening effects of 
war.

1934 Wiretap Scandal: 
Senate Watergate counsel 
Sam Dash has uncovered 
what he called one of the 
“most serious invasions of 
privacy in the country.” This 
was a tap on the telephone 
terminals, believe it or not, of 
Supreme Court justices. 

But the case goes back to 
1934 — a Watergate-size 
scandal that has been hidden 
from the publie for 40 years. 


Dash has belatedly learned 
this much about the 1934 
scandal: The Supreme Court 
was meeting on a giant com- 
mercial case involving 
millions. Apparently, one of 
the litigants hoped to learn 
how the justices would vote, 
so he could settle out of court 
if it looked as if he might lose. 


With millions at stake, he 
apparently hired some expert 
tappers who holed up in a 
building near the Capitol and 
tapped in on the justices’ 
phones. A squad of raiders 
from the Federal Com- 
munications Commission 
rushed into the building. But 
the tappers had fled mo- 
ments earlier, leaving 
behind a freshly-lit cigarette 
and warm cups of coffee. 

The FCC raiders were 
sworn to secrecy, and the 
tappers were never caught. 

Costly Mistake: Both the 
consumers and the farmers 
are paying now for mistakes 
made by the large food 
retailing chains during the 


price freeze on beef. The 
supermarket chains feared a 
shortage, so they bought up 
cattle at high prices in order 
to keep meat in their stores. 

Now with beef prices going 
down, the stores are stuck 
with cattle worth much less. 
Predictably, they decided to 
pass their business mistakes 
along to the consumers. The 
supermarkets have announc- 
ed a rise in beef prices even 
while the market price is 
going down. 

Safeway led the pack by 
decreeing a 10-cent, across- 
the-board rise in beef. Other 
chains have followed. The 
result: higher prices for the 
consumers and lower prices 
for the farmers. 

The soaring meat prices 
have already resulted ina lot 
of meatless school lunches. 
Federal subsidies for school 
lunches are fixed and, 
therefore, can't keep up with 
the price increases. So across 
the country, school children 
are getting spaghetti, beans, 
pizzas and other low-cost 
meat substitutes. 

Their parents, caught in 
the inflation squeeze, may be 
forced to do the same.

The Social Security Adminis- 
tration has discovered from 
past surveys that at least two 
million of the nation’s elderly, 
despite urgent need, are too 
proud to apply for welfare.

The Chelsea Hornets came 
to Calera last Friday night to 
“put on a show”.

pool is operated for a profit. In 
the situation where everyone in 
the pool uses his car an equal 
amount of time there is, of 
course, no problem.” 

The problem most often 
arises when one of the car pool 
participants does not share in 
the driving chores and thus 
pays a regular fee. 

To preserve insurance 
coverage, the Institute points 
out, any car pool fee should 
not be more than the fair share 
of the gas, oil and general 
depreciation on the car. A 
simpler way for the 
non-sharing passengers to 
reimburse the pool members is 
to give a gift sometime during 
the year to the drivers. 

This divorces the concept of 
“fee” from the privilege of 
riding in a car pool and leaves 
the insurance protection intact. 

In the case of car pools 
involving children, the Institute 
stresses the importance of 
wearing seat belts not only to 
protect the children in the case 
of accident but also to prevent 
the kind of antics that might 
distract the driver’s attention. 

Once a car pool participant 
is convinced his regular auto 
insurance is valid, his next 
concern is the amount of 
coverage he has. 

He should consider bodily 
injury liability coverage with 
high limits, according to the 
Institute, since this is what 
protects him against claims 
which others -- including his 
“pool” passengers -- can bring 
against him after an accident. 

As an example, says the 
Institute, limits of $300,000/ 
$500,000 would provide up to 
$300,000 for one injury in an 
accident with a $500,000 per 
accident limit. 

Medical payments is another 
important coverage. If written 
with limits of $1.000 for 
medical expenses incurred 
within one year of an accident 
regardless of who is at fault. 
The Institute emphasizes that 
because the dollar limit applies 
to each passenger separately, 
there is no need to increase the 
limits in order to cover 
additional passengers. 


Bvham fines 
system gets tough 


Traffic violators will no 
longer get away with not 
paying fines in Birmingham. 
Beginning October 1, 
Birmingham’s Traffic Citation 
Bureau will be using a new 
$40,000 computer to follow 
up on overdue tickets. 

Under the new system, 
police officers will set a court 
date from eight to 14 days 
from the date when the 
citation is issued. The ticket 
can be settled before the court 
date, but if the violator fails to 
appear before the court, an 
arrest warrant will be issued. 

The computer will shorten 
the present 60 to 90 day 
handling time, from 
notification to arrest, to a ten 
to 25 day period. This system 
will also pick up on all 
delinquent citations within the 
past 12 months, making these 
violators subject to 
notification, plus new late 
payment penalties.

Alabama Chief Justice 
Howell Heflin recently lauded 
the State Court of Criminal 
Appeals for entering its new 
court term with a current 
docket making Alabama one of 
the few states in the nation 
where appellate courts are 
Operating on a current basis. 


The State Criminal Appeals 
Court worked its backlog of 
cases down after entering its 
1972-73 term year with 217 
cases pending on the docket. 


The five criminal appeals 
judges disposed of that backlog 
and an additional 556 cases 
during the past 12 months, 


Heflin praised the court for 
its diligence and hard work in 
meeting a goal it set to become 
current by Oct. 1, 1973. He 
also commended some 48 
circuit judges and four 
supernumerary judges who 
assisted the criminal appeals 
court during the year. “We are 
also appreciative of the 


assistance given by the 
Alabama Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency which 
provided staff attorneys to 
assist the Court of Criminal 
Appeals with its task,” the 
chief justice added. 

The State Supreme Court 
became current at the 
beginning of its term last year 
and this week entered its 
second year with a clear docket 
and no cases pending.

Hot tickets crack case 


A pair of stolen football 
tickets led police to crack a 
burglary ring that operated in 
Indian Springs this summer. 
Hubert Lawrence Davis of 
Ragland is in jail, as the 
suspected ring leader of the 
group. 

The arrest was made 
following an investigation of 
the noon-day burglary of the 
Daniel Kessler residence in 
Indian Springs last month. This 
was one of a series of burglaries 
committed in the Indian 
Springs community over a 
period of weeks, according to 
Shelby County sheriff C.P.

textile industry 


The mayors of two leading 
Shelby County cities have 
proclaimed the week of 
October 7-13, Alabama Textile 
Week. 


Mayor Bob Bolton of 
Columbiana and Mayor Harold 
Davenport of Alabaster saluted 
the textile industries in their 
cities for their contributions 
and the contributions of their 
employees to the community. 


Mayor Davenport said that 
Siluria Textiles, Inc. is a 
leading employer in the city of 
Alabaster, employing 
approximately 42 percent of 
Alabaster’s industrial work 
force.

Two girls were picked up and 
questioned when they used the 
stolen tickets at the Alabama 
vs. California game on 
September 15.

Sheriff Walker and his 
deputies traced the tickets all 
the way back to Davis. Their 
suspicions were confirmed 
when they found that the 
license number of Davis’ truck 
was the same as the one 
recorded by a witness to one of 
the burglaries. At Walker’s 
request, Pell City police 
officers arrested Davis and he 
was then turned over to Shelby 
County authorities. Davis was 
picked out of a line-up by the 
same witness who had reported 
the incident previously. 

During the arrest of Davis in 
Pell City, the two other 
suspects apparently escaped 
with the getaway truck. 
Although their identities are 
known the two youths are still 
at large. 

The suspected ringleader of 
the gang, Hubert Lawrence 
Davis, has a lengthy criminal 
record including arrests for 
arson, robbery, resisting arrest, 
and numerous other offenses. 
Using young boys as his 
partners, Davis allegedly 
robbed several houses in the 
Indian Springs area, and started 
peddling the stolen items 
immediately afterwards. 
Sheriff Walker believes the 
group occasionally committed 
a burglary to steal certain 
specific items, as though they 
were filling an order for a 
customer.

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County approves 
3'2 million budget

The budget to run Shelby 
County for the next year is 
almost three and a half million 
dollars. 

That represents an iicrease 
over last year’s budget of about 
$710,000. Much of the 
increase is expected to come 
from the federal revenue 
sharing program. 

At its Monday meeting the 
County Commission agreed on 
a budget of $3,481,770. 

New projects in the highway 
division of the public works 


department are budgeted at 
$444,922. These projects 
include new work, resurfacing 
and bridge construction. Fixed 
expenditures in the public 
works department amount of 
$1,160,000. 

The general fund budget for 


the year is expected to be 
$1,087,000. Expenditures by 
office are listed as: Circuit 


clerk, $61,000; Probate office, 
$71,500; Sheriff's department, 
$331,870; Tax assessor, 
$57,900; and Tax collector, 
$29,800. 


Income to the general fund 


from fees collected in these 


offices is expected to be: 
Circuit clerk fees, $36,500; 
Probate office, $92,900; 


Sheriffs department, $33,900; 


and fees from both the tax 
collector and assessor, 
$100,000. 

Other items of note in the 
budget are that expenditures 


on the courts are expected to 
be $73,600. Receipts from the 
beer tax are extimated at

Canine distemper 


caused by virus

Although canine distemper has been discussed 
perviously, a review of this disease is in order due to its 
wide-spread distribution and deadly nature among dogs. 

Canine distemper is caused by a virus which is the 
most contagious and most frequently encountered viral 
disease among dogs. Transmission of this virus occurs by 
dogs’ inhaling the viral particles from an infected dog or 
from contaminated objects. The virus is discharged from an 
infected animal in the urine, feces, and tear secretions and 
contaminates the atmosphere. Distemper, therefore, is 
considered to be an airborne disease which can be 
transferred among dogs without bodily contact. In other 
words, keeping a dog confined in the home provides no 
assurance that it will not contact the disease. 

After the virus enters the dogs’ body, it takes from 
six to nine days for the animal to show signs of illness. The 
eyes become mattered, and the dog becomes listless. The 
conjunctiva (white area of the eye) becomes reddened, and 
a white liquid runs from the nose which later becomes 
crusty. 

Fever is present early in the disease process and lasts 
for one or two days. Then, the temperature returns to 
normal for one or two days followed by another period of 
fever. During the feverish stages of this disease, the dog has 
little or no appetite and when the temperature reverts to 
normal, the appetite returns to normal. Other signs of 
distemper which may or may not be present include 
coughing, diarrhea, vomiting, chorea (rhymic tremor) and 
bronchopneumonia. 

Diagnosis of distemper is made from the signs 
mentioned above and from a good history of the disease 
process. Differentiation between distemper, canine 
hepatitis, and leptospirosis is very difficult except in the 
case where chorea is present. Chorea is a sign generally 
accepted as a positive indicator of distemper. 

There is no specific treatment of distemper. Excellent 
nursing care in combination with antibiotics to prevent 
secondary bacterial infection is the most important part of 
treatment for this disease. Vitamin C has also been used 
with limited success. However, no specific agent will cure 
distemper. 

Vaccination provides the only protection of dogs 
against distemper. Puppies should receive their first 
vaccination at six weeks of age with the final injection being 
given at three months of age. Annual boosters are 
recommended by all reliable vaccine manufacturers for 
long-range protection. ‘ 


Facts About Distemper 

1) Keeping a dog in the home does not protect it 
from distemper because this disease is airborne. 

2) Distemper is caused by a deadly virus. It is not 
simply “a bad cold”. 

3) Distemper can occur in a dog regardless of age if it 
is not protected by vaccination or by natural individual 
resistance to the virus. 

4) One vaccination does not confer lifetime immunity 
against distemper. Booster injections should be given 
annually. 

5) There is no specific cure for distemper. 

6) If a dog has distemper, vaccination is of no value. 
The dog must be vaccinated before exposure to prevent the 
disease.

Montevallo budget sets record 


A record-breaking General 
Funds budget for the city of 
Montevallo was adopted at 
Monday night’s City Council 
meeting. 

For the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1974, 
Montevallo’s budget is set for 
$201,485. This represents a 
$75,000 increase over the 
budget for the 1972-73 year, 
but is $52,000 less than actual 
expenditures for the year just 
ended, 

The variation in actual 
expenses and budgeted 
expenses for the '72-'73 year is 
caused by several one-time 
expenses such as the municipal 
park. The city is scheduled to 
recieve $25,000 from HUD in 
matching park funds, This sum 
is included in next year’s 
anticipated revenues. 

Budgets for several 
departments and activities 
show increases. Appropriations 
for major expenditures are: 
Public Schools $20,000; 
Recreation Board $18,000; 
Police and Dispatcher’s salaries 
$54,600; Street Maintenance 


$21,100; Street improvem ent 
$20,000, 
New items in next year's 


budget include $900 for 
ambulance service; $2,400 for 
the Montevallo Community 
Relations Council; $1,500 for 
schoo! patrol; $600 for a 
building inspector and $600 
for Recorder’s Court Judge. 

“Other budget increases 
reflect a general inflationary 
trend” according to Mayor 
Ralph Sears. Sears explained 
that “Municipal government is 
affected by increasing prices 
just like the homeowner or the 
grocery shopper.” 

“This year’s budget", said 
Sears, “is a realistic one and a 
framework that the city should 
be able to live with”. 

In addition to the general 
fund budget, the city set aside 
$57,000 for capital expenses. 
A breakdown of this budget 
shows $2,500 for the library; 
$4,000 for repairs to the roof 
of the city hall; $3,000 in site 
preparation for a new fire 
department building and 
$40,000 for a new fire hall. 


Sometimes taxpayers think 
they are the only ones with 
troubles.

Special session 
chills the bones

A special session of the legislature? 

The very thought chills the bones of a host of Capital 
Hill regulars and must bring a wave of revulsion to people 
throughout the state. 

But a special session is always a possibility and from 
the wreckage of the regular session the past summer there 
appears to be a wisp of smoke rising to indicate that the fire 
was not entirely extinguished. 

There are three or four major items that did not win 
legislative approval and a whole host of purely local 
measures which got killed in the last day spate of serving 
the special interests ahead of the public interest. 

Principal reasons for calling a special session, should 
Gov. George Wallace decide to do it, would be passage of a 
new Highway Budget Act and a bond issue for expansion of 
the State Docks. 

Both are needed but both will take a lot of selling. 

Another measure is the strengthening of the Alabama 
Turnpike Authority so that it may launch a Florida 
corridor project aimed at bringing a lot of tourists dollars to 
Alabama from those millions of folks who head for Disney 
World like lemmings marching to the sea. 

Many of the local bills which died are not pressing 
but there are a few which the various counties concerned 
say are vitally needed, and now. Pressure is being brought 
to bear on the governor from those counties, 

But Wallace is well aware of the fact that if he calls a 
special session any time soon, there will be no assurances 
that the meeting will be any more peaceful and harmonious 
than it was the night it died -- Sept. 13. 

And there was precious little peace and harmony that 
night. The various factions in the legislature were at each 
other’s throats and the political ambitions of several key 
figures got so badly entangled in the process that there 
virtually was no process. 

Another big stumbling block to a special session is the 
lieutenant governor, who has seen fit to use three or four 
sessions in 1971 and 1973 to force a strengthening of his 
own position. 

Jere Beasley will say, and has said repeatedly, that he 
has no interest in the bill to make his office fulltime. This 
despite the fact that only he really wants the office to have 
such status. 

With the power of his office as presiding officer of 
the Senate, however, he can maim any program the 
administration or any particular member of the legislature 
is interested in. This he has done in sessions past and there 
is no reason to believe that he will not do it again. 

The price this time could well be the Wallace blessing 
in the lieutenant governor’s race in 1974 and that isa price 
the governor is not willing to pay. 

Beasley’s actions since the session have led many to 
believe that he will go for broke in 74, testing Wallace 
himself in the governor’s race. This apparently stems from 
his growing realization that his consistent grab for power 
over the past two and one-half years has crippled him as a 
serious candidate. 

If he realizes that he could not win a second term, 
then why not go for the big prize and hope for a 
second-place finish and possibly the big prize in 1978? 


The city’s budget for 
1973-74 will be balanced when 
funds are transferred from the 
city’s gas system to the general 
fund.

This bill would provide modest amounts of funds for. 
colleges of veterinary medicine and for animal health © 
research units in State Agricultural Experiment Stations. Of 
the 18 Schools of Veterinary Medicine in the United States 
eligible to receive Animal Health Research Act funds, two 
are in Alabama, one at Auburn University and one at | 
Tuskegee Institute. 

We have heard much in recent months about the high 
cost of food, and more particularly the high cost of meat 
products. These high costs are the result, in great part, of 
the simple fact that supplies of meat products are not 
adequate to meet world demands. Although production of 


severely hampered in their efforts by losses suffered as the 
result of disease and parasites among cattle, swine, poultry | 
and other livestock. 

The Department of Agriculture estimates that annua. 
losses in the United States from animal diseases and 
parasites exceed $3.6 billion, and that as many at 15 5o 20 
percent of all livestock are lost each year to the ravages ot} 
disease and parasites.

Electrical Code of the National Fire 
Protection Association.) 

Section 2. The county governing 
Body of Shelby county may by 
reference, adopt, amend, and 
provide for the enforcement of the 
code. Such code, when adopted as 
herein authorized, shall apply to 
and govern in all unincorporated 
areas of the county and also in 
those parts of the county tying 
within the corporate timits of 
municipatities which have not 
adopted and are not enforcing 
municipal buliding codes, provided 
the governing body of any such 
municipality may be resolution 
Guty adopted prohibit such! 
applicability and enforcement 
within its corporate limits 

Such governing body may also 
repeal any such code after having 
adopted it. 

The code shali not be adopted 
by such governing body except 
after a public hearing on due notice 
thereof by publication in a 
Newspaper published and of genera! 
circulation in such counties, Such 
notice shall be published at least 
ten days before the hearing. The 
text of the code which it is 
Proposed to adopt by reference 
shall De made available for 
inspection at the county 
courthouse. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to require the setting out 
in full of the text of the proposed 
code in the notice of the nearing 
nor in the resolution or ordinance;

Hauling halt hurts heavy haulers 


Raw material haulers in 
Shelby County have been hard 
hit by the announced 
enforcement of the state's 
truck weight limit law. 

Many local haulers of stone, 
gravel, concrete, coal, and 
other raw materials have 
discontinued work this week as 
part of a statewide effort to 
force the state to adopt a law 
that they think would be more 
realistic. 

Many local families make 
their living from hauling as 
Shelby County’s lime quasties, 
the steam generating plant and 
construction industry depend 
on hundreds of truckloads of 
hauling per day. 

The problem faced by the 
haulers is highlighted in a 
statement by J. Thomas 
Holton, president of Hill 
Concrete of Montevallo. 

He says the ready mix 
concrete producers joined 
Other truckers in ceasing 
operations “‘to get some 
straight, consistent answers to 
industry problems created by 
vacillating state policies.” 

He points out that “twenty 
years of non- enforcement of 
truck weight laws and 
continued encouragement 
through competitive bidding 
practices has led our industry 
to obtain the most economical 
heavy duty ready-mix trucks.” 

He says that trucks are not 
overweight, but the antiquated

Food program changes 


The commodity food pro- 
gram in Shelby County is ex- 
pected to undergo a change 
next July 1. 

According to recent an- 
nouncements, all counties will 
go to the food stamp plan next 
summer. 

However, distribution of 
commodity foods continues in 
high gear in Shelby County. 
There are four distribution 
days per month to serve people 
from all sections of the county. 

On the second Mondays, 
persons from Chelsea, Shelby 
and Columbiana pick up their 
foods at the commodity ware- 
house in Columbiana. On the 
second Wednesdays of the 
month foods are distributed to 
‘persons from Alabaster, Helena 
and Siluria areas. 

Harpersville, Vincent and 
Wilsonville residents are served 
on the second Friday of the 
month, and on the third Tues- 
days, the areas surrounding 
Montevallo, Calera, Wilton and 
Pea Ridge are scheduled. 

According to Mrs. Verna 
Czeskleba, certification agent 
for the program in Shelby 
County, there are no longer 
any government surplus foods 
being distributed. 

All the foods are purchased 
by the government for 
distribution. Foods that were 
formerly distributed, but have 


now been discontinued, are 
chopped meat, cheese and 
raisins and prunes. Shortages of 
these foods on a national scale 
has led to their curtailment in 
the commodity foods program. 

Recipients are getting 17 
foods, mostly staple items, this 
month. 

In order to qualify for the 
commodity foods program, a 
single person must have an 
income of less than $160 per 
month, and a_ two-person 
family, an income of less than 
$233 per month. The scale 
covers families of all sizes. 
When a family numbers ten, 
their income must not exceed 
$640 to qualify for the free 
foods. 

Transportation continues to 
be a serious problem for the 
indigent in Shelby County. The 
Office of Opportunity buses 
help in transporting persons to 
Columbiana for the free foods. 
Others must depend on their 
children and neighbors. 

According to figures 
compiled by Mrs. Cecil Davis ats 
the Commodity foods 
warehouse, there were 3,629 
people representing 1,197 
families eligible for the 
commodity foods program in 
the county last month. Of 
these, 3,439 people, or 1,135 
families came to Columbiana 
to pick up their foods.

of a football spotter

The other Saturday morning as | was making my way 
through Shelby County and twisting my radio dial, | 
happened on a familiar voice that brought back a few 
curious instances in my somewhat jagged past. 


it was, as Ralph Sears once called him, the “Voice of 
Shelby County Football”, Steve Huffstutler, giving the 
play-by-play of a local Friday night game which he had 
taped for WBYE. 


There was a time when it was sort of the “Voice and 
a Half of Shelby County Football.”

Two or three years ago, before at least a third of 
Birminghamians moved to Shelby County and started 
commuting, | used to join Stéve and the tape recorder in 
whatever make-shift press box was available and “help”. 


My “help” was supposed to consist of spotting the 

players for him -- you thought he memorized all those 
numbers, didn’t you -- and pointing to the proper names 
on the team roster while he described the action. I was also 
to be allowed to comment periodically if I noticed 
something especially interesting. The plan was for me to 
learn a series of signals indicating a good block or 
outstanding defensive play so that he could provide 
additional highlights. 
The plan neglected to take into consideration my 
innate haminess, my love of a microphone, and a total 
inability to concentrate on one thing when something else 
much more interesting is happening, 

We quickly eliminated the set of silent signals that I 
was to pass on, since I refused to pass them on, demanding 
the mike myself. This generally worked out nicely unless I 
got carried away with my own verbosity and described the 
past play right into the present one. This left Steve with a 
bit of catching up to do but he was used to that. If Ralph 
had started into a commercial during a time-out, he finished 
it no matter what and often Steve had to make up the 
action for two or three plays that were run while the Boss 
extolled the virtues of the sponsor. 

I really wasn’t too good as a spotter, however. I kept 
getting involved in the game and forgetting which team I 
was supposed to be spotting. It was also annoying that he 
could see the numbers better than I could so I would 
occasionally give him wrong information just to watch him 
work his way out of it. My most outstanding spotting 
triumph was during the Montevallo-Shelby County High 
game about three years ago that would decide the county 
championship. It had been a rough, hard-fought and 
low-scoring affair until the Wildcats pulled some 
razzle-dazzle in the backfield and all of a sudden, the ball 
was sailing downfield to an end who was all alone. Steve 
quickly looked to his trusty spotter to see who was who. I 
didn’t fail him. I was pointing at the action, yelling “Look! 
Look!” | had no idea who the players was, but I had 
spotted him. 

And then there was the game when we were both 
waxing philosophically how the teams seemed to have such 
strong ground games and this was going to be a contest 
decided in the trenches. In the middle of this learned 
discourse on how the ball would stay on the ground, the 
quarterback tossed a 65 yard touchdown pass. | went back 
to spotting and Steve tried to dazzle his listeners with 
footwork, 

I recall, too, the Shelby Academy play-off game in 
Hope Hull last year. The press box was a three-tiered affair 
which had levels for everybody. Except us. We were on the 
roof. We could see the field, though. We were high enough 
to see the next county. 

If that wasn’t enough, it was about 30 degrees with a 
high wind and Steve had left his heavy jacket in another 
car. I had a thick coat, a sweater, a wool cap and gloves, 
though, so I lent him a hand. I let him borrow one of my 
gloves to wear on the hand that he was using to hold the 
mike. 

That was the game that Darold Dunlavy helped us 
cover. Darold was a novice so I didn’t worry about his 
interfering with my expertise. He ruined my evening by 
correctly predicting three straight plays, a touchdown, and 
the resulting two point conversion. I pouted the rest of the 
game.

convention once in a while to keep in touch, we attended 
the National Newspaper Association convention last week 
in Hot Springs, Arkansas. 

Newspaper people from all parts of the United States 
were there, and the convention planners had a program 
going that kept everyone interested, 

Highlights of the meeting: 

Secretary of Agriculture Earl Butz told the gathering 
that the country must decide to be either a “profit oriented 
or a government dominated society.” 

He claimed that the 1973 Farm Act had reversed a 40 
year philosophy of cutback and curtailment and moved the 
country toward a market orientation where the farmer will 
receive his income from the sale of his products instead of 
in the form of government subsidy. 

He favors removing all subsidies and allotments and 
wants American farmers to go into unlimited production of 
farm crops. He cites the demand in the world market as 
justification for this. At the same time, he is against export 
controls. 

He gave an example of southeastern poultry raisers 
who had recently been in his office asking for export 
controls on soybeans. He said he told them, in effect, 
“We've just taken off controls so you can sell your products 
anywhere in the world at world prices. Now you want us to 
put controls on your source of feed, so you can buy it 
cheaply. You can’t have it both ways.” 

Secretary Butz flew in to the Little Rock airport in 
an Air Force plane with a staff of four persons, He left the 
convention early to be back at the White House in time for 
President Nixon’s announcement of the nomination of 
Gerald Ford for vice president. 

Admiral Elmo Zumwalt Jr., chief of Naval 
Operations, addressed the delegates at a banquet and drew 
applause when he said, “There is a dangerous and 
unnecessary gap between the government and the press.” 
He said that he had never been misquoted by the press or 
taken out of context. 

Zumwalt outlined the policy he has pursued as chief 
of Naval Operations. Faced with the nation’s desire to 
“turn swords into plowshares,” he has pushed for 
streamlining the navy. 

He said he dicided to cut back on the number of 
aging ships and aircraft in order to redirect the money into 
construction of new equipment. 

Toward that end, he said the navy has in the last five 
years, reduced the number of ships from 926 to a projected 
$22 ships by the end of the fiscal year. 

The number of aircraft has been cut by 22 percent 
and personnel has been cut by 17 percent, he said. 

At the same time design and construction of new 
ships is underway which will include a small carrier that can 
handle up to 17 helicopters and a new class of patrol 
frigates. He also said the navy plans a new class of patrol 
hydrofoil equipped with surface-to-surface missiles. 

In response to questions, the admiral said the 
Russians are building a powerful modern navy, and implied 
that the United States is not keeping up with it. He said the 
total defense budget in the United States now represents a 
smaller percentage of our gross national product than ever 
before in history. 

Clarence Kelley, the new director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation addressed the convention and 
promised to broaden the news policy of the FBI. 

He said that “fear, reluctance and reticence” by law 
enforcement officials were responsible for a breakdown in 
communications between them and newsmen. 

“There is great power in truth...that truth is capable 
of action ... and truth can make things happen,” he said ina 
prepared speech. 

He also said, “Our effectiveness is certain to be 
strengthened if the press is our ally,” and “Unquestionably, 
the news media serve their communities by publishing 
crime news. An atmosphere of public ignorance and 
misinformation is an ideal atmosphere for crime and 
corruption.”

Cats bugged 
by flea itch

Flea allergy dermatitis ranks as the foremost allergic 
skin disease in cats. The majority of allergic skin lesions 
characterized by scab formations are caused by fleas. 

Previously, two conditions called dietetic dermatitis 
and scabby cat disease were thought to be caused by lack of 
vitamin B complex and all fish diets, respectively. However, 
through continued research, both conditions were found to 
be a result of flea allergy. 

Clinical signs of flea allergy in the cat vary from a 
mild syndrome with a few small lesions to a more severe 
generalized disease. Mildly affected cases show small 
crusted lesions on the skin surface involving an associated 
tuft of hair. As the lesions heal and the crust separates, this 
tuft of hair can be pulled out or will fall out of the 
haircoat. The lesions are generally few in number and are 
located on the dorsal midline from the scapular areas to the 
base of the tail. 

More severely affected cats show crusted lesions 
around the neck, head, and legs. Severe itching is constant 
and the cat traumatizes itself by licking until moist, raw 
sores develop. The areas are without hair due to the 
constant licking. 

A third disorder midway between the two extremes 
described above consists of a partial or complete hairloss 
over the back with a few crusted lesions. As the loss of hair 
continues, the skin thickens and has a reddened, inflammed 
appearance. 

Diagnosis of flea allergy dermatitis is made from the 
signs mentioned above and by ruling out two other 
prominent skin conditions in cats, ringworm and hairloss 
due to glandular deficiency. 

Treatment of flea allergy consists of controlling the 
itching with steroids and by rigid flea control measures. 
Flea soap, baths, medicated baths, dips, and flea collars are 
the best methods used to control fleas. Supplementing the 
cats’ diet with vitamins A,B,D. and E along with the 
essential fatty acids also aids in restoring a healthy, glossy 
haircoat.

Special session talk still circulates in Alabama but as 
of this writing, Gov, George C. Wallace is no more inclined 
to call a session than he was when the legislature adjourned 
on Sept. 13 in utter confusion. 

If a session comes at all, it will either be in early 
November or early January. Whenever it comes, Gov. 
Wallace will extract one iron-clad agreement before calling 
it -- that the whole thing won't last but a few weeks. 

The Christmas holidays would crowd in on a 
November session and a January session would clash with 
the Democratic Executive Committee meeting in January 
and would crowd the qualifying deadline of late March. 

If a session comes, it will be rife with politicking, 
what with the presiding officers of both Houses and a 
number of senators and representatives entertaining 
political ambitions. 

Political campaign speculation is more rampant here 
now than the special session issue and it is possible that this 
year other races will overshadow the quadrennial set-to for 


. governor. 


Wallace is a certain candidate for what would actually 
be a fourth term and the cry of “political dynasty” is 
certain to be raised, His only announced opponent is 
Huntsville Sen. Gene McLain, who is going to run a lot 
better race than many people think. 

McLain should poll a good urban vote, run well in his 
North Alabama and probably win most of the balck vote. 

Former Gov. Albert Brewer is keeping his options 
open but must decide soon if he is to make the race, He 
would love to even the score with Wallace, who kept him 
on the string in 1969 and early 1970 before announcing

that he would be a candidate. Brewer was, of course, 
finishing out the Lurleen Wallace term. 

Lt. Gov. Jere Beasley could possibly go for the top 
job, not to win but to run second preparatory to the 1978 
race, Many feel that the man who runs second in "74 will 
run first in "78. 

But Beasley will need a job for the next four years 
and may seek re-election, as will Atty, Gen. Bill Baxley, 
generally considered to be a sure-fire candidate for governor 
one of these days, 

It is being speculated that Beasley may decide to 
make the race against Baxley. The young attorney general’s 
jousting with the “Big Mule” special interests has got them 
scurrying around trying to find a candidate to oppose him 
and Beasley might be their choice. 

Beasley denies any move in the direction of Baxley’s 
job but the office of attorney general can be more powerful 
than the job of lieutenant governor, About the only 
attraction the lieutenant governor’s job holds when the 
legislature is not in session is that that post is next in line of 
succession to the governor's chair. 

Samplings of public opinion show that the public 
feels Beasley has overreached in his grab for power but 
despite this, Beasley will most likely seek re-election. 

The Wallace administration, particularly the 
cabinet-level people, are incensed over Beasley’s post 
legislative session diatribe against them and the lieutenant 
governor may have already hurt himself with Wallace by 
crossing up the administration several times in the 
legislature. 

So he may be forced into the governor's race in an 
all-out bid for that second place finish. 


Game preserve voices policy 


Letter to Editor: 

We, the officers of the Yellow Leaf Game Preserve, 
Inc. have read the previous articles in the Shelby County 
Reporter about the game management practices in the 
county, and have found them very interesting. The Yellow 
Leaf Game Preserve, Inc. was established in 1954 by a 
group of citizens who foresaw a need for wildlife 
preservation. We have studied and worked very hard in 
every way we know to improve the natural habitat for game 
in this area. Many of our members have a vast knowledge of 
what it really takes to stock, restock, feed and provide 
shelter for good production of game. Much of this 
knowledge was gained from information made available, at 
our request, by the State Conservation Department. But, as 
we have lived with the problems of game production and 
have learned to deal with many of them, we feel that we 
have also gained some knowledge by experience. These 
experiences are what we would like to discuss here. 

Through the years of conservation practices on the 
lands within the boundaries of the Yellow Leaf Game 
Preserve, we have promoted good timber and wildlife 
management. In this management program, there have been 
many changes with which to contend. One such change is 
seen where large tracts of land have been cleared of all 
timber - - merchantable hardwood, pine and den trees. Even 
the so-called “undesirable hardwood” has been cut, and 
people who practice conservation know that in order to 
survive, wildlife must have this hardwood timber for food 
and shelter. Therefore, some people’s practices of 
promoting wildlife can succeed only if we can find a way to 
sustain wildlife within a total pine forest. These people tell 
us that wildlife cannot survive on a total acorn diet, but we 
feel that wildlife can be better sustained on an acorn diet 
than on pine straw and cones. 

In the general development of the area, the utility 
companies’ rights-of-way takes away wildlife. Our program 
to promote conservation has been a growing task. However, 
we have been able, through the years, to provide enough 
food, cover, and enforcement to keep wildlife on the 
Preserve lands adequate for supplying hunting for members 
of the Preserve and for restocking lands which join its 
boundries. 

Our programs have had avid support from people who 
live in the Preserve. Some of these people have given many 
hours of hard work to planting food plots. Some have 
contributed their own time and used their own equipment 
to control fires in the Preserve, as well as on adjoining 
forest lands when neither the State Forestry Department 
nor Gulf States Paper Company were able to respond to the 
fires. 

We are proud of the law preventing the poisoning of 
timber and streams from the air in Shelby County. 

Gulf States Paper Company has a good game 
management program on paper, but they have only pine in 
the woods. This company has game biologists to advise and 
help in their program, and they feel that game production 
and timber production are compatible, We dg not disagree 
with this, but we do take exception to the method 
employed in attempting to do this job. 

May we point to some of the practices now in use by 
Gulf States Paper Company? Control burning the woods is 
described as a useful tool in Gulf States’ game management 
program, yet their method of burning is more brutal and 
destructive to game than any other way the woods could 
burn. After an area has been selected, a fire lane is plowed 
around the area. They set fire to the perimeter of this area 
and burn from the outside into the center. Hence, all ga 1¢ 
in the burning area is trapped without an avenue of escape. 
This is much more destructive than a wildfire because a 
wildfire burns in one direction, making it possible for game 
to escape without having to cross a line of fire. This 
wildlife, destroyed in a “controlled burn,” might have been 
YOUR game! 

Mr. Jim Montgomery mentioned that more restocking 
of deer and turkey by Gulf States Paper Company has been 
done in Shelby County than in any other county in the 
state. We feel that this was primarily in the Wilsonville 
sanctuary which was established by Gulf States Paper 
Company some six years ago. Our area had no need for 
restocking until Gulf States’ forest management started 
sowing poisoned pine seeds from the air, after which

numerous dead turkies were found with no indication of 
gun shot wounds. Until this day, the turkey population in 
this area has not reached one/quarter of what it was ten 
years ago,

commercializing on wildlife. Let’s look at some facts and 
figures published by them. Their forest recreation manager 
states that they have over 400,000 acres in nineteen 
counties over the state of Alabama. He also states that this 
land is for lease at $1.00 per acre on poor hunting ground 
and $3.00 on the best. Let’s assume that they receive an 
average of $2.00. (We have no knowledge of the amount of 
additional revenue received from $12.00 and other 
permits.) Thus, their revenue received for these hunting 
privileges would be over 3/4 million dollars, or $800,000.00 
per year. 

Mr. Sportsman, having seen their land in our county, 
is it reasonable to assume that this company is spending 
anywhere near the above mentioned amount of money for 
the production of game? 

We, of the Yellow Leaf Game Preserve, Inc., very 
seriously doubt that they are, and we strongly object to 
Gulf States Paper Company’s contributing to the extinction 
of game in our area.

A freak accident Saturday

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 
To authorize the county 
@overning body of Shelby County 
to adopt, amend and provide for 
the enforcement of certain buliding 
codes, which shall appty in certain 
Parts of such counties; to prescribe 
the manner of adopting such codes; 


and to prescribe penaities for 
violations of such codes. 


BE iT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. When used in this act 
the word ‘‘code", unless the 
context clearly indicates a different 
Meaning, shall mean: not more 
restrictive than the Southern 
Buliding Code, (and its companion 
codes on plumbing and gas, all as 
Produced by the Southern Buliding 
Code Congress, and the National 
Electrical Code of the National Fire 
Protection Association.) 

Section 2, The county governing 
body of Sheiby county may by 
reference, adopt, amend, and 
Provide for the enforcement of the

The 
text of the code which it is 
Proposed to adopt by reference 
shall be made availiable for 
Inspection at the county 
courthouse, Nothing herein shall be 
construed to require the setting out 
in full of the text of the proposed 
code in the notice of the hearing 
nor in the resolution or ordinance; 
but such code or amendments 
thereof shali be properly identified 
as to date and source in the notice 
and in the ordinance or resolution 
adopting it and a copy thereof shail 
be attached to such ordinance or 
resolution. A copy thereof shail 
aiso be filed in the office of the 
clerk of the governing body and in 
at least one other county office

Fire destroyed the mobile 
home of the Charles “Buster” 
Hinds family in Helena last 
Saturday, leaving Hinds injured 
with second- degree burns. 

Hinds had apparently been 
lighting the pilot light of the 
furnace about noon when 
neighbors reported a 
thunderous explosion which 
shook the town. Within 
seconds Hinds and his wife, 
Diane Brooks Hinds, had 
rescued the two children, 
Jason, three, and Robby, age 
one, from the blazing trailer. 

Hinds’ parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ray Floyd Hinds immediately 
rushed to the fire from their 
home next door, in an attempt 
fo save as much as they could. 
The family was able to retrieve 
a sewing machine, the 
television, a rocking chair, and 
a few clothes from the living 
room area. 

The flames were soon 
unbearably hot, fed by the 
ruptured gas line and air 
rushing in where part of the 
wall had been blown out.

Ambulance laws 


change services 


By Willard Hagrison 

Next month Sktlby County 
will have only two ambulance 
services qualified to operate 
under new federal and state 
laws. The Harpersville Wrecker 
and Ambulance Service and 
Hoffman- Rockco Funeral 
Home are as yet the only serv- 
ices licensed and certified ac- 
cording to the new specifica- 
tions. 

The main changes are the 
new, larger vehicles and the 
special emergency medical 
training for ambulance drivers 
and attendants. According to 
the law passed in 1972, all am- 
bulance services were given 18 
months to adapt to the new 
regulations. On November 24, 
the law takes full effect. At

Slat box fishermen 
are wasting catfish 


Several commercial 
fishermen are fishing the 
waters of Lay Lake with the 
advent of cool weather and 
favorable fishing conditions. 
They are using the legal 
method of fishing with slat 
boxes, but Tuesday morning 
Conservation officers arrested 
two Florida fishermen who 
were using unmarked slat 
boxes, near the Shelby County 
shore of Lay Lake. 

Conservation officers also 
report that many of the 
fishermen are not throwing 
back the under size catfish that 
swim into the slat boxes, but 
are letting them die. Captain 
Ed Lightsey and Officer 
Turberville point out to the 
Reporter that commercial 
fishermen are “taking bread 
out of their own mouths” by 
not returning the under-size 
fish to the river where they can 
grow to full size. 

The slat boxes are used for 
catching catfish, which 
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fishermen sell on the local 
market, including groceries and 
restaurants. 

Many fishermen are pitching 
camp near Lay Lake while they 
run from ten to twenty slat 
boxes a day. 


present the Alabaster Ambu- 
lance Service run by Charlie 
Sparks does not meet the stan- 
dards, but he plans to update 
the service in the future. 

In order to be licensed 
under the new ambulance laws, 
the services were required to 
purchase and equip new vehi- 
cles. In interviews with the 
ambulance services, the Re- 
porter found that Hoffman- 
Rockco has recently purchased 
a new vehicle costing $13,860, 
to fill the requirement that am- 
bulances have 54 inches of 
height in the passenger com- 
partment. 

The Harpersville service 
bought a van and equipment at 
$10,000. The large investment 
for an already unprofitable 
business has caused many am- 
bulance companies in the state 
to get out of the field. 

Jimmy Gill, owner of the 
Harpersville ambulance service, 
says that there is no money in 
this part of his business, but he 
knew that an ambulance serv- 
ice was needed. There is a con- 
flict between running a public 
service while trying to maintain 
it as a private business. Their 
job is to give mercy and aid in 
saving lives, but they do have 
to consider expenses and bills. 

The problem for ambulance 
services is collecting for the 
services rendered. Billy Rockco 
of Hoffman- Rockco told the 
Reporter that as many as 65 
percent of their calls are never 
paid for. Jimmy Gill, of the 
Harpersville service, says he 
collects on all but about 40 
percent of their bills. The per- 
centage is improving as Medi- 
care and Medicaid now pays 
for some ambulance bills. 

Training of drivers and at- 
tendants of the ambulances has 
also been updated for certifica- 
tion. The people working for 
the services has to take an 81 
hour training course at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. 

Harpersville graduated four 
and Hoffman- Rockco has six 
who are accredited as Emer- 
gency Medical Technicians, one 
step below the level of Para- 
medic. They are now qualified 
to give almost any first- aid 
treatment en route to the hos- 
pital. 

Both ambulance services are 
on 24 hour call each day, and 
are often summoned by law 
enforcement departments. Any 
private individual can call an 
ambulance for help at any 
time. The Harpersville Wrecker 
and Ambulance service can be 
reached at 672-2264 in the 
day, or 672-2825 at night. 
Hoffman- Rockco can be sum- 
moned at 665-2568 or 
665-2135. Or in an emergency, 
a telephone operator will put 
through an ambulance call. 

The cost to the patient var- 


ies. Harperville ambulance serv 
ice charges $15 for the call plus 
50 cents per mile. Hotfman 
Rockco charges according to 
the trip. Their standard Monte 
vallo to Shelby Memorial route 
costs $25, with Alabaster to 
Birmingham rates varying trom 
$30 to $45, based on the hos 
pital location. 

Both ambulance 
would welcome a financial sub- 
sidy from the county or muni- 
cipalities. The main problem 
stopping this is the legality ot a 
government supporting private 
enterprise. About the most al-

Gill was asked his opinion 
of the new regulations required 
under the law. He said that al- 
though the law is strict on the 
ambulance operator, he appro- 
ves of its benefits for the gen- 
eral public. “Without the new 
regulations, we would have lost 
a lot of people who would have 
died.” Their emergency medi- 
cal training has enabled them 
to save lives in a number of 
cases. 

Mr. Rockco has mixed emo- 
tions about the new ambulance 
law. It is hard to be pleased by 
a rule that costs one $13,000 
dollars, but he says “I’m one 
hundred percent for it.”’ De- 
spite the trouble it caused him, 
he favors the new guidelines’ 
protection of patients. The 
law’s requirements regulate the

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Corneal ulcers in dogs 
traced to several causes 


By Charles H. Thornburg 11, D.V.M. 

The most common disease of the cornea (the covering 
of the eve) encountered in the dog is the corneal ulcer, The 
ulcer can be small or extensive and looks like a small pit in 
the eve covering. 

Normally, the cornea is transparent and has no blood 


vessels running through it, The nutrients are supplied by the | 


precorneal tear film, tiny vessels in the border of the 


cornea, and by the vessels of the lining of the eyelids when, 


the lids are closed, However, when a deep corneal wound is 
present, the cornea becomes whitened and loses its 
iranspareney, sometimes permanently. Vascularization 
(formation of vessels) of the comea occurs, and healing 
results in a permanent scar at the site of the defect. 

The causes of loss of corneal substance include injury, 
bacterial, viral. or fungal growths, nutritional factors, and 
unknown factors. OF the mentioned causes only the 
nutritional cause is not self-explanatory. This refers to an 
uleer caused by a lack of Vitamin A due to improper 
ibsorption of Vitamin A from the intestinal tract or from 
improper utilization by the body, 

Pekingese, Chinese pug, and Boston terrier breeds are 
the breeds most often encountered with corneal ulcers. The 
nasal fold (the fold of skin between the nose and eye) and 
the shallowness of eye placement in the skull predispose 
these breeds to have many eye problems related to 
irritation and infection, 

Diagnosis of a corneal ulcer is made through visual 
observation of the lesion and by staining the ulcer with a 
dye (flourescein) that will not stain the intact cornea. If 
there is any ulceration present, the inner layers of the 
comea will retain the dye and the exact depth and area 
affected can be evaluated. 

freatment of the corneal ulcer should be aimed 
whenever possible at eliminating the cause. However, when 
the cause cannot be found, treatment should be initiated to 
hasten the repair process. 

Iwo types of therapy are employed depending on the 
severity of the ulcer, medical treatment and surgical 
treatment. Medical treatment is most often the preferred 
method and includes the use of antibiotics, topical 
anesthetics, antimycotics (antifungal agents), caustics, 
collagenase inhibitors, vitamins and other agents. 

Surgical treatment along with medical treatment is 
used for severe corneal ulcers. Most commonly a third 
eyelid flap or conjunctional flap is sutured over the cornea‘ 
and the eyelids are sutured together at the same time. These 
flaps act as a protective bandage and should be left in place 
for 7 to 14 days. 

Through proper care and treatment, most corneal 
ulcers respond to therapy, and the eye can be saved from 
permanent damage.

Interested people in Shelby County, or at least this area, 
object to Gulf States’ commercialization of hunting and 
wildlife and the problems which have followed. We object 
to Gulf States’ selling of wildlife which pastures on 
company and individually owned land alike; we object to 
the encroachments on privately owned land by vast 
numbers of out of county hunters carrying Gulf States 
permits; we object to the unauthorized closing by Gulf 
States of roads which have in many cases been used more 
than 20 years by adjoining land owners or by the public; we 
object to the lie that Gulf States game food plots offer 
substantial food for game, and we assert that a rabbit would 
literally starve to death if fenced in on most of these alleged 
food plots; we object to the burdens which Gulf States 
would put on tax payer paid game wardens to solve 
problems of law enforcement created on company owned 
land by its commercial program; we object in general to the 
irresponsible attitude of Gulf States Paper Corporation 
toward the hunters of Shelby County and others who live 
here and are interested in the conservation of wildlife and 
its reasonable harvest by hunting. 

We contend that Gulf States Paper Corporation does 
not have the right to “Sell” wildlife to the highest bidder 
for cash (which is a substantial part of its present program) 
all without regard to the proper care and conservation 
practices which would insure present and future use and 
enjoyment of such wildlife. We would like to point out that 
wildlife does share a common pasture and the deer or 
animal which might be on individually owned land today 
could cross Gulf States Paper Corporation land in its search 
for food.

FREDERIC REMINGTON 


Many fine artists have 
portrayed the beauties and 
grandeur and excitement of 
the Old West, but none more 
brilliantly than Frederic 
Remington. 

The earliest artists of the 
American West were, of 
course, the Indians 
themselves, The first white 
artists arrived with parties of 
explorers and government 
expeditions, mainly during 
the early years of the 19th 
century. Their mission was 
to send back accurate 
information about the new 
territories; the government 
Was anxious to learn about 
its unfamiliar plants, animals, 
rivers, Mountain ranges, 
deserts, and native 
inhabitants. For these 
purposes, the artist who 


also a sculptor, illustrator, 
and writer; in all media, his 
subject matter was almost 
exclusively the life and 
manners of the western 
plains; even his books bore 
such titles and ‘’Pony 
Tracks,’’ and ‘’Crooked 
Trails.’’

He was captivated by all that 
he saw, by the continual 
action and excitement of life 
around him. He sketched 
incessantly, filling many 
notebooks with drawings, 
mostly of men and animals; 
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"Buffalo Hunter Spitting a Bullet into a Gun”, The 
Remington Art Museum, Ogdensburg, New York. 


at this time, however, it 
apparently never occured to 
him to live by selling his 
paintings. 

During these first years, 
he lived and worked in 
Montana and Kansas. 
Though he returned to the 
east coast, the lure of the 
West drew him back time 
and time again for the rest 
of his life. After 1885, he 
made frequent trips through 
the West and Southwest, 
setting down details of 
roundups, wagon trains, 
campfires, fights, military 
sorties, branding and 
cowpunching, the comedies, 
tragedies, and trivia of 
everyday life. His eye and 
his memory were always 
busy; what he didn’t have 
time to paint or draw on the 


spot, he stored up for future 
use. 

In 1886, the first of his 
illustrations appeared in 
Harper's Weekly magazine. 
This brought him almost 
instant fame, and thereafter 
he was much in demand. 
During the late 1880's, he 
travelled with the United 
States Army as they pursued 
the Apache tribe back and 
forth across the plains. In 
1890, he was assigned as 
illustrator to cover the last 
Plains Indian War, and later 
he served as war 
correspondent for the Hearst 
newspaper chain during the 
Spanish American War. 

Remington was a painter 


in the realistic manner; 


though his colors were often 
raw and unrealistic. He was

Yet there was an urgent 
need to set it all down, for 
it was a way of life that was 
fading even as he watched it, 

Remington was a tireless 
worker, completing more 
2700 paintings and drawings. 
His canvasses have been 
often reproduced as prints, 
and replicas of famous 
bronzes appear in many 
museums and private 
collections, 

Frederick Remington 
wanted his epitaph to read: 
“‘He Knew the Horse.” It 
cannot be left so simply: he 
knew the cavalrymen, the 
cowboys, the Indians, the 
beasts, the plains, the corrals 
-- all the life and living of 
the Old West. 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Nixon’s psychotherapist- 
is back in the news. He is Dr. 
Arnold Hutschnecker who 
treated Nixon several years 
ago. There should be no stig- 
ma attached to this. But 
voters who don’t understand 
psychotherapy, apparently, 
believe those who receive it 
are mentally unstable. It has 
become a political liability, 
therefore, to be caught 
receiving psychotherapy. 

Nixon vigorously denied 
that he had received any 


‘such treatment. He had gone 


to see Dr. Hutschnecker, said 
Nixon, for treatment of an in- 
ternal disorder. It is true that 
Hutschnecker once had been 
an internist, but he had given 
up the practice for psy- 
chotherapy. The President 
still won't admit, however, 
that he received psychiatric 
counseling. 

Last year, Sen. Tom 
Eagleton have up the Demo- 
cratic Vice-Presidential 
nomination over the issue of 
his psychiatric treament. 
This dramatized again the 
political danger of such care: 

In 1965, Vice President 
designate Gerald Ford 
visited President Nixon's 
psychotherapist. The man 
who arranged the appoint- 
ment, Rober Winter-Berger, 
said Ford sought relief from 
pre: sures that made him “ir- 
ritable, nervous and depress- 
ed.” Ford was a patient of the 
psychotherapist, claimed 
Winter-Berger, “for at least a 
year.” 


Both Ford and Dr. 
Hutschnecker have denied 
this. Ford swore to us that he: 
had visited Dr. Hutschnecker 
at Winter-Berger’s pleading, 
received a “15-minute lecture 
on psychology” and never 
saw him again. 


Whether Ford received 
psychotherapy or not, those 
who know him have no doubt 
that he is completely sane, 
sound and sensible. 


No Peace — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has 
now received the Nobel Prize 
for his part in ending the 
Vietnam War. And President 
Nixon, beseiged by 
Watergate, never misses a 
chance to remind his fellow 
Americans that he achieved 
“peace with honor.” 


But the secret intelligence, 


reports show clearly that 
peace hasn’t come to Vietnam 
at all. The new spotlight has 
shifted to the Middle East, 
but the fighting goes on in the 
Vietnam countryside. The re-

for the local dealerships. 


Factory shortage 


Some automobile dealers in 
the area report that they are 
having difficulty getting 
enough new cars to fill the 
demand in Shelby County. The 
factories are unable to supply 
as many this year for various 
reasons. Wildcat strikes and 
factory walkouts at some 
factories have cut down on the 
number of cars available. The 
installation of new safety 
features on this year’s 
automobile lineup also causes a 
slowdown in producing a car, 

Ford Motor Co. is 


particularly affected by this 
problem. Montevallo dealer 
Sherman Holland told the 
Reporter that the selling rate 
for Fords is up over last year, 
and that the supply is down 
due to production problems. 
Ford is already behind 115,000 
cars which could have been 
sold if they had been 
manufactured, he said. 

Ken Terry Chevrolet of 
Pelham is also facing a partial 
shortage. The trend toward the 
small economy car has limited 
the number of compact Vegas 


wire, 


and Novas available to all 
Chevy dealers. Terry reports 
that he is able to sell nearly all 


gas shortage hits

Surprisingly, the biggest 
sellers at most of the 
dealerships are not the 
economy models, as was 
expected because of the gas 
shortage. The best- selling cars 
in Shelby County are the larger 
luxury models, Rick McDow of 
Columbiana’s McDow Motors 
told the Reporter that his 
biggest selling Chevrolet is the 
luxury specialty Monte Carlo, 
with the bigger Impalas and 
Caprices following close 
behind. The Ford and Chrysler 
Plymouth dealers believe that 


their luxury models, including 
the LTD, Galaxy, Imperial, and 
the various Chrysler models, 
will do brisk business when 
they can get them in stock. 

Hanson Leach of Leach 
Pontiac - GMC in Montevallo 
told the Reporter that his 
biggest sellers are the full-size 
cars, especially the Grand Ville 
and the Grand Prix. The 
Bonneville and the Catalina are 
also doing quite well this year. 

Leach reports that even his 
intermediate size cars, the 
various LeMans models and the 
Grand Am sportster -- are 
outselling compacts. 


Economy cars 


The small Pontiacs are not 
selling as well in the county as 
they are nationally. The 
Ventura and Firebird are 
finding a small but devoted 
market when they can be 
stocked, Leach adds. 

The smaller cars are doing 
about as well as expected. The 
demand for the Pinto and 
Maverick leads Ford Motor Co. 
to expect 50 percent of their 
sales to come from these 
compact models. Ken Terry 
said that the Novas and Vegas 
are being bought by the 
younger market, as well as 
those who want a second car. 
Singles and young marrieds are 
buying plenty of Dodge’s

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imported Colt and the old 
favorite, the Dart. Farris of 
Shelby motors told us that the 
Valiants and Barracudas are also 
selling like wildfire. 

The intermediates are also 
finding a favorable market with 
those who want a medium- 
sized car, The Chevelle Laguna, 
the Ford Torino, and the 
Dodge Coronet are selling very 
well in the middle-car field. 
The Plymouth Satellite is also 
promising entries into this 
category. Ford hopes that the 
new Mustang II will 
successfully compete with 
Porsche, Audi, and Datsun 
240-Z as an “expensive 
economy car.” 


New options 


The options are becoming 
more and more standard on 
many models, local dealers 
report. Air conditioning is sold 
with 90 percent to nearly 100 
percent of all new cars sold, 
when only a few years ago not 
more than 15 percent of all 
cars sold had air conditioners. 
Power steering and brakes are 
.becoming standard on many of 
the more expensive models. 
Even the compacts are selling 
with gas- consuming options 
like factory air. Automatic 
transmissions are almost the 
rule in new cars this year. 

Hanson Leach says that 
Pontiac is selling 99 percent of 
its cars with air conditioners. 
The most popular option is a 
stereo radio and tape player. 


Color trends 


Popular colors in the °74 
models are mainly the earth 
shades of blue, green, and 
beige. White and black are 
widely unpopular, although 
Ken Terry and Shelby Motors 
indicate that black may be 
coming back as a favorite 
color. The sporty new 
compacts vary from the bright 
metallic reds, blues, and greens 
to the newer shades of ginger, 
bronze, and geld. 

Leach’s customers buy more 
conservative colors of cars, 


including black and white, The 
Montevallo Pontiac dealer says 
the brown shades are quite 
“in” from the luxury to the 
economy models, with the 
bright metallic shades going 
good business with the sporty 
automobiles. 

The coming year’s sales 
outlook looks rosy to the 
dealers. Sherman Holland says

he is “tickled to death” with 
sales so far. He feels that sales 
will increase as the county 
grows in population and 
industry, at a ten to fifteen 
percent increase over last year.

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Woman keeps statistics

Mrs. Jemima Kendrick of 
K-Springs (Aunt Jemima, as 
she is known to many Shelby 
Countians) is pretty much out 
of circulation right now, but 
she is not out of touch. The 83 
year old Chelsea lady spends a 
big part of her days at home in 
a wheel chair, but she “keeps 
up” with what other people 
Out in the world are doing, As 
4 matter of fact, she records 
what others are doing - - if it’s 
being born, getting married, or 


dying. If you 
acquaintance 
Jemima’s, or even an 
acquaintance of an 
acquaintance, and have been 
born or married since 1908, 
your name and vital statistic 
may be recorded in one of her 
little black books. 

Aunt Jemima began keeping 
these records when she was a 
nine year old girl, living in 
Roanoke, Ala. On December 
31, 1911, she was married to 
Elra Kendrick of Chelsea and 
came to live in Shelby County

Last Wednesday when we 
felt the first real cool, cool 
morning haralding the 
approach of Jack Frost, we 
realized it was Prestone - time 
for the Falcon and drove by 
our favorite gas station to get 
this done.

We did not 
find the answer but we admit 
“it’s nice work -- if you can 
get it”. 


on the first day of 1912, One 
of the earliest entries made in 
Shelby County is found in the 
book, labeled, “Deaths.” It 
reads: “Susie Armstrong died 
February 13, 1912, Tues.” 
Some entries in this book tell 
how the person died, “train 
wreck,” “hit in stomach with 
piece of lumber, lived one 
hour”, “stabbed by...” it 
reads 

Recently two men, making 
a geneology search on the 
Fancher family, came to see 
Aunt Jemima. “They told me 
that | should turn my records 
over to a library,” she said, 
“But I told them that I want to 
keep them.” Then with the big 
sunny smile which has won her 
many friends through the 
years, she added, “I’m always 
glad, though, when I can 
furnish anybody with 
information from my records.” 

Vital statistics are not the 
only thing Aunt Jemima 
collects. She has quite an 
extensive collection of stamps 
and postmarks. Her oldest 
postmark is from 
Johannesburg, South Africa. 
Dated April 17, 1899, postage 
for the postcard cost one-half 
cent. One envelope mailed 
from Milltown, Alabama to 
Wilsonville was postmarked 
Febraury 20, 1900. 

Several envelopes, dated in 
1904 and 1905, are addressed 
to deceased: friends at Mt. 
Calvary, Ala. “These folks lived 
on down below us here,” Aunt 
Jemima said. “Beyond where 
old Calvary Church now 
stands, way back in there on 
that mountain.” Some older 
citizens of the Chelsea area say 
that there was once a star route 
which ran down to a post 
office in that vicinity. One 
elderly gentleman says that the 
mail was once carried by Mr. 
Tom Nivens (now deceased) to 
the Mt. Calvary post office, as 
well as to two other nearby 
post offices at Coalsville and 
Lunch, Ala., which were also 
on the star route. Aunt 
Jemima would enjoy hearing 
from anyone who has 
information or postmarks from 
these post offices in the 
Chelsea area.

James Lamar Appleton, 77, 
superintendent of Shelby 
County schools from 1933 to 
1943, died in Williamsburg, Va. 
on October 7. He was on 
vacation there when he 
suffered a massive heart attack, 
Funeral services were held in 
Montgomery. 

Mr. Appleton came to 
Shelby County as principal of 
Montevallo High School in 
1922. He was appointed to the 
office of county 
superintendent and was 
subsequently elected and 
reelected to the post. 

As superintendent he visited 
all the schools in the county 
and knew the performance 
records, personalities and 
failings of most of the teachers. 
He was always concerned with 
providing the best education 
possible for the children of 
Shelby County. 

He was one of the few 
superintendents in the state at 
that time who applied for and 
got special funds to improve 
the education of Negro 
students in the system. 

He served in World War I as 
a pilot of “flying jennies” and 
served again in World War II, as 
commander of prisoner of war

Pollution count 
hits 200 mark 


By Willard Harrison 

Shelby County choked a- 
long with Birmingham last 
week as the air pollution level 
soured to record highs, The 
shroud of smog covered the 
area from Wednesday to mid- 
Saturday. During the period, 
the county poilution level went 
from the average of 97 micro- 
grams per cubic meter to a le- 
vel of 200 in Columbiana. 

Light winds on Friday be- 
gan to dissipate the smog 
blanket. The problem was 
largely finished by showers on 

¢Saturday. The temperature in- 
version which had cloaked the 
area in air pollution was finish- 
2d by a cold front. 

The smog problem became 
serious on Wednesday when 
the Jefferson County Health 
Department issued a pollution 
ilert calling for a 60 percent 
cutback on pollutants from 
Birmingham industries. The 
smog level reached near- emer- 
gency proportions with a read- 
ing of 790 in North Birming- 
ham on Wednesday afternoon. 

The high reading was not far 
from the emergency count of 
875. Health department offi- 
cials had ordered 85 industries 
Oo meet the 60 percent cut- 
back. According to a health de- 


partment spokesman, had they: 


not called for the slowdown, 
the “emergency county could 
have been reached. Due to the 
‘eduction a figure of 673 was 
ecorded in Birmingham on 
Thursday morning. 

The 200 level of pollutants 


was recorded in Shelby County 
for Wednesday afternoon, 
based on air samples data sent 
to Montgomery for analysis. 
The State Bureau of Environ- 
mental Health found that dur- 
ing the height of the alert in 
Birmingham, Shelby County 
was well below the danger 
point of 260 as established by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Shelby County’s average 
pollution count of 97 is below 
that of Birmingham but still 
the same as the national urban 
average. The 200 county in 
Columbiana and the 188 of 
Alabaster this week is consider- 
ably above the national non- 
urban average of 35, 

Frank Sloan, sanitarian at 
the Shelby County Health De- 
partment feels that the 
county’s recent pollution pro- 
blem could stem partly from a 
spillover from Jefferson 
County, although the majority 
of our air pollution is probably 
home grown, he said. Sloan 
told the Reporter that the 
health department receives fre- 
quent complaints about indus- 
trial air pollution. Automobile 
commuters also add additional 
fumes to the air especially 
around Highway 31. 

The effects of smog on 
county lung patients are hard 
to document. According to 
Sloan, those who make com- 
plaints often claim to be lung 
patients or sufferers of em- 
physema. Shelby Memorial

' Walters authors book 


* Dr. John Bennett Walters of 
Montevallo has written a book 
that is a distinct contribution 
to the scholarship of the Civil 

eta. 

ntitled, ‘‘Merchant of 
Terror: General Sherman and 
Total War’’ the book is receiv- 
ing wide acclaim in reviews in 
leading national newspapers. 

The book presents an in- 
depth study of General W.T. 
Sherman, the influences on his 
life, and the forces that molded 
his thinking. What kind of man 
could lead his soldiers to such 
extreme acts as the terror and 
devastation in the march from 
Atlanta to the sea? 

Dr. Walters tells the story of 
the Union general in a sus- 
pense- filled biography that is a 
fascinating psychological study 
into the mind of the man. But 
more than that, the volume is a 
study of war, and shows the in- 
terplay of forces that lead en- 
tire nations to a state of mind 
that can condone acts of ter- 
ror. 

The account is written in an 
ybjective and highly readable 
tyle. 

Dr. Walters began his study 
if Sherman’s life in prepara- 
tion for his Master’s thesis at 
Vanderbilt University in 1946. 
The thesis covered Sherman’s

life only through the early part 
of the Civil War, when Sher- 
man commanded forces in 
Memphis. 

Later Walters found dairies, 
and then began actively search- 
ing for copies of journals and 
personal papers covering Sher- 
man’s entire life span. He com- 


DR. JOHN B. WALTERS 
pleted the basic outline of the 
work ten years ago. Recently, 
the Bobbs- Merrill publishing 
company came across a sum- 
mary of the work and wrote 
Walters, asking to see his manu- 
script. 

The publishers were imme- 
diately interested and request- 
ed rights of publication. 
Walters spent eight months re- 
vising his manuscript, and the 


volume came off the presses 
this month. 

It is now available at book- 
stores in Shelby County and 
throughout the nation. 

Dr. Walters joined the fac- 
ulty of the University of Mon- 
tevallo in 1956, as chairman of 
the department of social 
sciences. He was named dean 
of the college of arts and 
sciences in 1969. 

He has long taken an active 
interest in community affairs. 
For a number of years he ser- 
ved as chairman of the public 
housing authorities of the 
towns of Montevallo and Wil- 
ton. Since 1967 he has been a 
member of the board of direct- 
ors of Shelby Memorial Hospi- 
tal, and served as chairman of 
the board for three years. 

He and his wife reside on 
Cardinal Crest Road. They 
have two sons. Dr. Walters de- 
dicated the volume to his wife, 
Martha Patterson Walters. 

An autograph party was 
given in Dean Walters’ honor 
last week by the staff of the 
University library and by his 
secretary, Mrs. Lena Jeter. 

Dr. Walters acknowledged 
the assistance of Mrs. Jeter and 
of Mrs. Corinne Miller, both of 
Montevallo, for assisting him in 
the preparation of the book.

Anonymous call 


leads to arrest 


An early morning, anony- 
mous telephone call last week, 
set law enforcement pro- 
cedures into operation that led 
to the arrest of a freshman 
student at the University of 
Montevallo, the confiscation of 
marijuana, and a variety of 
items associated with mari- 
juana smoking. 

The phone call was received 
at 7:30 a.m., Monday, October 
22 by University of Montevallo 
police officers. The call was 
from an anonymous female 
identified only as being in the 
Birmingham area. 

The caller, reportedly told 
UM police officers that a quan- 
tity of marijuana could be 
found in a certain dormitory 
room. 

UM officers Captain T.V. 
Miller and Sergeant Douglas 
Jackson alerted Montevallo 
city police, the University’s 
Dean of Men and then 
obtained a Montevallo City 
search warrant. 

Carrying the warrant, the 
two UM officers accompanied 
by Dean of Men James 
Wilkinson and Montevallo Chief 
of Police Troy Kirkland, 
patrolman Herman Lee and 
Calera records and 
identification officer John E. 
McCulley began a methodical 


search of room 303 in the 
University’s Fuller Annex. 

The searching officers soon 
found two large bags of “rough 
marijuana” in such a quantity 
it was decided to call in Shelby 
County Sheriff CP. “Red” 
Walker. 

When the sheriff arrived, he 
and Chief Kirkland arrested 
Lewis Eugene Whitehead, age 19

The usual bird and insect 
sounds do not break the 
unnatural quietness of the 


burned off forest since all wild 
life has long since fled 
Occasionally the crash of a 
falling tree, its trunk gnawed 
through by the flames, breaks 
the stillness. 

Sound a bit over dramatic? 
Well perhaps, bui this simple 
rationalization makes a burned- 
out forest no less real 

Last week rangers TJ 
McClellan, Aubrey Teal, and 
Talmadge Oldham spent four 
days from Monday to 
Thursday fighting a blaze on 
the southern slope of Shades 
Mountain in northern Shelby 
County. After this the fire was 
not completely extinguished. It 
broke out again in places on 


Friday and again on Saturday 
Rangers estimated that the 
blaze blackened 300 to 350 
acres of timberland.

County seeks landfill sites

Double a county’s popula- 
tion, multiply its industry, add 
a growing tendency toward use 
of plactics, disposables and 
non- returnables, subtract thro- 
usands of acres of formerly in- 
accessible backwoods, quadru- 
ple its land values and what is 
your answer? 

In Shelby County the an- 
swer is a severe case of growing 
pains that may not only be an 
inconvenience of major magni- 
tude, but that could also be 
disastrous. 

Solid-waste problems are 
created to which the only feasi- 
ble response is immediate up- 
grading and improvement of a 
countywide collection and dis- 
posal system. Careful study by 
the Shelby County Commis- 
sion, the Department of Public 
Works, the Health Department 
and the Planning Department 
points to collection services 
available to every home and 
-business in Shelby County, 
with disposal of waste mater- 
ials at sanitary landfill sites. 
The day of indiscriminate 
dumping and unsightly open 
dumps must end. 

Shelby County has at 
present only two sanitary 
landfill operations. The one at 
Calera needs to be enlarged by 
the addition of extra land, and 
the one at Vincent is nearly 
filled and a new site must be 
found. 

The Shelby County 
Commission has authorized the 
operation of a total of three 
sanitary landfill sites, and has 
instructed the director of the 
Department of Public Works, 
James L. Ray, Jr. to secure 
sites near Helena and Westover 
to serve the fast growing areas 
of the county as well as local 
needs. The Westover site must 
also replace the present 
Vincent landfill. 

Large land holdings by 


public spirited and cooperative 
companies at first seemed to 
make securing the landfill sites 
a simple job. However, a 
suitable site has so many 
restrictions (accessibility, 
geography, soils, drainage, etc.) 
and approval of environmental 
and health agencies absolutely 
necessary, that most sites 
available are eliminated quickly 
from consideration. 

Also, handicapping those 
seeking a site to aid in Shelby 
County’s solid waste problems 
over the next two decades or 
so is a human factor. Some 
concerned citizens are not 
aware of the vast improvement 
of modern sanitary landfill 
Operation over open dumping 
Others do not see the urgency 
of these problems that vitally 
affect the health and well being 


of the whole county 
population. 
If any landowner in the 


general area of Westover has a 
site that he feels will make a 
suitable sanitary landfill site 
and is willing to sell to the 
county at a reasonable price he 
is asked to contact any 
commissioner, or Mr. Ray. This 
is an Opportunity to promote 
the well being of the county 


and will greatly aid your 
officials in attempting to solve 
the most important aspect of 
refuse disposal.

So, 
as such, the new activities at 
Siluria Textiles affected from 
the beginning the entire trade 
area.

A beginning teacher, just out of four years of college, 
now earns $7,968 in the Shelby County school system. The 
new pay scale went into effect when school opened this 
fall. The figure is an annual salary, paid in 12 monthly 
installments, and is based on a nine-month school year. 

The county system has long had a teacher pay-scale 
based on number of years of education and years of 
experience. This fall substantial increases went into effect 
for teachers throughout the system. 

The teacher who starts at $7,968 can expect to be 
paid $8,028 after one year’s experience, $8,268 after five 
year’s experience and $8,568 after ten year’s experience, 

A beginning teacher with five years of college starts at 
a salary of $9,240 and moves up in one year to $9,300, in 
five years to $9,540, and in ten years to $9,840. 

The teacher who has studied for the AA certificate, 
based on at least six years of college education, will start 
out in Shelby County at a salary of $9,840. After one year, 
the salary moves to $9,900. After five years, it goes to 
$10,140, and after ten years the AA salary if $10,440. 

Most high school principals in Shelby County earn 
salaries of just over $15,000 per year. Middle school 
principals earn in the $11,000 to $13,000 range, and 
elementary school principals earn somewhat less than the 
middle school principals. Principals often work during the 
summer months.

Nixon’s sleeper play

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Democrats 
give welcome 
to Wallace 


By Don Wasson 

The National Democratic Party made its welcome 
official in Louisville, Ky. this week with the formalization 
of a bona-fide George Wallace supporter as a member of its 
Executive Committee. 

Mickey Griffin, a Wallace campaign worker and now 
an aide in the governor’s office, won confirmation by the 
entire Democratic National Committee (DNC) but more 
than that, the party corrected some bad flaws in the 
selection of convention delegates which should secure for 
Wallace, should he choose to run again, a better shake at 
the convention. 

In 1972, Wallace received only 377.5 first ballot votes 
at the party’s Miami Convention although he had led all the 
primaries up to that date by over a million votes. 

The process is too complicated for detailing in a short 
space, but the action taken by the party here should 
prevent a “steal’’ of the convention such as was engineered 
by supporters of Sen. George McGovern in 1972. 

The nomination was secured for McGovern when, on 
the first night of the convention, his delegate 
overwhelmingly approved the seating of the California 
delegation pledged to the South Dakotan. 

Gone too, for the 1976 selection of delegates will be 
the odious “quota system’’ rules whereby each minority 
had to be represented by the same percentage of delegates 
as their number bore to the entire population of their state. 

If you remember, Alabama had to hand pick six 
at-large delegates in 1972 to make its elected delegation 
meet the party’s quota rule. 

While Wallace had an edge in the delegation, and a 
comfortable edge, the State Party hierarchy had to select 
three young black women to fill out the delegation to come 
under the quota rule. Although Wallace would have carried 
the state by a large majority in his bid for the presidency, 
those three, and the other three picked by the committee 
cast their votes for McGovern. ; 

The party mecting here approved proportional 
representation straight down the line and the votes any 
candidate gets in a preferential primary, in a party caucus 
or whatever system a state has for delegate selection, will be 
reflected in the number of convention delegates he gets. 

The party also worked out details for a Charter 
Conference which will be held before Jan. 1, 1975. 


There is no doubt that the Wallace “movement” has 
had its impact on the national party, The outlawing of the 
quota system, the new rules for delegate selection, the 
selection of Griffin to the Executive Committee and of 
Livingston Mayor Drayton Pruitt to a comm ittee to oversee 
compliance with the new rules are unmistakeable signs that 
National Party Chairman Robert Strauss and other party 
leaders want to put the party back together, including the 
Wallace wing. 


State Party Chairman Robert S, Vance, who wrested 
control of the state party from Wallace in 1964, and Ruth 
Johnson Owens, the national committee woman from 
Alabama, are also on the Executive Committee, giving 
Alabama the greatest percentage representation of any 
state. 


Vance and Owens are loyalists, however, and can’t be 
expected to support the Wallace position wholeheartedly. 


And that points up the fact that in the May primary 
next year, Goy. Wallace will probably place as much 
emphasis on regaining control of his own state party 
machinery as he will to his re-election. 


WASHINGTON — In the 
privacy of his oval office, 
President Nixon likes to use 
football terms to describe his 
political plays. He often talks 
about the “game plan” and 
the “big play.” The President 
plays a grim game and the 
name of that game is power. 

Sometimes it seems that 
the game, more than the ob- 
jective, occupies him. He 
seems to enjoy the power 
plays, particularly the quar- 
terback sneaks and the 
sleeper plays. 

His maneuver to get rid of 
Special Watergate Prosecu- 
tor Archibald Cox is typical. 
The President's real objec- 
tive was not really to protect 
the Watergate tapes, 
although he would like to 
have kept them suppressed. 
He used the tapes in a sleeper 
play to remove Cox. 

The President, who is 
Suspicious by nature, became 
convinced that Cox was out 
to get him. His suspicions 
were fueled by former aides 
Bob Haldeman, John 
Ehrlichman and Charles Col- 
son, who. were trying to pro- 
tect their own necks. They 
expected no leniency from 
Cox, so they whispered 
around the White House that 
Cox was really aiming for the 
President. 

Cox confirmed the Presi- 
dent's fears by unleashing his 
bloodhounds against Bebe 
Rebozo. This was bound to 
lead to an investigation of 


the President's own finances 
which are ensnarled in 
Rebozo's affairs. 


So the President used the 
tapes issue to maneuver Cox 
into an act of insubordination. 
Our White House sources ad- 
mit that Cox was the real ob- 
ject of the President's big 
play. 


The President deliberately 
kept the issue out of the 
Supreme Court which would 
have increased his political 
risks. He also chose to move 
while war was raging in the 
Middle East. He thought the 
public sympathy would be on 
his side at a time when he was 
seeking to end a dangerous 
war. 


But the big play, as some- 
times happens in both foot- 
ball and politics, backfired. 


Haig Unmasked: The firing 
of Archibald Cox tore the 
mask off the new White House 
chief of staff, Gen. Alexander 
Haig. There were misgivings 
in Congress over the appoint- 
ment of a military man to this 
powerful civilian post. But 
Haig's defenders contended, 
quite truthfully, that he was a 
man of honor and integrity 
dedicated to his country. 

But it took the Cox con- 
troversy to reveal how the 
military mind works. 
Throughout the episode, ac- 
cording to our White House 
sources, Haig followed the 


President's orders without 
once questioning them. 


He never asked whether it 
was right for the President to 
violate a pledge to the Senate 
that the special prosecutor 
could conduct an indepen- 
dent investigation of the 
Watergate crimes without 
White House interference. 
Haig’s loyalty was to his com- 
mander-in-chief, not to the 
higher principles at issue 


Haig, for example, called 
former Deputy Attorney 
General William Ruckel- 
shaus and transmitted the 
order to fire Cox. When 
Ruckelshaus refused to do so, 
Haig was abashed. The 
general told Ruckelshaus in 
a crisp military voice: “Your 
commander-in-chief has 
given you an order,” 


Clearly, that was all that 
mattered to Haig. Someone 
forgot to tell him at West 
Point that his loyalty was 
supposed to be to the Con- 
stitution, to the democratic 
institutions, not to any man, 


Crisis-Prone President; 
White House aides have con- 
cluded despairingly that 
President Nixon is crisis- 
prone. He seems to be drawn 
irresistibly to crisis and con- 
frontation. This has stirred 
talk both in and out of the 
White House about what 
makes Richard Nixon tick. 

Those who know the 


human Nixon say he is a 
warm friend, a faithful hus- 
band and a loving father. But 
he is a shy and sensitive man, 
who is comfortable only 
among old friends. The mo- 
ment a stranger walks into 
the room, they say, he 
changes personality from the 
private Nixon to the public 
Nixon. 


This tendency to hide his 
true identity from the public 
has caused a certain aliena- 
tion. He doesn't trust the 
public and the public doesn't 
entirely trust him. The Presi- 
dent is also a rock-'em- 
sock-’em campaigner. He 
regards his political attacks 
on others as part of the game. 
But their attacks on him 
have left deep scars. 


As a result, he has become 
acutely sensitive to criticism 
and he looks upon dissent as 
disloyalty. White House aides 
tell us the President is terri- 
bly frustrated over the 
harassment from his critics 
and the ebbing of his power. 
He feels that his critics 
simply want to obstruct him 
and that the public doesn't 
understand his problems. 


For a man of Nixon's com- 
bative nature, he reacts by 
holding his ground and strik- 
ing back at his critics. He has 
become a cornered President 
who is determined to go down 
fighting,

Arthritis appears 
at this time of year

At this time of year, sudden temperature changes 
occur frequently, and many aged dogs begin exhibiting signs 
of arthritis. In most cases, the type of arthritis involved is 
osteoarthritis. 

Osteoarthritis is characterized by degeneration of 
articulating joint cartilage and by excess bone production at 
the edges of articulating bone surfaces. The areas most 
commonly involved are the stifle, hip, and elbow joints and 
spine with lameness being the most important sign 
exhibited, 

The actual cause of osteoarthritis is unknown, but the 
normal aging process is thought to be the most important 
predisposing factor. Other factors blamed in contributing to 
the condition include previous trauma, vascular 
disturbance, metabolic disorder, hormonal imbalance and 
obesity. 

Large breeds of dogs develop the condition with more 
frequency than smaller breeds and are affected at a younger 
age than smaller breeds. Animals with the condition are 
usually eight years of age or older and often are suffering 
from obesity. 

As mentioned previously, the most outstanding sign 
of osteoarthritis is lameness. Stiffness on arising, especially 
in the morning, is common, but this stiffness disappears or 
is less evident after moving about, Pain of varying degrees is 
always present, and in some cases, the animal is unable to 
move. This is especially true after a sudden change in the 
temperature and in bad weather conditions. 

Diagnosis of osterarthritis is based on a good history 
and clinical signs exhibited by the animal. A positive 
diagnosis can be made with radiograph (X-ray). 

Treatment of this condition is directed primarily at 
controlling the pain. A salicylate, a corticosteroid or 
phenylbutazone may be given to relieve pain, In most cases, 
the dog will respond rapidly to the medication and will 
resume its normal routine. The medication should be given 
only when needed and not for extended periods of time 
unless it is absolutely necessary, 

Additional treatment should include weight reduction 
if obesity is present. A warm dry environment should be 
provided along with the opportunity for limited exercise.

V-P selection 
will set precedent 


During the almost 200 year history of the United 
States, there have been 17 instances where a vacancy has 
existed in the office of Vice President. Eight of these were 
by reason of the Vice President moving up to the 
Presidency. Seven Vice Presidents died in office, including 
Alabama’s William Rufus King who was elected in 1852. By 
special act of Congress he took the oath of office in Cuba 
where he had gone for his health, but he died six weeks 
later at his plantation near Selma. 

Prior to the resignation of Spiro Agnew, John C. 
Calhoun was the only Vice President ever to resign the 
office, and he resigned near the end of his term to become 
U. S. Senator from South Carolina. 

All told, throughout our history and up to the 
present time, the office of Vice President has been vacant 
for more than 39 years, some 20 percent of our years asa 
nation. 

Looking back, it seems strange that the Founding 
Fathers failed to include in the Constitution a method for 
filling vacancies in the office of Vice President. But it took 
almost 180 years for this omission to be corrected through 
the addition of the 25th Amendment to the Constitution 
which was ratified in February, 1967. 

The 25th Amendment simply says that in the event 
of a vacancy in the office of the Vice President, the 
President shall nominate a Vice President who shall take 

' office upon confirmation by a majority vote of both houses 
of Congress. With only this brief direction to go on, the 
Senate and House have set up the necessary organizational 
machinery and have established proper procedures. 
Whatever Congress does this time will set the precedent to 
be followed in the future, so it is absolutely essential that 
this be done right the first time. 

This is the thought that is constantly in my mind as a 
member of the Senate Rules Committee which will conduct 
hearings to provide the Senate with information needed to 
make a decision on Mr. Ford’s nomination. This is the first 
time in our history that a vacancy will be filled in the office 
of Vice President, and it may well prove to be the most 
important action Congress will take this year. So nothing 
will be done in haste. 

While I have high opinion of Mr. Ford’s.character and 
ability, I feel that the Committee must make a thorough 
investigation in all fairness to Mr. Ford and to our own 
responsibilities as a committee and as members of the 
Senate but, above all, because of the duty we owe our 
country to see that only a person of the highest character 
and ability is named to this important position--first in line 
of succession to the Presidency.

New talk arises 
on local laws

The talk of a special session of the Legislature raises 
again the possibility for passage of local legislation badly 
needed for Shelby County together with controversial local 
legislation that also failed of passage in the session that 
ended in September. The County Commission has 
supported local legislation that would: 

1. Keep the polls open one hour longer till 7 p.m. on 
election days; to accomodate the growing number of people 
who find it difficult to get to the polls before the 6:00 
closing time. 

2. Authorize the County Commission to adopt a 
building code for unincorporated areas in Shelby County. 

3. Permit citizens of an area or district to assess . 
themselves a charge for fire protection and other local type 
services, 

Other local legislation included a bill sought by 
Sheriff Walker to remove the position of the County ABC 
Tax enforcement agent to the sheriff's department. It seems 
to me that this would be an inappropriate move. At the 
present time, the municipalities, the School Board, and the 
County Commission employ a person, hired by the County 
Commission, to verify that retailers and wholesalers have 
paid all beverage taxes required by law. It is reasonable to 
expect that before a change of this order is made that there 
should be public discussion in Shelby County as to whether 
or nor, in this instance, it is reasonable to add one more 
employee to the sheriffs department, 

Legislation was also introduced in the last session that 
would permit the sheriff to release prisoners from the jail 
on “work release” programs, This, in my judgement, would 
be an inappropriate delegation of authority to the sheriff, 

When laws are passed authorizing “work release” 
programs, it seems to me such authority should be granted 
to the trial judge who has imposed sentences and that 
supervision of “work release” prisoners should be under a 
probation worker answerable to the trial judge. To grant 
the sheriff authority to release prisoners from the jail who 
have been sentenced by a trial judge would be 
unsatisfactory and unworkable. 

This effort for additional authority for the sheriff's 
department is similar to the controversial issue discussed 
throughout Shelby County last spring when Sheriff Walker 
sought authority to employ juvenile services workers who 
would make recommendations to the juvenile court judge 
about probation for juvenile offenders. In that instance, the 
County Commission took the position that juvenile 
probation workers should be employed by the juvenile 
court judge and work under his supervision. 


DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: We read with 
interest your recent column in which you responded to 
M.B., Montgomery, which appeared to call for Congress to 
initiate controls over the press of this country. While your 
response appeared in agreement with M.B.’s hypothesis (‘I 
fully agree with you that there is some irresponsibility in 
the news media’’), you did take exception to his solution. 
You said “I would be most reluctant to see any legislation 
which would attempt to control through law what reporters 
write or say.” Is your reluctance based on your “experience 
that the public is sufficiently discerning to be able to sift 
out the truth,” or do you have Constitutional reservationa? 
S.H., Montgomery 

SPARKMAN: My reluctance to legislate what 
reporters write or say is based on the contents of the First 
Amendment to the Constitution which states in part 
“Congress shall make no law ... abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press...” 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: I have a friend who 
owns quite a bit of land, although she has very little 
income. May she be eligible for food stamps? 

SPARKMAN: The Department of Agriculture has 
advised me that, generally speaking, land is a resource, 
which can be converted to cash. The rules of the food 
stamp program require that resources that can be made 
available to a family to buy food be taken into 
consideration in determining eligibility. From the 
information you provided me it is unlikely that your friend 
would be eligible for the program. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: Is it true that the 
Marshall Space Flight Center is going to be doing work on 
the development of solar energy systems? R.A., Huntsville 

SPARKMAN: Several proposals have been advanced 
and are under study to utilize the space shuttle, being 
developed at MSFC, to deploy solar power systems in space 
with the hope that these systems may prove to be a 
practical method for converting and/or transmitting solar 
energy for everyday use. Hearings are to be held on these 
proposals on October 30 and 31 by the Senate Committee 
on Aeronautical and Space Sciences.

County are daffodils, crocuses, 
hyacinths and tulips. Many 
gardeners are planting now. 

It is aygood idea to plan 
your plantings before 
purchasing the bulbs, 
considering such things as soil 
drainage, sunlight, the amount 
of space available, the height of 
plants desired, the colors, 
textures, and blooming times. 

Very few dealers in Shelby 
County have bulbs in stock, 
however. Most bulbs will have 
to be purchased at garden 
centers out of the county or 
through catalogs, according to 
Miss Cotney. 

Prepare the soil by spading 
eight to ten inches deep, 
breaking it up and mixing it 
thoroughly with peat moss of 
good compost. First year bulbs 
do not require fertilizer, Miss 
Cotney says. 

She recommends planting 
crocus bulbs about three inches 
deep and about one to two 
inches apart. Tulips may be 
spaced four inches apart and 
daffodils and hyacinths will do 
well if spaced five inches apart. 

Miss Cotney points out 
some local differences in the 
depth of planting tulips. While 
a six inch depth is considered 
right by most persons, som say 
that tulips should be planted 
nine or ten inches deep. 

Put a few inches of finely 
sifted soil in each of the holes 
so that bulbs will rest at the 
proper depth. Place the bulbs 
in the holes with the root disc 
on the bottom, then fill the 


hole with the prepared soil, 
packing firmly and leaving a 
slight mound to compensate 
for settling. Soak the soil with 
water just after planting.

Rayfield refutes 


health charges 


By John D. Rayfield, M.D. 
Shelby County 


Health Officer 
Recent articles in the state 
press have dealt with the 


financial problems experienced 


by the Tri-County District 
Health Service in North 
Alabama, and the drastic 


curtailment of health services 
as a result of the loss of federal 
funds. It was reported in 
Monday's news that “because 
of the lack of sufficient 
operating funds, the (Tri 
-County) health department 
will in two weeks eliminate its 
child health care, medical 
services, maternity and family 
planning.” 

The reader would be led to 
believe that only through 
massive federal funding, as in 
this case, where a $2.5 million 
5 year grant that provided 
some $4.70 per capita for 
health care - can these services 
be provided. 

This simply is not the case, 
and I believe it necessary for 
me to assure the people of 
Shelby County who receive 
public health services, and 
who, through their tax dollars 
support the public health 
effort, that the very services 
that are being terminated in 
the area identified are being 
accelerated in Shelby County 
without state or federal grants 
and less than $4.70 per capita. 
More and more people are 
enjoying more and more health 


services everyday in Shelby. 


County as all 
being broadened. 

Federally funded programs 
are usually of short duration, 
and while several special 
programs have been conducted, 
the Shelby County Health 
Department has never built its 
program with reliance on 
federal funds. Instead, Shelby 
County health programs are 
built upon the fine support 
provided by the County 
Commission, augmented by

state funds. This support 
provides three full time nurses, 
and a part time clinic nurse, 
and an aide, who provide child 
health care, Medicare and 
Medicaid services, maternity 
care, immunizations, 
tuberculosis case findings and 
x-rays, chronic illnesses. An 
additional nurse and two aides 
conduct a full time family 
planning program. 

There are three full time 
sanitarians who provide 
inspection and regulatory 
programs to 28 dairies (one of 
the largest number in any 
county in the state); to food 
establishments and meat 
markets; offer private wate. 
supply protection and sampling 
program; control residential 
and commercial development; 
provide inspection services to 
130-150 septic tanks each 
month; conduct a unique 
carbon monoxide testing 
program; and work in a 
multitude of other areas of 
environmental concern 
including water pollution, air 
pollution, accident prevention, 
and so forth. 


The Shelby County health 
program costs about $1.70 per 
capita. With this sum, every 
Medicare patient referred by 
physicians is being visited twice 
each week. The Child Health 
Screening Program is now in its 
third stage, screening, for 
physical defects, all those 
children between the ages of 0 
and 21 who are referred by the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. The environmental 
problems that were once 
created by newly constructed 
dwellings, businesses, and new 
land uses, are being controlled. 


Shelby County’s public 
health needs are growing at a 
tremendous rate, but the 
health services are keeping pace 
and with the firmly established 
funding base, will continue to 
grow with the county.

The Shelby County branch of 
the United Appeal has passed 
the halfway point in its goal, 
and is in a slight slump at 54.2 
percent.

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Colonel E. F. Dothard, 
State Public Safety Director, 
announced last week that new 
fees will be charged for 
duplication of driver's licenses 
and permits, These changes will 
g0 into effect November |, he 
said. 

The first duplicate driver, 
license, formerly costing $1.00, 
will now cost $1.50. The second 
and each subsequent duplicate 
will cost $4.00. 

A learner's permit, issued to 
persons sixteen years old or 
older, which is good for thirty 
days and formerly cost thirty- 
five cents, was raised to fifty 
cents. The fee of fifty cents for 
a fifteen- year- old learner’s 
permit remained the same. 

Other fees which remained 
the same are, an abstract or 
certified copy of a driver's, 
record, $2.00; a copy of an 
accident report, $3.00; and a 
reinstatement fee of $25 for 
anyone whose driving privileges 
have been suspended or 
revoked. 

Dothard also reminded 
Alabamians that when they adj- 
usted their clocks last Sunday 
for the switch from daylight 
saving to central standard time 
they should also have adjusted 
their driving habits. 


The switch from daylight 
savings to central standard time 
means that darkness will arrive 
an hour sooner, and motorists 
must compensate for their 
reduced visibility. 


Drinking drivers 
get spotlight 


**Drinking drivers on 
Alabama’s highways will 
continue to be a prime target 
of State Troopers”, according 
to State Public Safety Director, 
Colonel E.C. Dothard. 

Public Safety records reveal 
that 726 drinking drivers were 
arrested in September, making 
the total arrested for the first 
nine months of this year stand 
at 7,108. Our records further 
reveal that alcohol is a factor in 
over sixty percent of all traffic 
deaths. 

A month-by month 
breakdown of driving while 
intoxicated arrests shows 649 
for January, 600 in February, 
682 in March, 679 in April, 
639 in May, 763 in june, 695 
in July, 675 in August, and 
726 in September. 

Colonel Dothard pointed 
out that drinking and driving 
violations usually show an 
increase in the fall and winter 
months, due to ball games, 
holidays, and parties, at which 
alcoholic beverages are often 
consumed, 

“*I have instructed State 
Troopers to intensify their 
patroling in areas where 
drinking and driving is 
prevalent, and in especially 
hazardous areas, additional 
Troopers will be assigned as the 
need arises”, the Director said. 

“If all highway users will 
remember that the increase in 
hours of darkness, coupled 
with heavy traffic and adverse 
weather conditions usually 
present at this time of year, 
will make the need for sober 
and alert driving even greater, 
we can prevent the death toll 
from climbing’’, Colonel 
Dothard said.

object of search

Two teen-age boys were lost 
or 14 hours in the Dunnavant 
rea last Thursday. They were 

tissing from 2:30 in the after- 
i0on until they were found by 
our local rescue units at 4:30 
tm. Friday morning. 

The two boys are Larry 
3kelton, 14, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. James A. Skelton, and 
Villie Ray Wright, 16, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Wright. 
3oth families live about one 
nile off Highway 280, on 
ounty road 41 near Dunna- 
fant. 

The youths had gone on an 
iternoon hunting trip at 2:30 
to take advantage of the hallf- 
lay off from school due to 
teachers’ meeting. Their par- 
ents became worried when the 
boys failed to return by dark, 
and family and neighbors be- 
gan to search for the pair in the 
backwoods of the Dunnavant 
rea in the northeast corner of 
‘he county. 

The county sheriff’s office 
was notified around 9:30 p.m. 
and it was 11 o'clock before 
the rescue units had their 
search underway. Around 60 


volunteers were present from 
the West Shelby, Harpersville, 
Childersburg, and Cahaba Val- 
ley Rescue Units. County law 
officers Reed Smith, J.B. Car- 
ter, and Arelley Glass were on 
the scene to coordinate the 
night- time search. 


Members of the various 
units split up to comb the 
windy woodlands. Once they 
had found signs of the boys’ 
passing through the woods, it 
was a more simple matter to 
track them down. At one 
place, searchers found whete 
young Wright had written his 
name in the dirt. 


The boys heard the res- 
cuers’ jeeps when they neared 
the place where the teen-agers 
had build a fire. Skelton and 
Wright were able to attract the 
searchers’ attention by yelling, 
enabling the searchers to locate 
them at about 4:30 in the 
night. The boys had planned to 
remain by their fire until morn- 
ing and find their way back in 
the daylight.

Officials of Vanity Fair, one 
of the nation’s most prestigious 
manufacturers of women’s ap-

attempting to cross a steep rail- 
road crossing where it was trap- 
ped until the train slammed it 
nearly 100 feet down the 
tracks. 

Police Chief C.E. Carter of 
Alabaster told the Reporter 
that the estimated $59,000 in 
damages occurred when the L 
and N train struck the stranded 
transport vehicle. The carry-all 
itself was destroyed, along with 
two new Buicks and an Olds- 
mobile it was carrying. About 
$4,000 worth of damage was 
done to the train locomotive. In 
addition street signs and rail- 
road warning signals were flat- 
tened. 

Fortunately there were no 
serious injuries. The driver of 
the carry-all vehicle was safely 
out when the train hit.

Timber removal grant 
aids three landowners 


The Federal grant for 
timber removal caused by the 
May tornado is trickling into 
Shelby County. Only four 
landowners in the county are 
eligible for the repayment 
program, and three of them are 
planning to collect. 

The funds are being 
administered ‘to the state 
forestry commission through 
the Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration. The reason the 
federal government has agreed 
to pay for any timber removal 
is to remove fire hazards 
caused by the dead timber. 

The only landowners 
eligible under the program are 
those with blocks of timber 
land 1,000 acres or more, 
unbroken by rivers, roads or 
other obstructions. These land 
blocks must have sustained at 
least 30 percent damage to 
timber. Land that qualified was 
determined by aerial 
photographs, followed by 
ground surveys of tornado 
damage.

So Dr. John B. Walters has written a book, huh? 

I learned this from last week’s issue of the Shelby 
County Reporter. There it was, right there on the front 
page.

Will Wallace control 
state Democrats? 


By Don Wasson 

Interest will center, in next year’s primary elections, 
on the race for governor, the other constitutional offices 
and the new legislature. 

But another race will have an important bearing on 
the future leadership of the State Democratic Party. That 
will be the race for seats on the party’s governing body - - 
the Democratic Executive Committee. 

Right now, there are 106 elected seats, each one 
elected from one of the 106 districts in the House of 
Representatives. The committee expanded, early in 1970, 
from 72 members, and in the expansion, the loyalist faction 
led by Party Chairman Robert S. Vance of Birmingham 
firmed up its control of the party machinery. 

Vance and the loyalists were acting out of necessity 

the national party had warned that it would not tolerate 
control of the party by Gov. George C. Wallace, who had 
run in 1968 as a third party candidate. 

So Vance and his followers effectively negated the 
Wallace influence by expanding the committee and naming 
the new members themselves. All very legal, because it is a 
party affair, not a public affair. . 

But it was enough to set George Wallace raging and in 
the 1970 gubernatorial campaign, he threatened to “call 
that bunch back into session and to turn ‘em upside down.” 

[hat was pure bravado, however, because there ‘was 
no way Wallace could do it. His gubernatorial powers do 
not extend into purely party matters. 

But Wallace hasn’t forgotten, not by a long shot, and 
in the early part of 1974, watch for a rash of pro-Wallace 
candidates qualify for the seats on the Executive 
Committee 

That committee will meet in January and will set the 
ground rules for the 1974 primary. They may change the 
committee around again, with the committee districts 
corresponding to the new legislative districts provided 
under the federal court order. They don’t have to do this, 
but it may make electioneering easier for all concerned. 

One of the candidates for a committee seat will very 
likely be Drayton Pruitt, the young mayor of Livingston, 
who has done yeoman work in the Wallace political 
vineyards. He was at Miami Beach and in the 15 months 
since, he lias worked long and hard to see that the Wallace 
viewpoint is represented in the councils of the national 
party 

As a member of the 17-member drafting committee 
for the Commission on Delegate Selection and Party 
Structure, Pruitt worked diligently to secure two Wallace 
objectives -- the abolishment of the quota system for 
delegate selection and proportional representation of all 
presidential candidates in the various state delegations. 

Had those two rules been in effect in 1972, George 
McGovern wouldn’t have walked away with a first ballot 
nomination and Wallace, while he probably would not have 
received the nomination, would have been in a very strong 
position for bargaining. 

If Pruitt seeks a committee seat, and if the Wallace 
forces recapture a majority of the committee seats, then 
Pruitt will very likely be George Wallace’s choice for state 
chairman. 

The National Democratic Party is listening to Gov. 
Wallace these days. They would listen a bit closer, perhaps, 
if he controlled the party in his home state. 
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notable men who went to the 
Elliott school.

must pay taxes

Persons owning house trailers, frequently called 


mobile homes,do not have a good record for payment of 
Shelby County property taxes owed by them under an 
Alabama law adopted in 1962. This law specifies that an 
owner of a house trailer must assess the trailer, pay 
property taxes, and purchase a $3.75 tag just as is required 
in the case of motor vehicles. Dead line for purchase of the 
tag without penalty is November 15. The law requires the 
tag to be displayed on the trailer. 

The Shelby County License Inspector is responsible 
for the enforcement of this statute. House trailer tags 
purchased after November 15 will be subject to a $1.50 late 
charge and a citation fee of $1.50 where the owner has 
been cited by the License Inspector. The late charge and 
citation fee goes to the License Inspector. 

Only 382 mobile home tags were sold in Shelby 
County last year. Thus far, 207 mobile home tags have been 
sold for 1973-74. 

Distribution of each 30 cents tax paid on mobile 
homes is as follows: 


Schools 12 cents 
Hospitals . 4 cents 
County Road and Bridge 2.5 cents 
County General Fund 5 cents 
State Taxes 6.5 cents 


A municipal tax is added where the house trailer is 
located within municipal limits. 

Mobile home owners who do not purchase the tag 
and pay the taxes required by law are getting, to some 
extent, a free ride in that other tax payers are financing 
public services for their benefit. If all mobile home owners 
complied with the law, a substantial boost in funds for 
public services in Shelby County would be realized. 

Neither tax not tag is required where the mobile 
home is assessed and is located on land owned by the 
mobile home owner. 


COTTON-PICKIN’ TIME - - Cotton field near Wilsonville 
shows a good yield this year. Dewey Bolton reports 
making 29 bales from a 23 acre field near Wilsonville. In 
the far northeast section of the county, however, the 
cotton is only yielding about 50 percent of the normal 
crop, according to Extension Chairman W. M. “Buck” 
Clark. A combination of weather, insects and herbicides 


are blamed. 


1910 which was very helpful in 
his practice of medicine. The 
first public motorized bus was 
an International Harvester 
purchased by a Mr. Pearson 
and Mr. Davis in 1918.

J.C. Embry, Dr. J.W. Arthur, 
who came to do the vacination 
and later moved his family 
here. Other doctors were F.C. 
Smith, Dr. B.F. Smothers, Dr. 
FJ. Lee, Dr. William Eversole, 
Dr. Tom Mezner and Dr. W.C. 
Brown. 


CHURCHES- The First 
Baptist Church was near the 
big spring that new supplies 
Vincent’s Waterworks. The 
church was called Spring Creek 
Baptist Church. After serving 
many years as a meeting place 
for the Baptist, the church was 
torn down and the materials 
used in building the new 
church on the site in town 
where the First Baptist Church 
now stands, being built in 
1895. The Methodist in this 
locality had to go to Rehobeth 
and Harpersville until a church 
in Vincent was organized. It 
was built on the present lot 
given by Mrs. Lizzie Bell. The

Get rid of mice 
the safe way 


Are the rats and mice 
seeking a warm winter home - 
perhaps in your home? The 
Shelby County Extension 
office provides the following 
suggestions for how to get rid 
of unwelcome rodent guests. 

Safest and probably most 
effective control of the 
common house mouse or the 
Norway or brown rat is an anit- 
coagulent bait. These are pival, 
warfarin, prolin, pmp, fumarin 
and diphacinone. 

Rodents must eat a cereal 
bait or drink water containing 
one of these anti-coagulants for 
five to 14 days to insure death, 
which is simply caused by 
starvation of blood cells.

For sickle cell anemia-- 


Health department offers free test . 


Sickle cell anemia, an 
inherited disease for which 
there is no known cure, afflicts 
one in every 588 of the black 
population in Alabama. An 
additional one in twelve carries 
the sickle cell trait, County 
health departments are now 
conducting full scale testing 
campaigns to identify victims 
of this disease. 

The Shelby County Health 
Department has been 
conducting tests for over a year 
in conjunction with the well- 
child clinics and the medicaid 
screening clincis, according to 
Mrs. Gene Duffey, public 
health nurse. 

Any person in Shelby 
County who requests the 
testing for sickle cell anemia 


may have it done without 
charge. Mrs, Duffey suggests 
that persons telephone the 


Health Department office in 
Columbiana at 669-2171 in 
advance so that arrangements 
may be made. 

A nurse must conduct the 
tests, and in the Columbiana 
headquarters of the county 
health department, a nurse is 
available on Tuesdays, 

The disorder gets its name 
from red blood cells which 
periodically change from their 
normal oval shape to the 
characteristic sickle shape. This 


period of change is called sickle 
cell crisis, and results in such 
symptoms as aches and pains in 
the joints, severe abdominal 
pain, headache, dissiness, ulcers

Because the symptoms are 
similar to those of other 
discases, sickle ccll discase is 
difficult to diagnose without a 
blood test, However, it is most 
important that this diagnosis 
be done so that the victim’s 
doctor can give proper medical 
attention whe a sickle cell crisis 
occurs, 

Although carriers of the 
trait rarely have symptoms, it 
is possible for a sickle cell crisis 
to be brought on by the stress 
of extreme physical exertion, 
anesthesia, or high altitudes, 


where there is a lack of 
sufficient oxygen. 
Since sickle cell is an 


inherited defect, carriers of the 
disease need to know of their 
condition and the chances that 
their children will inherit the 
trait or the disease. When both 
parents are carriers, the 
chances are two in four that 
each child will have the trait, 
one in four that the child will 
have sickle cell anemia, and 
one in four that the child will 
have no form of the disease at 
all. Parents have a right to 
know these possibilities when 
planning their families.

testing for sickle cell anemia 
when requested to, and like all 
of their services, this testing is 
free. A blood sample is taken 
and forwarded to the serology 
laboratory of the Alabama 
Department of Public Health in 
Montgomery, where the 
specimen is analyzed for 
abnormal hemoglobin. Test 
results, which are held in strict 
confidence, are referred back 
to county medical personnel so 
that counseling and treatment 
can be arranged as needed. 

Since full scale sickle cell 
testing began in Alabama in 
April of 1972, the state 
laboratory in Montgomery has 
processed well over 100,000 
blood samples on filter paper 
rather than in test tubes has 
greatly simplified the 
procedure and has enabled 
laboratory personnel to handle 
the large volume of tests. 

Research is being carried on 
by a number of agencies 
throughout the country in an 
effort to find a cure for sickle 
cell anemia, as well as to find 
new therapies for sickling 
crisis. Meanwhile, black 
citizens are urged to go to their 
local county health 
departments for free testing, or 
to their own physician.

certain disabled or deceased 
“veterans.” 

Now, changes in the Act 
provide for free books in 
addition to free tuition and 
instructional fees. Other 
significant changes provide for 
school attendance on a part- 
time basis; raises age limit for 
children’s applications to age 
26; allows eight years for 
completion of those authorized 
36 months training, and ‘six 
years for completion of those 
authorized 18 months training. 

For dependents to be 
eligible, the veteran must have 
been a permanent resident of 
Alabama for one year prior to 
entering service and his 
disabilities must have been 
rated at 40 percent or more 
and incurred in a wartime 
period; or, if deceased, the 
veteran must have died from 
wartime service connected 
disabilities or have been rated 
at 40 percent at time of death 
for service connected wartime 
disabilities. Dependents of a 
100 percent disabled veteran, 
not a resident of Alabama prior 
to entry into service, may also 
qualify if he has been a 
permanent resident in Alabama 
for five years.

How will the energy crisis 


affect local residents? 


By Willard Harrison 

According to all predictions, 
the international fuel shortage 
will hit hard this winter. In fact 
it is already having bad effects 
around Shelby County. 
Kerosene is disappearing. One 
local dairyman cannot get any 
more for the heater in his barn. 

Natural gas and other 
liquid heating fuels are 
skyrocketing in price. The 
electric power industry is 
issuing warnings that even 
electricity is limited in 
quantity. 

How are the people of 
Shelby County taking the 
energy crisis? The Reporter 
conducted a few random 
interviews, and found there is a 
wide range of opinion about 
the President’s new fuel 
guidelines and suggestions, 

A number of people told 
the Reporter that they were 


already practicing the 
proposals made by the 
president. 

Mrs. T. E. Carnes of 


Montevallo said that she feels 
that the energy crisis is critical, 
although it is hard for many 
people to believe it. She added, 
“I’m all for the temperature 
and speed limit cuts.” The 
threat of gas rationing could be 


good, Mrs. Carnes said. More 
people would walk for short 
distances to work or form car 
‘pools to eliminate needless 
trips. She stated that she is in 
favor of year- around daylight 
time, especially in the winter. 
When asked her opinion of 
increased use of nuclear 
energy, she said that she is in 
favor of anything that would 
help in a confrontation with 
the Russians. 

We met up with Mr. and 
Mrs. Clinton Whitaker of 
Dunnavant in the courthouse 
and asked their opoinions. 
They feel that the workingman 
will be particularly hurt by the 
energy crisis. Mr. Whitaker 
stated that the steel plant 
where. he works uses 10,000 
gallons of liquid fuel a day, 
and that any cutback in fuel 
will have an impact on the 
company’s employees. 

The Whitakers told the 
Reporter that they were 
already slowing down in their 
driving and cutting back the 
temperature in their home. 
Janice Whitaker said that she 
thinks the gas shortage is 
artificially induced by 
politicians who manipulate the 
prices of the abundant natural 
resources available. 


College professor Dr. 
Sanford Colley of the 
University of Montevallo also 
gave his views of the fuel crisis 
in a telephone interview with 
the Reporter. He said that 
although he is a fast driver, he 
is in favor of a reduction of 
highway speed limits more for 
the sake of saving lives than for 
economizing with fuel. 
Another question of priorities 
concerns the relaxation of 
pollution guidelines. Colley 
stated, “It would be best if we 
could retain the standards as 
muchas possible yet be able to 
use all the energy available.” 

The most favored portion of 
the President's new proposals is 
apparently the plan to revert to 
Daylight Saving Time for the 
whole year. It seems that more 
people prefer savings time, 
especially after the recent 
change back to standard time. 
Very few people care for the 
early nightfall. If it does save 
three percent of our energy 
resources, fine. People are in 
favor of it because it does not 
seem to be a negative 
restriction. 

The speed and temperature 
cutbacks may or may not be 
followed. Many people are still

She came across the 
handbook while working in the Abby Aldrich Rockefeller 
Folk Art Collection in Williamsburg, Va. last summer. When 
she was home in the fall, she made inquiries in the Sterrett, 
Westover and Columbiana areas. She found many people 
who knew about the potteries, especially the location called 
“Jugtown”, where pottery was made many years ago.

The hills of Sterrett 


hold stoneware lode

Unexplored history in the hills of Sterrett! Where was 
the Falkner Pottery Factory, and when did it operate? 
What kinds of potter did it produce, and how much is still 
surviving? 

I became interested in the origins of this manufactory 
by a one-sentence reference in an old ceramics handbook - 
“WH. Falkner operated a pottery in Sterrett circa 1887, 
producing stoneware.” Because stoneware is rapidly 
becoming highly prized by collectors, | hoped to find and 
document examples of native Shelby County pottery 
before they are seized and bought up by out-of-state 
dealers. 

A few exploratory calls sent me up to Westover and 
Sterrett to see the pieces owned by Elsie Archer Jones and 
Mrs. Ludell Walker Gay. Several of these jugs, crocks and 
flower pots are old, and could have been made in Shelby 
County. None bore any mark that would definitely identify 
them. However, the existence of a specific mark could 
establish a personal style and time period for many 
unmarked pieces. 

Later pottery I saw, made by the Bruner family, is 
also historically interesting. The Bruners apparently worked 
in the Sterrett area, moved away for a period, and returned 
around 1918, to a site close to the railroad tracks. 

Did all the clay and glazes come from pits on Tater 
Mountain? A source of hard-firing clay was vital to the 
manufactory, and explains the rarity of potteries in 
Alabama. 

Did Shelby County potters decorate any of their 
pieces? Designs would be the real indicators of their skills as 
artisan-potters, since more time was involved in adding 
colored glazes or forming incised bands or lines. 

Many questions remain unanswered about pottery 
made in Shelby County and I hope to find more answers on 
my next trip home. 

(Mrs. Charles White, former postmistress of Sterrett 
was very helpful in giving me information about the Bruner 
family pottery in Sterrett, and helped in many other ways. 
Mrs. White arranged a visit with Mrs. Ludell Gay who has 
many interesting pieces of pottery. 

Mrs. J. D. Smith, who lives across the highway from 
the old Jugtown showed me jugs that were recently turned 
up by bulldozers when they were working at the Jugtown 
site. My appreciation to both of them, and to many others. 
I regret not having the time to finish the research. Perhaps 
readers of this brief article will contribute their knowledge 
of the subject in letters or by telephone to the Reporter.)

Churns and pottery of all shapes have been collected by the family of Elsie Archer Jones 
in Westover. Some of the older pieces include a demi-john used by her grandfather in the 
1860's, a stoneware milk pitcher, c. 1870, an Indian Head churn and an old jug with decorative 


incised bands.

One area of consumer 
activity in which most people 
are vulnerable is auto repairs. It 


is estimated that of the $25 
billion Americans spend on 
auto repairs each year. $8 


billion is spent on work that is 


unnecessary or unsatisfactory 
or both. 
The Governor’s Office of 


Consumer Protection wants to 
help you find reliable auto 
repair service not only for your 
own protection but also for the 
protection of the legitimate 
mechanic. 

Ways of finding a reliable 
mechanic are as follows: (1) 
Ask your friends who have had 
satisfactory work done on their 
cars. (2) Find out what method 


is used to determine the 
mechanic’s wage. Is he on| 
salary or salary plus| 
proficiency bonus or hourly 
wage? (3) Is a “flat- rate” 
manual used? (This manual 


prescribes rates based on the 
length of time a job should 
take. Sometimes these 
estimates are high, and a good 
mechanic can finish a job 

half the time. On the other 
hand, flat rates protect you 
against inefficient eee 


(4) Shop around. Get several 
estimates for the job to be 
done. 

When you find a good 


mechanic avoid peak business 
hours (for example, mornings) 
when mechanics are rushed. 
Describe in detail, as best you 
can, your car’s ailment to the 
mechanic. Request a written 
copy of the repair order and 
the estimate before the work is 


done so that nothing extra is 
added without your 
permission. On the work order, 


request that the damaged parts 
returned to you. When 
major repairs are completed, 
demand a road test and have 
your car checked by another 
mechanic or at an auto 
diagnostic center. Make sure

New machine speeds street work

Creeping steadily as a 
monstrous snail, like a snail 
leaving a shining trail in its 
wake, an electronically guided 
machine is laying concrete 
gutters along many new 
residential streets of Shelby 
County. 

The sophisticated $45,000 
machine is a marvel of 
advanced technology, and 
speeds street construction 
demanded by rapid growth of 
the county’s rural and 
municipal subdivisions. 

According to its owner, 
Central Alabama Paving and 
Construction Co., one job that 
used to require 144 manhours 
of labor is accomplished by the 
machine in one hour with six 
man-hours of ‘supporting labor. 
Its speed requires better 
advance preparation and 
scheduling of arrival of concrete 
delivery trucks. Certain 
conditions can limit its use, 
and consistency of concrete 
must be strictly controlled, but 
where it can be used the 
finished product is both 
attractive and sound. 

Other new machines have 
had similar impact on other 
street construction jobs from 
ditch digging to asphalt 
surfacing. Along thousands of 
feet of streets water, gas, 
telephone, and even electric 
power lines are being buried. 
Inlets, manholes, storm sewers, 
sanitary sewers, culverts and 
bridges are being built almost 
every favorable work day. The 
approach of winter adds an 
additional sense of urgency. 

Both the faster means of 
construction and the greater 
numbers of men still using 
conventional methods put a 
severe strain on the forces of 
the Shelby County Department 
of Public Works. 

According to Director 
James L. Ray, Jr., one full time 
subdivision inspector cannot 


p from the trunk of a pine tree, 


make all needed inspections, 
yet there is little additional 
manpower available to assist 
him. 


Inspection of all work done 
on rights-of- way that will be 
maintained by the county (i.e., 
outside of incorporated 
Municipalities and not on state 
or federal systems or on private 


property) is necessary to 
protect the county and the 
taxpayers. Accidental variance 
from specifications can be as 
costly to the county as 
deliberate use of poor 
engineering practices or 
inferior materials, both of 
which are rare. 


However, the speedup of

undetected errors to be very 
costly at some future date 
when street surfaces or 
structures fail. The inspection 
staff and the county planning 
department are continually 
vigilant to prevent such 
unnecessary maintenance 
burdens.

Cornbread dressing is a 
traditional favorite in the 
South, and these store- bought 
imitations are poor substitutes 
for the real thing. Have you 
ever tasted a frozen turkey 
dinner with a decent dressing? 
Some parts of a holiday dinner

And these six 
or eight new stuffing mixes let 
you pick still another kind of 
convenient turkey team- mate.

New machine speeds street work

Creeping steadily as a 
monstrous snail, like a snail 
leaving a shining trail in its 
wake, an electronically guided 
machine is laying concrete 
gutters along many new 
residential streets of Shelby 
County. 

The sophisticated $45,000 
machine is a marvel of 
advanced technology, and 
speeds street construction 
demanded by rapid growth of 
the county’s rural and 
municipal subdivisions. 

According to its owner, 
Central Alabama Paving and 
Construction Co., one job that 
used to require 144 manhours 
of labor is accomplished by the 
machine in one hour with six 
man-hours of supporting labor. 
Its speed requires better 
advance preparation and 
scheduling of arrival of concrete 
delivery trucks. Certain 
conditions can limit its use, 
and consistency of concrete 
must be strictly controlled, but 
where it can be used the 
finished product is both 
attractive and sound. 

Other new machines have 
had similar impact on other 
street construction jobs from 
ditch digging to asphalt 
surfacing. Along thousands of 
feet of streets water, gas, 
telephone, and even electric 
power lines are being buried. 
Inlets, manholes, storm sewers, 
sanitary sewers, culverts and 
bridges are being built almost 
every favorable work day. The 
approach of winter adds an 
additional sense of urgency. 

Both the faster means of 
construction and the greater 
numbers of men still using 
conventional methods put a 
severe strain on the forces of 
the Shelby County Department 
of Public Works. 

According to Director 
James L. Ray, Jr., one full time 
subdivision inspector cannot

Home economists with 
USDA's Meat and Poultry 
Inspection Program say that 
leftover turkey and dressing 
should be handled with extra 
care to prevent food poisoning. 

One of the first rules in the 
proper care of leftovers is that 
they should never be allowed 
to sit around at room 
temperature. And, keeping the 
leftover turkey in a warm oven 
for later snacking is definitely a 
“no-no”, 

The turkey, dressing and 
broth or gravy should be put 
into different containers and 
put in the refrigerator as soon 
after the meal as possible. And, 
if there are large quantities, 
they should be put in several 
small containers rather than 
one large one to speed up the 
cooling process. 

If leftovers won’t be used 
within one or two days, put 
them in the freezer rather than 
the refrigerator. A small 
package of cooked turkey will 
thaw out in a very short time. 

And finally, be sure to heat 
leftover turkey and dressing 
thoroughly before serving. This 
will usually kill any harmful 
bacteria that might cause 
foodborne illness.

inspect their trees carefully for 
damage that might attract the 
southern pine beetle, 

The beetle has a reputation 
of striking in areas of injured 
and felled trees, according to 
Ranger A. C. McCullers who 
referred to specific outbreaks 
of beetle infestation in other 
states where trees have been 
ravaged by the weather. 

“Shade trees should be 
pruned to prevent further 
damage by bugs for disease,” 
explained the Ranger. 

“When pruning, be careful 
not to tear the bark on the 
trunk of the tree,” he said, 
adding that wounds should be 
disinfected with shellac or 
some other tree antiseptic, 
then covered with asphalt base 
paint or wound dressing. 

Tall trees or trees with 
heavy limbs should receive the 
attention of a tree surgeon to 
insure greatest personal safety, 
he counseled and offered the 
further assistance of his office 
in Shelby County, telephone 
669-7605. 

“The best thing I could 
advise at this time is for 
persons with damaged trees to 
look them over very carefully 
for the extent of the damage,” 
he concluded.

Coalitions may affect future

Alabama blacks, showing more unity than at any time 
during their long battle for voting equility, have solidified 
behind the Alabama Democratic Conference this year and 
will be making an all-out effort to win in next year’s 
elections, 

Voluble little Joe Reed, chairman of ADC and deputy 
executive director of the Alabama Education Association, 
has evidently “put it all together” in his attempt to make 
the black voters a potent force in Alabama politics. 

That was evident in the ADC meeting here recently, 
at which some 400 black leaders from around the state 
gathered to listen and to give support to the unity 
movement 

On hand were many formerly associated with the 


Changes suggested 


in state debt limit 


A study conducted by two University of Mississippi 
business school faculty members has determined that 
constitutional debt limitations in Alabama force the state 
to rely on higher interest revenue bonds to finance state 
debt. 

Dr. Kenneth W. Hollman, assistant professor of 
Economics at Ole Miss, and Dr. Walter J. Primeaux, 
professor of Economics, writing in the Spring, 1973 issue of 
the Alabama Law Review, recommended a constitutional 
amendment to allow the state to utilize a fyll faith and 
credit debt rather than one financed by revenue bonds. 

**A state’s constitution may place rigid restrictions on 
the amount of debt which that state may incur,” the two 
Ole Miss faculty members wrote in the article entitled “An 
Examination of Debt Ceilings as Barriers to Efficient Debt 
Management.” 

As a state’s treasury nears the zero point, they said, 
officials must choose either “to refuse to deliver the public 
goods and services demanded by the citizenry” or to “find 
some means of circumventing these restrictions.” 

Since the first option is obviously unacceptable to the 
public, states usually “avoid debt limitations” by using 
revenue bonds. 

Revenue bonds, however, generally carry higher 
interest rates than general obligation bonds having the same 
covenants and issued under the same conditions, the 
researchers said. And since revenue bonds “are not backed 
by the state’s total taxing power,” they have been held not 
subject to debt restrictions which limit general obligation 
bonds, “backed by the full faith, credit, and taxing power 
of the state.” 

Because of debt restrictions included in the Alabama 
Constitution, the state is “prohibited from incurring debt 
for purposes other than to repel invastion or suppress 
insurrection, with the further provision that the governor is 
authorized to negotiate temporary loans, never in excess of 
$300,000, to meet deficiencies in the state treasury.” 

“This restrictiveness explains why almost 90 percent 
of Alabama's state debt of $742.9 million was held in 
revenue bonds in 1970,” according to the two Old Miss 
researchers. 

The professors concluded, “Since the debt ceiling in 
Alabama results in the extensive use of revenue bonds’ 


‘ instead of general obligation bonds, it would seem that the 


legislature should seriously consider raising or eliminating 
the low debt ceiling to permit greater use of general 
obligation debt,” thus eliminating substantial interest costs. 


National Democratic Party of Alabama, many who 
formerly donated all their energies to the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People, and 
representatives of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLE) and The Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 

This is not to say that those four organizations are 
dead -- far from it. But at its last statewide meeting in 
Montgomery, NAACP drew 31 delegates and the NDPA, a 
bona fide third party, has had only limited success in its 
most recent outings. 

NDPA has, in fact, unsuccessfully challenged 
Alabama’s delegates to the last two presidential conventions 
and the challenge was so weak in 1972 as to be downright 
laughable. 

Blacks are beginning to realize, it seems, that their 
only hope for establishing and maintaining political clout is 
within the regular party structure. 

Dr. John Cashin, chairman of the NDPA, has 
downgraded the regular party, claiming that its leadership 
allowed only token black participation in the party 
councils. 

Reed, on the other hand, has remained loyal to the 
state party and to its chairman, Birmingham attorney Bob 
Vance. In fact Vance attended the ADC meeting here last 
week and told the delegates that if they do their work, they 
should elect from 15 to 20 members of the next Alabama 
Legislature, hundreds of seats on various county executive 
committees and many local offices. 

Beyond that, State Rep. Fred Gray of Tuskegee, one 
of three black members of the Alabama House of 
Representatives, told the meeting that they could control, 
by the proper exercise of the ballot, about 80 percent of 
the legislature. 

The black leadership encouraged the election of 
capable whites and repeatedly told the meeting that blacks 
should not vote for unqualified blacks in any race. 

Due to the federal court reapportionment of the 
legislature into ‘‘single- member” districts, and due to the 
fact that blacks tend to live in the same socio-economic 
neighborhoods, the black population of Alabama should be 
able to elect at least three and possibly five members of the 
35-member State Senate and at least 12 and possibly 15 
members of the 105-member House. 

Should it be possible to form a coalition in the Senate 
with four or five liberal whites, the blacks could be a 
powerful force on any legislation that body considers. 

There is a possibility that coalitions will be formed in 
various areas of the state which would assure the election of 
even more blacks in years to come. Gray told the meeting 
that whites are ready to form coalitions if it will assure 
capable representation.

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“No gas shortage,” 


says gas industry head 


“There is no shortage of 
natural gas resources” in this 
country, American Gas 
Association _—_— President F. 
Donald Hart said last week, 

“The natural gas is here in 
America in abundant supplies, 
but it is much more difficult 
and expensive to locate and 
produce,” Hart said, “What we 
have today in America is a 
supply- demand imbalance.” 

“Deregulation is a key step 
we must take as a nation to 
stimulate the means for finding 
and providing this natural gas 
to our homes and places of 
work,” he added. 


Hart stated that adequate 
supplies of natural gas can be 
developed and delivered to 
consumers during the 70's, if 
government and industry take 
decisive action to stimulate the 
means for finding and 
delivering new sources. 


Hart said that natural gas 
consumption in the past five 
years has been twice as great as 
the discovery of new reserves, 


adding that “reserves are lower 
now than at any time since 
1961, when gas consumption 
was about 40 percent what it is 
today.” 

Reserves have declines, he 
said, because “unrealistically 
low prices” set by the Federal 
Power Commission have 
provided gas producers with 
little incentive to drill for gas 
and move it to market. 

In supporting deregulation 
for newly- found gas, Hart said, 
“we are speaking not as 
advocates for gas producers, 
but are motivated by a 
determination to preserve 
service to natural gas customers 
in the days ahead.”

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Beasley conducts 


whirlwind

Lieutenant Governor Jere 
Beasley made a whirlwind tour 
of Shelby County last 
Wednesday attending four 
different gatherings by early 
afternoon, Beasley held a 
breakfast meeting in 
Columbiana, addressed the 
student body of Shelby 
County High School, visited 
the senior citizen's club in 
Calera, and spoke at a 
luncheon in Alabaster, 

During a short introductory 
speech and a question and 
answer session with students at 
Shelby County High School, 
Beasley touched on several 
subjects concerning young 
people and Shelby Countians 
| as a whole, 

The Lieutenant Governor 
stated that in traveling around 
Alabama he has found that the 
problems and thoughts of the 
citizens are basicly the same. 

He went on to say that the 
average Alabamian has lost 
confidence in the nation’s 
politics. The average voter 
feels that it does not do any 
good to politicians because 
they are going to run things 
their way no matter what 
anybody says. The Lieutenant 
Governor stated, however, that 
\ this trend is changing and the 
nation will emerge stronger 
| than ever as a result of our 
current political scandals, 

One of the chief topics of 
concern by the high school 
students was that of the 
current energy crisis. Beasley 
said that a state commission 
has been formed to deal with 
the situation by making 
requests and answering 
complaints. He said the 
problem was serious in_ his 
judgment, but that reducing 
the speed limits should be a 
voluntary action by the people. 
Beasley was also confident that 
gasoline would eventually have 
to be rationed, 

When asked about the status 
of the legislature’s passage of a 


tour 


$180 million bond issue to aid 
education, Beasley said that for 
the first time the local school 
boards would receive the 
revenue, He said that 
depending on the condition of 
the state education fund, 
which now shows a surplus of 
$78 million, the local school 
boards should expect available 
monies within six months. 


In other education 
discussion, Beasley said he 
would be opposed to any 
increase in the public school 
year. He told the students that 
as of yet, no member of the 
Board of Education has 
discussed the matter with state 
officials. 

When asked his opinion of 
the new state ethics bill, 
Beasley said that he favors the 
bill requiring public officials to 
disclose their sources of 
income, However, Beasley said 
that he disagrees with the 
placing of the news media 
under the bill. This, he 
continued, is in his opinion 
unconstitutional and will 
probably be ruled so by the 
courts, 

The Lieutenant Governor 
said he was in favor of 
enforcing a truck weight law 
on Alabama’s highways. He 
continued that the first 
objective should be highway 
safety and that the legislature 
did not face up to its 
responsibilities in considering 
the bill during their last 
session. 

Although Beasley was 
confident he would run for 
public office in 1974 he did 
not announce his candidacy for 
the governorship. 

Beasley told the gathering at 
the luncheon in Alabaster that 
he was opposed to any special 
session of the legislature; The 
Lietenant Governor explained 
that after touring 41 counties 
he found that about 90 percent 
of the people he interviewed 
were opposed to such a session.

Survey of labor 


set for Wednesday 


Central Alabama’s potential 
for industrial growth will be 
explored Wednesday, 
December 5, when an area 
wide labor survey for women 
will be held in eight 
communities. 

Survey stations will be open 
from 8:30 a.m. until 5:30 p.m. 
in Alabaster, Calera, 
Columbiana, Jemison, 
Maplesville, Montevallo, 
Pelham and West Biocton. 

Purpose of the survey is 
twofold: to furnish labor 
Statistics to the communities of 
Central Alabama and to 
provide Vanity Fair Mills 
information on potential 
employees from this area. 

Vanity Fair Mills is actively 
seeking a new plant site in the 
Central Alabama area. 

Officials of Vanity Fair met 
earlier this month with 31 
community leaders from 
Shelby, Bibb and Chilton 
counties. Plans were outlined 
for locating a 600- employee 
Operation in an as-yet- 
undetermined location 
somewhere in the area where 
the three counties join. 

The first step in deciding on 
a plant location, according to 
J.C. Niehuss, vice- president of 
Vanity Fair, is to know 
whether there is a sufficient 
number of persons available to 
Operate the company’s 
machines and fill the various 
jobs that will be open. 

Vanity Fair will furnish 
professional interviewers and 
technicians on Wednesday to 
conduct the labor survey. A 
minimum of three local 
persons will also be at each 


Commission seeks 
new polling places

Pelham High School is coming 


ne nicely according | to 
architect Thurston Sumner 
While nothing but the 
foundation aud lower walls are 
visible, the work on the school 
is going on around the 
country. 

The high school will be 
unique to this part of the 
country, primarily due to its 
“pre-fab’’ construction 
method, Sumner said. The 
building will be built almost 
like a house of cards -- that is. 
the components are being 
made elsewhere and will be 
brought to the building site for 
ussembly. The walls, ceilings. 


and support beams are cast by 
Southern Pre-stressed Concrete 


Company. The concrete parts 
are then stressed and prepared 
for assembly 

The ready-made 
components are to be put 
together by Sparks 
Construction Co the 


contractors. Cranes will stack 
the wall units sometime in 
December, thus making it look 
like a sudden surge of work at 
the eight foot ‘by three story 
panels are joined together. By 
January the majority of the 
work will appear to be finished 
with the installation of the 
ceiling and roofing 
components 

The architect says that the 
outside of the building will be 
completed belore any of the 
major interior work begins, in 
order to make a weather proof 


“envelope” to permit inside 
construction during the 
months with the worst 
Weather, from February 


through April. 

Sumner told the Reporter 
that the precast, pre- stressed 
concrete units were chosen for 
a number of reasons. The first 
reason is that they can be put 
together quickly; secondly, to 
permit indoor work as soon as 
possible; third, because of the 
building’s indestructibility in 
case of a nuclear disaster; and 
because of the excellent 
insulating properties of the 
material.

The interiors of the building 
will also be the newest in 
school planning Ares f 
heavy wear, like the gym, will 
have walls of concrete 
musonry, The library, science 
rooms, and classrooms will 
have more attractive walls of 
sypsum boards held together 
with metal studs. One room is 
designed to be 40 feet wide 


and 240 feet long: it is to be 


divided with several folding 
walls made with a chalk writing 


surface. 


The mountain-top view will 
be visible from the library, 
dining room, and lobby. These 
and other rooms are designed 
with more glass for a lighted, 
scenic atmosphere. Classrooms 
will have fewer windows to 
retain indoor temperature and 
the attention of students. 


The new school will have a 
number of rooms for special 
departments. Areas have been 
designed for business, classes, 
the sciences, a language lab, art 
rooms, plus special sections for 
vocational and home 
economics classes. In addition 
there are regular classrooms, a 
spacious library, and a full gym 
with a seating capacity of over 
3,000 people. Rooms are also 
available for the student 
government, school 
publications, private study, and 
clubs. 

School Superintendent 
Elvin Hill tells the Reporter 
that the school is scheduled to 
be finished and ready for use 
when classes start in late 
August. The nearly $2 million 
school will be located between 
Helena and Pelham on Bearden 
Road.

The annual report of the 
Montevallo Fire Department 
was presented to the city’s 
governing body Monday night.

Hydrogen tycoon 
almost buys lake

I’ve marked Sunday, November 
important day in my life. 

That’s the day | almost got wealthy beyond my 
wildest dreams. 

My wealth was to be based on some information I got 
from my father as I visited my parents. He told me that he 
didn’t understand why hydrogen wasn’t being used as an 
energy source, since it was readily available, inexpensive, 
and could be man-made. Always on the look-out for a 
quick way to make a buck, I immediately tuned out on the 
rest of the explanation of how to obtain hydrogen. He was 
talking about getting it from slate. I had a better idea.

Unit banks vs. holding companies -- battle is joined :

Small Alabama banks, called “unit” banks in the 
trade, have struck back at the newly formed holding 
companies of the state and a real battle may have been 
joined. 

The State Banking Board, the six members of which 
are all unit bank types, issued a directive last month to 
State Banking Supt. Robert Gulledge that he was to issue 
no new bank charters to “de novo” (new) banks the 
incorporators of which were bank holding companies. 

Holding companies are affiliations of banks and the 
stockholders of each member bank surrender their stock 
and receive shares in the holding company. 

Critics charge that they are simple exercises in bigness 
but advocates of the holding companies counter that only

Shape-up your overweight dog

Obesity among dogs is a problem encountered with 
increasing frequency in small animal practice. It occurs 
primarily in housepets, but it can occur in both sexes of all 
breeds under all types of living conditions. 

There are several reasons for this increase in number 
of overweight dogs. Most housepets live under conditions 
which limit the amount of exercise they get. This, 
combined with a new supervised (unlimited free-choice 
diet) regimen of feeding plus the “treats” (ice cream, cake, 
chocolate) they customarily receive, causes excess fatty 
tissue to be produced and results in “fat” dogs. Other 
factors which contribute to the level of obesity are 
inheritance, early dietary history, caloric concentration of 
foodstuffs, and hormonal factors. 

There are several reasons why obesity is undesirable 
in dogs. It puts unnecessary stress on the heart and 
circulatory system while causing labored respiration upon 
mild exertion. In the case of females, it can cause difficulty 
in conception and in giving birth. Also back (disc) problems 
along with other skeletal disorders are more common in 
obese dogs. Organs which can be affected by obesity are the 
liver, kidneys, and the pancreas. 

The end result of obesity is an extremely lazy animal 
that has an undesirable appearance and lives a shortened life 
span. 

Treatment for this condition consists of a person of 
gradually increasing the amount of daily exercise along with 
a reduction of caloric intake. The caloric intake should be 


reduced by at least one-half of the original intake. 


This should not be done by merely reducing the 
amount of feed because the dog will become ravenous and 
nutritional deficiencies will result. Instead, a high-protein, 
low- carbohydrate, and low-fat diet with plenty of bulk 
should be fed preferably three times daily. Commercially 
prepared diets are available for the control of caloric intake 
while maintaining a balanced diet. A vitamin- mineral 
supplement should also be provided. 

If a hormonal deficiency or metabolic imbalance 
exists, they should be treated with the proper'harmone or 
metabolic regulator, respectively, in combination with 
exercise and diet restrictions. 

It is absolutely essential that total owner cooperation 
be obtained. The owner must “get tough” and not allow 
the dog to prey on his sympathy by looking sorrowful or 
begging. 


In my experience as a veterinarian, I have found this, 


to be the most difficult area of the program to carry out. 
The owner feels that he is being “mean” if he doesn’t give 
the dog all the food it wants when in actuality he is doing 
the animal an injustice if he capitulates. 

Rapid results should not be expected or desired. 
Instead, the optimal weight should be attained over a 
gradual period through proper dietary management and not 
through crash dieting. 

After the proper weight goal is achieved, a closely 
regulated maintenance diet should be provided, and the 
weight closely monitered. Any increase in weight should 
prompt retum to the reducing program until the desired 
weight is re-attained.

timber in the hollows while 
good weather holds so that he

Cutting small tracts for 
private individuals as he does, 
Moore explained that one 
stand of timber is all a private 
owner is likely to own.

largest is Central BancShares of the South, Inc., headed by 
the irrepressible Harry Brock. 

In October, Central BancShares applied for de noyo" 
charters in Tuscaloosa and Jasper, and the fight was joined. 

The Banking Board met and issued its regulation and 
Brock was understandably upset. He has indicated that legal 
action will be taken since state law provides that a bank 
charter may be denied only if its proposal is not 
economically sound or*if the organizers are not of good 
character and reputation. 

But the Banking Board felt that the holding 
companies, having failed to affiliate banks in certain market 
areas, were now seeking to establish new banks and, 
because of their bigness, force the smaller banks to the wall. 

Brock and other holding company movers say, 
however, that there are many small banks which have 
monopolies and that they are anti-competition. 


Banks of the state are not allowed to establish branch ¢ 


banks in any county other than their home county, and 
may establish branches in their home county only after 
specific legislative authorization, 

The Banking Board felt that granting charters in 
Tuscaloosa and Jasper to the Brock holding company 
would be violative of the spirit of the branch banking 
restrictions. 


It would also allow the holding company access toa «. 
market area prohibited to the existing banks by the- 


no-branch provisions of the law. 
But even more persuasive to the Board’s thinking, 


perhaps, was that some holding company officials had ‘ 


threatened to establish a new bank if the existing bank in a 
community did not affiliate. 

The recent developments will be watched With 
interest because of certain political overtones. 

Brock came to the rescue of the state in 1971 when 


_ the legislature failed to pass the General Appropriation Bill,

Chief Justice endorses Amendment 


(First of a series of 3 articles) 


Alabama voters will have 
the opportunity on December 
18, in the words of State Chief 
Justice Howell Heflin, “to put 
Alabama on the road toward 
having the best state court 
system in the Nation.” 

The chief justice says 
Amendment No. 2, which 
would replace the judicial 
section of Alabama’s 1901 
Constitution, “will place out 
state at the forefront in the 
United States, in the area of 
modernizing and streamlining 
courts so that they wil! reflect 
a system of justice which gives 
all elements of our people a 
better shake in court.” 

“It is doubtful, Heflin said, 
“if Alabamians have ever 
considered a constitutional 
amendment as significant as 
the proposed new judicial 
article.” 

Amendment Number 2, 
approved by the state 
legislature earlier this year by 
over a 4-1 margin, will, in 
effect, completely replace the 
present section of the 1901 
Constitution dealing with the 
state court system. 

“The whole atmosphere and 
tone of what we are trying to 
do is give the court system 


modern day business principles 
and modern day management,” 
Heflin says. 

The chief justice says that 
the single most striking 
characteristic of Amendment 


JUSTICE HEFLIN 


Number 2 will be the creation 
of a uniform system of courts 
whereby citizens can expect to 
be treated the same and receive 
first class justice no matter 
where they must go into court. 

Heflin says that for all 
practical purposes, Alabama is 
Operating with the same 
constitutional court structure 
that was being used before 
1875. 

“Alabama citizens made the 


first step toward an updated 
and modernized court system 
in January of 1972 when the 
people approved two 
constitutional amendments by 
over a 2-1 margin,” HEflin 
said. “One of these abolished 
the office of Justice of the 
Peace and the other created a 
Judicial Commission with the 
responsibility of the discipline, 
removal or retirement of 
judges.” he said. 

Heflin stressed that over the 
past two-and- a-half years the 
judges of the state have “rolled 
up their sleeves and gone to 
work on overcrowded court 
dockets.” Two months ago the 
three state appellate courts 
entered a new term year with a 
current docket, “We are told,” 
Heflin sayd, “that Alabama 
may be the only state in the 
Nation in which the dockets of 
the appellate courts are not 
significantly congested.” 

The road toward 
constitutional reform of 
Alabama’s court system began 
over a quarter- century ago but 
is was just five years ago that 
the legislature commissioned a 
group of Alabama citizens to 
draft a new state constitution. 

Alabama’s present organic 
charter has been amended 327 


times and is the second- longest 
in the Nation, “For over four 
years outstanding lawyers, 
judges, law professors and lay 
citizens worked on a draft of a 
new state constitution and last 
May presented their 
recommendations to the 
legislature,” Heflin said. 

The work product of the 
Alabama Constitutional 
Commission was presented the 
legislature in the form of a 
complete new constitution, 
however, the commission 
decided that it would not 
attempt, in 1973, an all-out 
effort to seek approval of the 
document in its entirety, but 
instead the Judicial Article in 
the form of Amendment 
Number 2 on the December 18 
ballot, was selected for an 
initial effort. 

The chief justice concedes 
that the new “Constitution for 
Alabama’s Courts’”’ won’t solve 
all the problems, but, he says, 
“it will be a major hurdle in 
the right direction for our state 
and it will be the finest step in 
my lifetime made toward 
improving the quality of justice 
for all the people of Alabama.”

Special publications are of- 
ten written by Holcombe'’s 
staff on subjects that are of 
especial interest in certain 
foreign countries, At other 
times, the staff edits or reprints 
existing materials, 

In general, the publications 
try to picture various aspects 
of life in the United States. All 
of them are aimed at 
supporting American foreign 
policy. 

Holcombe said that the 
detente with the U.S.S.R. has 
opened up many new 
opportunities to get American 
information to the Russians. 
Millions of copies of 
information from the USIA 
have been placed in Russian 
hands recently, he said, In 
exchange, the Russians 
distribute materials in the 
United States. 

Although the publishing 
house is located in Lebanon, 
most Arab nations restrict the 
distribution of American 
materials, Holcombe said. Only 
Lebanon and Jordan of the 
Arab nations accept such 
information in their countries. 

Holcombe’s staff is 
composed of five Americans 
and about 100 Lebanese 
nationals. The Lebanese do the 
translating and serve as editors 
and technicians in the 
publishing process, he said. 

Holcombe joined. the U.S. 
Department of State in the 
early 1940’s and went with the 
USIA when it was made a 
separate agency. His first 
overseas assignment was to 
India in 1959 where he served 
for four years. Later he was in 
Malayasia for two years. He 
and Mrs. Holcombe have been 
in danger spots many times. 
They were inside a USIA 
library in Kuala Lampuir when 
the library was beseiged by 
rioters on one occasion. 

After a two or three week 
vacation in this country, they 
will return to Beirut via the 
Pacific where they will visit old 
friends in the Far East. 

In Shelby County they are 
visiting at the homes of Mr.

Helena history buff collects old newspapers

Remember when the Shelby 
County newspapers ran 
advertisements for patent 
medicines, opium cures, and 
ozonized ox-marrow hair 
tonic? You probably do not 
since it was nearly a hundred 
years ago. Kenneth Penhale of 
Helena ‘‘remembers” these 
days through his collection of 
old newspapers, books, 
documents, and memorobilia 
of previous centuries, 

While some people collect 
similar material, Penhale 
specializes in photos and 
historical papers from the 18th 
and 19th century in the South, 
Alabama, and Shelby County. 
In addition he has files 
containing his family history 
and a folder filled with 
documents and photos about 
the family's longtime 
hometown of Helena. 

One of the prize pieces in 
his collection is a century -old 
copy of the Shelby Sentinel 
newspaper published in 
Columbiana in 1873. This 
yellowed old paper is framed 
and hanging in the den of the 
Penhale home. His rather 
selective collection also 
contains copies of several other 
Shelby County papers from the 
1870's and 1880's, plus other 
19th century newspapers from 
Birmingham and Ashville, 
Alabama. 

Penhale has run across a 
number of fascinating 
documents while tracking 
down his family tree, especially 
during his geneological work 
this summer. In South Carolina 
he found a copy of a land grant 
to his great -great -great -great 
grandfather Robert W. 
McCleleand signed by King 
George III of England in 1768. 
Another document concerns 
the payment of the ancestor 
for his service in the American 
Revolution. 

Kenneth Penhale traced his 
family through history in the 
archives of several states, as 
well as through the family 
heirlooms. He showed us a 
letter his great -great 
-grandfather wrote in 1846. In 
the letter his ancestor stated

Another ancestor passed 
down a ceremonial sword and 
costume he wore as a British 
dignitary. Penhale also showed 
us the pension records of a 
great -grandfather who fought 
for the Confederacy in the War 
Between the States. 


Though still in his twenties, 
Penhale has amassed quite a 
gallery of old papers and 
books. He has many old photos 
of the county and state, 
including old stereopticon 
photos of scenes from 
Montevallo in post 
-Reconstruction times. A 
number of books were gifts 
from friends, including a multi 
volume set of the pictoral 


history of the Civil War. He 
also has a large number of 
textbooks used at the 
Montevallo Male and Female 
Academy, presented to him by 
the late newspaper reporter 
Mignon Hall Blair of 
Birmingham. 

Mrs. Blair’s grandfather, Dr. 
Gardner, was the co-founder of 
the academy, along with a Dr. 
Roach. The academy 
eventually evolved into what is 
now the University of 
Montevallo, and it used two 
buildings still on the campus. 
The girls’ branch of the school 
occupied Reynolds Hall; the 
men’s academy was housed in 
what is now the Saylor House 
behind Napier Hall. 

Penhale’s strong interest in 
history has combined with his 
pride for the heritage of his 
family and the county. It is

Newly vocal minority-- 


Handicapped on WARPATH 


By Harold Russell, 
Chairman of The President's 
Committee on Employment of 
the Handicapped 


One summer day in 1971 a 
young law student, Jeffrey 
Friedman, left his suburban 
home for downtown Cleveland. 
He tried to enter the County 
Administration Building, but 
couldn’t. He went to the 
Annex, then to the Health and 
Welfare Building, to the 
County Jail, and the County 
Court House. In each case 
entry was impossible. 
Friedman was in a wheelchair 
and couldn't navigate the 
engrance steps. 

So Friedman sued the 
commissioners of Cuyahoga 
County. He felt his 
constitutional rights and those 
of other handicapped citizens 
were being violated. 

Seventeen months later this 
student from Case Western 
Reserve University won a 
landmark lawsuit against the 
county. The result is that all 
existing county- owned 
buildings and all future 
construction must have ramps 
and other features for the 
handicapped. 

Friedman's success set off a 
mild flurry of legal actions 
around the country by 
emerging activist groups of 
handicapped. In Washington, 
D.C. a paraplegic sued the 
Metro transit management 
because the subway system 
under construction did not 
provide access for his 
wheelchair. The judge in that 
case has ordered the transit 
agency to install elevators in all 
subway stations or else he will 
enjoin it from carrying any

Cycle riding 
is dangerous 


Motorcycle riding is 
dangerous according to 
Alabama’s Office of Highway 
and Traffic Safety. 

Fatalities occur in 3 per 
cent of all motorcycle 
accidents, but less than 0.3 per 
cent of all traffic accidents 
involve fatalities. 

In single vehicle crashes 
involving only a motorcycle, 
loss of control while rounding 
a curve is the most frequent 
cause, occurring in one-third of 
the cases. Loss of control is 
also caused by animals, 
pedestrians, bicycles, gravel 
and oil slicks. 

Carrying a passenger is also 
an important factor in 
motorcycle crashes. Passengers 
are present in 12 percent of all 
motorcycle accidents and in 30 
percent of those involving 
fatalities. 

Nearly two-thirds of all 
motorcycle crashes involve a 
motorcycle and an automobile. 
In most instances the car is 
making a left turn in front of a 
cyclist. The second most 


frequent contributing cause is a

their simplicity -- the right to 
an education through the 
regular channels, the right to 
live how and where one 
chooses, the right to enter 
public buildings without 
meeting architectural barriers, 
the right to function 
independently. 

But the last of UCP’s jist of 
rights shows the predicament 
of handicapped persons today. 
“The handicapped individual 
has the right to petition social 
institutions and the courts to 
gain Opportunities denied them 
because of oversight, public 
apathy or discrimination,” 

Thoughtlessness, apathy, 
discrimination -~- these are the 
defendants being hauled into 
court today by the 
handicapped. And they seem 
to be getting short shrift from 
the judges. The legal battles of 
other minority groups have 
built up a volume of precedent 
cases that can be edited 
favorably for the handicapped. 

Recognizing however that 
the handicapped remain a 
largely unorganized and silent 
minority, the Federal 
Government is assisting in 
documenting their legal rights. 
In South Bend, Indiana, the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare is 
funding a new National Center 
for Law and the Handicapped. 

The newest project to be 
opened is Independence Hall,

in Houston. This 292- unit 
apartment is sponsored by 
Good will Industries with 


financing by HUD. Altogether 
HUD has sponsored seven 
multi- family projects 
specifically for handicapped 
persons, most of them as low 
rent public housing. 

This doesn’t provide much 
of a choice in housing for 
persons who are handicapped. 
How much easier their search 
would be if all apartments had 
level entrances and wide 
doorways leading into each 
unit and each bathroom. It 
wouldn’t really matter very 
much to a handicapped person 
if his apartment had a common 
address for all the occupants.

Oil Companies 

Some operators of major oil 
company gas stations are 
unwilling to talk about the 
situation.

One station owner who did 
talk about the shortage was 
Homer Danenberg who rns 
the Phillips 66 station in 
Alabaster.

Mike Kirk, probation officer 
for the Shelby County juvenile 
court told a gathering Monday 
night that he has an active case- 
load of 24 cases at the present 
time. 

He said that since his em- 
ployment in mid-April he has 
handled about 100 juveniles 
through the court. 

He estimated that about 25 
percent of those youngsters 
now on probation have a prob- 
lem related to drugs. 

During his talk he outlined 
steps he takes to help young- 
sters work out their problems. 
Cases are referred to him by In- 
ferior Court Judge L. C. Payne, 
who is presiding judge of Ju- 
venile Court. Kirk also works 
on cases referred by the De- 
partment of Pensions and Se- 
curities. 


He listed as outstanding pro- 


blems in Shelby County, the 
fact that there is no detention 
center, there is a lack of quali- 
fied foster homes for delin- 
quents, and many children who 
fall into unacceptable behavior 
are unable to read or do simple 
mathematical tasks. 

Later he said in response to

a question, that drugs are also 
among the problems, with 
drugs available on high school 
and middle school campuses 
throughout the county. 

The probation officer was 
asked how juvenile delin- 
quency begins. He responded 
that in nearly all cases, it be- 
gins at home with the family. 
Lack of consistent discipline 


from the parents is a leading 
cause of delinquency, he said. 
He also said that the most diffi- 
cult juvenile to work with is 
the female runaway. 


Kirk spoke to a regular 
meeting of the Montevallo 
PTA. He was introduced by 
program chairman, Mrs. Ann 
Parker.

Beat 12 residents 
meet on zoning 


Residents of Beat 12 are 
making a third try to pass a 
zoning measure. Twice before 
attempts to cover the beat with 
a -master zoning plan were 
defeated. Advocates of zoning 
now feel that this northern 
Shelby County beat has gained 
enough residents to enable 
them to pass the zoning plan. 

A public meeting to discuss 
zoning is to be held Friday, 
December 7, at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Indian Springs School gym. 
The sponsors, the Indian 
Springs Civic Club, want those 
in favor of zoning, plus those 
against it, to come to the 
meeting to discuss all sides of 
the question. Mem bers of the 
Shelby County Planning 
Commission will be at 
the meeting with the initial 
zoning map of the beat, which 
will be adopted if a majority of 
voters approve zoning in an 
election, 

To call a special election in 
the beat, 25 qualified voters 
owning land and residing in the 


beat must file a petition with 
the probate judge. The judge 
then must call the election not 
less than 30 days nor more 
than 45 days after the petition 
is filed. He then gives three 
weeks notice before the 
election. The majority of 
qualified voters in the beat 
must then vots to pass the 
zoning plan before the 
Planning Commission takes 
control. 

Mr. Paul Owens of the 
Shelby County Planning 
Commission told the Reporter 
that the petition with the 25 
voters’ names has been filed 
with Judge Fowler, and that he 
feels sure that a special election 
will be called in January 1974. 
He adds that the commission 
will be available to answer any 
question concerning the 
proposed zoning of Beat 12 at 
the Friday night meeting at 
Indian Springs. 

Owens explains that the 
commission has already

The school program 
motes and provides for the best 
possible development of each 
child, mentally, socially, phy- 
sically and emotionally 
through a balanced program of 
educational experiences. 

A self-study by the faculty 
is one of the difficult parts of 
the accreditation process. Mrs. 
Eleanor Lewis and Mrs. Re- 
becca Draper have served as co 
chairman of the self study 
committee. 

Mrs. Jeter said that accredi- 
tation means a “more reward- 
ing experience for teachers. 
With a reduced load they don’t 
have the frustration of not 
being able to meet the needs of 
the children. Teachers tell me 
it is also more rewarding to see 
how the child blooms when he 
can have more of the teacher's 
time.”

Continued from page | 
planned out a proposed zoning 
map so that the voters will 
know exactly what they are 
voting for this time. The 
master plan was arrived upon 
after considering present 
structures, known future 
developements, and the 
features of the land. 

Any present structures not 
fitting into zoning plans will 
not be affected. They are not 
required to relocate. However, 
the zoning will prohibit any 
future buildings not approved 
in the master plan. If the plan 
is passed, house trailers can 
remain where they are 
indefinitely; future mobile 
homes will be permitted only 
on one-acre lots in agricultural 
districts surrounding Oak 
Mountain Park. Although there 
are two land sizes in residential 
zones in the commission’s 
proposed plan, there are no 
regulations controlling house 
sizes or price range. 

Mr. Owens states that he 
thinks the reason the zoning 
attempt failed previously was 
because it was not understood. 
This time the planning 
commission has the answers to 
most of the questions of the 
voters, “We have planned for 
apartments, light industry, 
offices and institutions, as well 
as agricultural and . business 
districts.” He adds that if the 
zoning plan is passed despite 
certain land owners’ wishes, 
they can only take the 
commission to court 
satisfaction. In any case, the 
commission does leave the 
master plan open for future 
changes. 

Under the proposed plan, 
some light industry will be 
permitted at the junction of 
Valleydale Road and Highway 
31, with considerable acreage 
for office and institutional use 
in the area around Indian 
Springs. An as yet undeveloped 
special area will be located in 
an area bordering Valleydale 
Road, Highway 280, and the 
county line. The rest of the 
beat will be zoned primarily 
for residential and agricultural 
areas, 

Owens remarked that 
zoning is opposed because 
‘people don’t want anyone 
telling them what to do with 
their own land. But without 
zoning, they can’t control what 
their neighbor does with his 
land.”

neighborhood service station. 
He said that station operators 
would not be able to take 
money out of their own 
pockets to pay the excise on 
gasoline and still be able to 
extend credit. 


Independent Stations 
An example of an 
independent operation in 
Honeycutt Service station 
located on highway 31 north 
of Pelham. Morris and Cathy 
Honeycutt run the business. 
They say a Sunday closing will 
hurt them financially, and 
would make it nearly 

impossible to show a profit. 


Morris Honeycutt explained 
that at one time stations sold 
potato chips, beer, gifts and 
trinkets on the side as a 
novelty. Now it is the gasoline 
that is a novelty and the side 
products that bring in the 
profit. 


Honeycutt estimates that 
between 40 and 80 percent of 
his customers are Brimingham 
commuters and that at least 
ten percent of them live in 
Chilton County. 


Farmers 
Clyde Wyatt who operates 
the Harpersville Co-op cotton 
gin told the Reporter that at 
the present time all the farmers 
are able to buy enough fuel to 
harvest their cotton and 
soybeans, bush hog the stalks 

and spread fertilizer. 


Harold McCranie who raises 
cotton in the Harpersville area 
said that he hasn’t had to stop 
any of his machines because of 
a fuel shortage. McCranie 
stated that he has been able to 
buy 95 percent of the amount 
of fuel he purchased last year, 
but that the distributors can’t 
make any, promises as to how 
long they can continue to do 
so. 


John Jones of the Shelby 
County Extension Service told

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Young girls in jail 
need night matron 


We have come a long way in the last year in giving 
vid, counseling and care to juveniles in trouble. 

No longer are the child welfare workers of the 
Department of Pensions and Securities the only persons 
qualified to work with such youngsters, 

The county employs a juvenile court probation 
officer, Alabaster administers a county-wide counseling 
program with funds from the Law Enforcement Protection 
Agency. 

Usually these qualified persons can make 
arrangements for the care of juveniles without having to 
resort to holding them in jail. Occasionally, however, as 
happened last week, circumstances make it impossible to 
find immediate solutions, and two young girls, age 14 and 
15, had to spend the night in the county jail. 

We need to extend our juvenile care one step further 
and provide that when this happens, a matron be on duty at 
the jail around the clock, 

The county has four matrons on the payroll, and they 
are paid in the classification of Clerk-steno HI on the State 
Trooper pay scale, Justification for this pay scale, which is 
much higher than the county's scale for clerk-typists, is that 
the women are in a more dangerous position, and that they 
are needed when women prisoners are arrested. 

However, they are assigned daytime hours, and none 


were on duty at night last week when the young girls were 
in juil, Granted, the pressure of their secretarial duties is 
heavy, but there are two more matrons now than there 
vere a year ago, All of them have qualities of compassion, 
kindness and understanding which makes them well 
qualified for the role of matrons, 


If there is no way one of them can be assigned to 
night duty on the rare occasions when young girls are in 
jai, perhaps an additional person could be hired for special 
duty, Last week there was-an unfilled deputy position open. 
and possibly that salary could have been transferred to 
special needs. 

No jail is a good place to confine a juvenile. The 
Shelby County jail, built 20 years ago with what was 
considered at the time the best possible planning, can 
isolate categories of prisoners, but cannot eliminate voice 
contact among prisoners, 

At any given time, the county jail may have several 
prisoners who should be in the state prison, but cannot go 
there, because of overcrowding. This means that a juvenile 
is placed in what could be a terrifying atmosphere. When a 
young girl winds up in jail, she is usually mature beyond her 
years, and has often been buffeted, used and abused by 
jamily and society 

We think that the county is now in a position to 
provide at the very minimum a matron around the clock on 
such occasions, to provide a touch of kindness, moral 
support, and to offer aid for personal needs, while the 
juvenile workers are finding permanent arrangements to 
EN eo sucssidton SE MMS.

Alabama judges - - 


Over 50% are not trained in law 


Editor’s Note - On December 
18, Alabama voters will ballot 
on a proposed new judicial 
section for the state’s 1901 
Constitution, The proposition 
is Amendment Number 2 in 
the Constitutional Amendment 
Election of December 18, In 
the following article, the 
second in a series of three, 
State Chief Justice Howell 
Heflin details how Amendment 
Number 2 will affect the 
average Alabama citizen, 


Amendment Number 2, the 
proposed new Judicial Article 
for Alabama’s 1901] 
Constitution, would require 
that all state judges be trained 
in the law, create a uniform 
structure for state courts, 
establish canons of ethics and 
disciplinary procedures for all 
judges and provide the 
machinery to remove many 
technicalities which cause 
delays and congestion in the 
court process. 


Today over half of the 
judges in Alabama are not 
trained in the law. “It would 
be unthinkable to allow a 
football game to be refereed by 
an official who didn't know 
the rules of the game,” says 
Chief Justice Howell Heflin, 
“vet in the game of justice 
where the rights of liberty and 
property are involyed we have 
allowed for too long untrained 
judges who do not know the

The most persistent critic 
of the President's overoptim- 
ism has been Secretary of the 
Treasury George Shultz, who 
has carefully confined his 
warnings to the privacy of the 
White House.

It would provide for a 
unified and uniform court 
system. All courts at the 


various levels would operate by 
the sume rules and regulations. 
“In other words” says Heflin, 


“if you are arrested in Jackson 
County for an offense and in 
Baldwin County for the Same 


offense, you would be treated 
the same in each county in 
regard to the jurisdiction, 


practice and procedure of the 
courts.” There are currently 81 
different county courts and 


some 330 municipal or city 
courts in Alabama and each 
one seems to operate 
differently, the chief justice 
stresses. 


“The public is tired of cases 
having to be retried or disposed 
of on technicalities. The 
average citizen asks why do so 
many criminals go free because 
of these trial technicalities. 
Here, our system is at fault. 
Amendment Number 2 would 
allow the State Supreme Court 
the authority to make simple 
and direct rules which would 
do away with many of these 
technicalities,” Heflin said. 


“I need only mention the 
words “quickie divorce’ to 
indicate some of the ills of the 


past and that Alabama has had 
its share of judges who were 
guilty of misconduct in office. 
Amendment Number 2 
provides for a disciplinary 
procedure for judges and also 
provides for mandatory ethics 
rules for the state judiciary,” 
the chief justice said. 


Heflin says that with new 
streamlined procedures, he 
thinks that much waste of 
citizens’ time as jurors and 
witnesses will be eliminated. 


Heflin says that there must 
be a realization that the court 
system belongs to the people 
and that it is a service medium 
for the people. “Our courts do 
not belong to the judges and 
lawyers and this realization 
must be paramount if we are to 
continue to make progress and 
we must provide ways to better 
serve the public. I think that 
the new court structure 
provided under Amendment 2 
will help us go a long way 
toward this goal,” he said. 


The chief justice points out 
that regardless of how large or 
small a case may be, it is 
important to the people 
involved and should receive 
first class treatment. “The poor 
man should receive the same 
kind of justice as the rich 
man,”” Heflin stresses. 


The proposed article 
would provide for better 
treatment of young people of 
the state in the courts. Juvenile 


justice would be improved and 
juvenile courts would be 
uniform throughout the state. 


The chief justice points out 
that another way the average 
citizen will benefit with the 
new court structure is with the 
establishment of small claims 
divisions of the court whereby 
individual litigants would be 
able to handle their own cases 
without the necessity of 
employing lawyers. 


“You know there has been 
some talk that this proposal 
might cost more money,” 
Heflin said. “However, our 
calculations are that with the 
savings which will result from 
the consolidation of courts, 
uniform procedures and 
uniform records, a total savings 
of tax dollars should result, but 
even if there were to be 
additional costs, it would be 
spent toward improving a 
service for the people and that 
is where the tax dollar should 
be spent. Today, our courts in 
Alabama receive less that 
one-half of one percent of the 
total state budget,”’ he said. 
“More money,” the chief 
justice says, “is appropriated 
the State Forestry Commission 
than to the entire state court 
system and the Game and Fish 
Division of the Conservation 
Department gets only slightly 
less than the courts.”

Power Shift: The energy 
crisis will mean more to 
Americans than just lower- 
ing our thermostats and 
slowing down our Cars. 

State Department planners 
are now quietly warning that 
the energy crisis may cause a 
vast shift in the world’s 
power structure. The oil-rich 
nations, they fear, may 
replace the United States as 
the world’s dominant eco- 
nomic force. 

The Arabs demonstrated 
their new power by cutting 
back on the flow of black 
gold to the West. Even if 
peace comes to the Middle 
East, it won't necessarily 
mean an end to the oil extor- 
tion. The worldwide response 
to the oil embargo taught the 
Arabs that they could gain 
enormous political and eco- 
nomic profits by using oil as 
a weapon. 

To fight the continuing oil 
blackmail, U.S. policy- 
makers are examining possi- 
ble countermeasures. A mili- 
tary takeover of the Arab oil 
fields is considered impracti- 
cal. Secret studies show that 
the oil wells, pipelines and 


tankers are far too vulnera- 
ble to sabotage and interdic- 
tion. 

But military force could be 
used to impose a counlerem- 
bargo on the Arab oil states. 
The Arab nations need 
agricultural and manufac- 
tured goods as much as the 
West needs oil. A total sea 
and air blockade would be 
d‘‘ficult, but possible, for the 
United States to impose. A 
counterembargo is unlikely, 
however, unless the situation 
becomes desperate. 

The National Security 
Council has decided that the 
best strategy is simple, quiet, 
diplomatic negotiation. 

Ford's Future; Vice Presi- 
dential nominee Gerald Ford 
has promised not to use the 
vice presidency as a 
springboard for the White 
House. But behind the scenes, 
Ford has been huddling with 
Republican leaders about his 
political future. 

They have told him that he 
is their best hope to avert a 
Republican debacle next 
year. The Watergate scan- 
dals, they fear, have damag- 
ed President Nixon beyond 
political repair. The Presi- 
dent has become such a polit- 


ical albatross that they hope 
to keep his name out of the 
1974 campaign. 

Republican leaders have 
told Ford, therefore, that they 
would like to make him 
rather than Nixon, the front 
man for the party. He has an 
open, honest quality that they 
believe will help restore the 
faith of the voters in the Re- 
publican party. Their strate- 
gy will be to feature Ford and 
to stress his homey virtues. 
They think he will inspire 


.trust to counteract President 


Nixon’s abuse of the public 
trust. 

Ford has agreed to lead the 
Republican crusade in 1974. 
There's only one hitch. He has 
always been a Nixon man. 
The President places a high 
premium on loyalty and ex- 
pects Ford to defend him. But 
the more Ford defends Nixon, 
the more Ford will smear 
himself with the Watergate 
taint. 

As the 1974 elections get 
closer, I predict, Ford will 
talk more about the Repub- 
lican candidates and less 
about the President. This will 
build strong support for his 
own presidential candidacy. 
By 1976, I predict, Gerald 


Ford will be the strongest Re-. 


publican contender. 


Jail, court building 
top expansion plans ,

Sever al events of significance about the business of 
Shelby County may be of interest, 

The County Commission has visited spots in 
Birmingham, Montgomery, and Atlanta to interview 
architects and to look at county jails, preparatory to 
commencing a jail construction program for Shelby County 
in 1974, Prospects for rapid growth indicate a need to give 
careful planning to the design of the jail. Certainty of need 
to expand gives importance to the question of location, The 
present inadequacy of court room facilities has caused the 
County Commission to give some thought to the 
construction of a judicial building at the time the jail is 
constructed, The old jail will be remodeled into a suitable 
office area to provide for badly needed expansion of several 
of the public offices. 

The computer, installed in October, is now in full 
operation. William Williams is computer programer and 
Margaret Holcombe and Glenda Bonine are operating the 
card punching machines. The County Commission has 
assigned Bob Merrill, Administrative Assistant 
responsibility for the computer operation. 

At this time the exceedingly crowded volumes of 
voter registration records are being fed into the computer. 
These records will be ready for the primary election next 
May. Work will commence at an early date to place 
1973-74 records of motor vehicle taxes and licenses on the 
computer. The computer will provide a print out of all 
motor vehicle assessment receipts for 1974-75. The sale of 
motor vehicle tags next fall should be considerably 
improved. Officials hope that citizens will be spared 
standing in long lines and hours of waiting. Beginning next 
fall it will no longer be possible to reserve special tag 
number for particular persons. Motor vehicle tags will be 
sold in sequence. Mail orders will still be served however. 

Sale of automobile tags by November 15 increased 
from 17,500 in 1972 to 19,380 in 1973, a net gain of 1,880 
tags sold. Pick up truck tags sold by November 15 were 
5,947, a gain of 691 tags over last year, That 2,571 car and 
pick up truck tags were sold this year over last year shows, 
to some extent, the growth of Shelby County.

With a political campaign just around the corner, 
Gov. George C. Wallace appears determined not to let a 
continuing investigation into a Highway Department 
scandal touch him personally. 

If his brother Gerald is connected with the scandal, 
then he will have to.take his lumps like anyone else 
involved in wrongdoing. 

Without naming names, Gov, Wallace told the press 
last week that “anyone” found guilty of wrongdoing would 
be punished to the full extent of the law, and he pledged 
again and again the fullest cooperation of his office in the 
investigation, 


The scandal involved a dummy firm set up to handle 


fake purchases of machinery parts. It was all a “paper” 
operation and the take is reportedly well over $1 million 
although only $94,000 has been mentioned officially thus 
far. 

The Montgomery Advertiser’s crusading editor and 
publisher, Harold E. Martin, has reported that Wallace's 
brother Gerald, assistant Finance Director Richard Stone 
and State Purchasing Agent Howard White are involved in 
the operation. 

The younger Wallace has denied any connection with 
the scheme. He was a close friend of Bob Stapp, the 
Birmingham businessman who set up the operation, but 
says he was not connected with Stapp in any business. 

Brother Gerald’s operations and associations have 
been an embarassment to the governor in times past, but he 
has never been indicted or charged with any wrongdoing. 

His tax records were under investigation, and it has 
been charged that the governor “made a deal” with 
President Nixon on a plane flight from Mobile to 
Birmingham in 1970. It was said that Wallace would give 
Nixon tacit support in return for the IRS dropping its 
investigation. 

The investigation was dropped, but the Governor has 
vehemently denied making any deal with the President. He 
said that on the plane flight were some other governors and 


that he was never alone with the President during the entire’ 


visit. 

Wallace is zealously guarding the image he has built 
for honest government, especially in view of the charges 
already fired off by candidate Sen, Gene McLain that the 
Highway Department revelations thus far is “just the tip of 
an iceberg.” 

McLain will lean heavily on the administrative 
inaction during the 1972 presidential campaign and in the 
1968 campaign and any hint of corruption, waste, 
inefficiency or political skulduggery would play perfectl 
into his hands. P 

Wallace has laid down the law to his cabinet and 
other top echelon folks and if anyone is guilty of 
wrongdoing, he or she faces probably swifter and more 
devastating gubernatorial action than ever before. 

Reports are that the Highway Department 
investigation will topple some pretty high-ranking 
people--both Wallace appointees and career state employes 

It will be interesting to see how well the governor will 
be able to disassociate himself from the wrongdoers and th 
extent of the punishment meted out to those who are 
indicted and found guilty.

But no other group of 
consumers receives as much 
protection as the hospital 
patient, according to Chester 
M. Black, Administrator of 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

Mr. Black said, “No other 
industry is required to undergo 
inspection from such a vast 
number of local, state, and 
federal agencies. Information 
obtained in a recent survey 
tends to prove that hospitals 
are by no means the closed 
-door businesses that some 
persons would have the public 
believe.” 

Among groups that 
regularly inspect or survey

Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals, which evaluates 
the quality of patient care asa 
prerequisite to accreditation;

Chester Black, 
Administrator, estimates that 
more than ten different 
governmental and _ private 
agencies have monitored his 
hospital at one time or 
another. 

The Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals 
conducts what is probably the 
most demanding survey of all.

Ross said the liner system is 
designed to enable the Golden 
Lifesaver to continue providing 
normal service after a 
puncture. No additional repairs 
are required under ordinary 
circumstances, he added. 

“Goodrich tests show there 
is virtually no loss of air from 
the Golden Lifesaver when a 
puncture- causing object enters 
or is removed from the tire’s 
air chamber,” according to 
Ross. “After the removal of 
the object, the tire seals itself.” 

Ross also pointed out that 
the system has the capability 
to accommodate itself to 
various types of punctures. He 
said the system has functioned 
perfectly in Company tests in 
which the tire was punctured 
by a projectile from a .22 
caliber cartridge.

Hill calls for new teacher policies

In a specially- called teach- 
ers’ meeting the teachers of 
Shelby County met to revise 
and update their Policy Book 
on Thursday, December 6, in 
the Shelby County High 
School gym. In the afternoon 
general meeting, school 
superintendent Elvin Hill 
stated that “Some of our 
policies are so antiquated, 
there are laws that counteract 
them.” 

Hill called the special 
meeting at the request of the 
state board of education. Hill 
told the teachers that a new

policy manual must be 
completed and in the hands of 
every teacher by September 
1974. The superintendent had 
divided the faculty members 
into 25 groups to discuss the 
different areas covered by the 
present manual. Each group 
met separately to come up 
with recommendations for 
needed changes. 

After a discussion period of 
nearly two hours, the leader of 
each group had a reporter file 
their written recommendations 
with Mr. Hill. The

Fuel shortage hits 


area school buses 


By Willard Harrison 

School buses without gas? 
That’s the way the situation is 
shaping up in Shelby County. 
In the past 30 days nearly 
every school in the county has 
been temporarily short of 
gasoline, according to Sherrell 
McClure, administrative 
assistant to the superintendent 
of education. 

During the past week or so 
the problem has become more 
troublesome. While there is no 
complete drought of gas in 
sight for the school buses, six 
schools in the county 
experienced short dry spells 
without gas. Without the gas 
from the school board’s private 
supplier, bus drivers were 


forced to fill their tanks at 
service stations. 

McClure says that by this 
method gas is available, at least 
for the present. However, 
buying it from filling stations 
creates a load of extra 
paperwork. Until Congress 
passes some sort of fuel 
measure, he said the problem 
in county school will be 
aggravating rather than 
frightening. 

If the county or regular 
retailers run out of gas, the 
problem would be extremely 
critical since buses transport 85 
percent of Shelby County 
shcool children. Without fuel 
for buses, the school system

Doug Kent, a prominent 


dairyman from Siluria, was the 
featured speaker. He began by 
saying that for too many years 
the public has had the wrong 
image of the farmer. Even to- 
day a public stereotype exists 
of an overalled yokel with a 
mule and a plow tilling a small 
plot of ground, he said. The 
truth is that today farming - 
and dairying - is a big business. 

Kent continued that even 
during the early 50’s an average 
capitol investment for a farm 
would be $5,000. Now a farm- 
er will easily sink $100,000 in 
a farming operation, buying 
much equipment that will 
stand idle nine months out of 
the year. 

The dairyman went on to 
say that 1973 was a trying year 


for the dairy business. Bad 
weather, high feed prices and 
the “4etoherta Neecamed wy 
to jrurt the nation’s agriculture 


For exaniple, he stated that 
liquid nitrogen cost $76 in Sep 
tember. It 
price to $112 a ton today. A 
bushel of Blue Boy wheat cost 
$3.50 in 1971 and has risen to 
$22 a bushel today. 13-13-13 
fertilizer that $14 in 
1971 would sell for $95 today 
ii you could get it 

The country is losing 
dairymen at a fantastic rate, 
Kent said. Through October, 
the state of Ohio has been 
losing an average of 22 dairy- 
men a month. Getting closer to 
home, there were 96 daries lo- 
cated in Shelby County in 
1957. There are only 26 left 
now, 

Mr. Kent explained that 
milk production has not de- 
creased because the remaining 
dairies have increased in size 
and number of cows. He said 
that a few years ago his dairy 
had 80-100 cows. Now he has 
200 animals. 

Because of the rising cost of 
feed for his cows, Kent says he

consider zoning laws

Nearly 200 people showed 
up al a meeting concerning the 
zoning of Beat 12, The voters 
of that area heard the pros and 
cons of zoning in the assembly 
held in the Indian Springs 
School gym on Friday night, 
December 7 

Land owners present at the 
meeting learned how the beat 
was tentatively zoned by the 
Shelby County Planning Com- 
mission, plus when the election 
is expected to be held and ex- 
actly what they will be voting 
for at that time 

According to Mr. Bill Pitt- 
man, chairman of the mecting 
and president of the Indian 
Springs Civic Club, 35 voters 
have signed the petition which 
was filed with Probate Judge 
Conrad Fowler on noon Dec- 
ember 7. They are hoping that 
the judge will validate the pro- 
posed election date, January 
19, 1974. 

The election would be held 
to determine whether the vot- 
ers of Beat 12 agree to let the 
planning commission have jur- 
isdiction to zone, according to 
county planning director Paul 
Yeager, Jr. Yeager explained 
each category zone pro- 
posed on the map, listing what 
structures would be allowed in 
each area. He added that the 
lines on the map of Beat | 2 are 
not final, but are based loosely 


ol 


on the small sections in the 
area 

Yeager stated that the final 
zoning lines for each area de- 
signated will be arrived upon in 
public hearings held after the 
election, if the vote is for 
zoning. Even then the land 
zoned will not necessarily re- 
main in the same category per- 
manently. He said that the A-1 
agricultural zones and the O-1 
business -industry sections are 
almost sure to be rezoned in 
the future. More light industry 
zones (M-1) could be set up in 
the future also 

The special district in the 
beat is set aside for develop- 
ment by Fletcher Properties, 
for specific plans already in the 
works. Other special districts 
could be designated later for 
such non- desirables as airports, 
cemeteries, drive-in theatres, 
and other properties not want- 
ed in residential areas. 

Mr. Yeager told the assemb- 
ly that the commission has 
made every attempt to co- 
operate with landowners. Now 
non- conforming structures al- 
ready built on zoned land will 
be allowed to be rebuilt after 
damage by wind and weather. 
Also no attempt has been made 
to regulate horses or any other 
animals. Yeager adds that land- 
owners on the borders of an- 
other zone will probably be al- 
lowed to choose the zone in 
which they prefer to be lo-

cated. Moreover, any con- 
struction stated will be allowed 
to be completed if the election 
passes zoning. 

State representative Tom 
Stubbs told the meeting several 
things that zoning will not pro- 
hibit. According to state law, 
zoning commissions are not al- 
lowed to obstruct or prohibit 
the quarrying or mining opera- 
tion of coal, limestone, or 
other minerals. Stubbs received 
applause when he said that he 
planned to introduce a bill to 
amend the law so that it would 
restrict quarrying and mining 
in a residential zone. 

There was some protest 
from residents of the area to be 
zoned R-5 for apartment com- 
plexes. One speaker stated that 
the “damage is already done.” 
He wanted the commission to 
zone the area otherwise to “nip 
it (apartments) in the bud.” 
Another resident of that sec- 
tion stated that traffic, conges- 
tion, and other ill effects are 
being felt from apartments al- 
ready there. “If you don’t vote 
for zoning, it could happen in 
your neighborhood,” she con- 
cluded. 

Bill Bondorico of the Bir- 
mingham Regional Planning 
Commission stated that this 
group sees Shelby County as 
the biggest growth area in the 
metropolitan area and in the 


state. He forsees tremendous 
growth in the next twenty 
years. “Uncontrolled growth 


on the land can be a disaster,” 
he warned. “But with adequate 
zoning, property values can be 
retained.” 

Planning Director Yeager 
told the people that the com- 
plete text of the ordinance will 
appear in the Shelby County 
Reporter before the election. If 
the measure is passed, public 
hearings to determine the act- 
ual boundaries of each zone 
will be announced also. 

Officials at the meeting also 
urged prospective voters to reg- 
ister to vote in the election 
with county registrars in the 
back of the school gym. During 
the meeting a number of con- 
cerned landowners signed up at 
the registrars’ table

Hog producers favor No. 1 


Next Tuesday, December 
18, Alabama voters will vote 
on eleven proposed constitu- 
tional amendments. Two con- 
cern the state at large, while 
the remainder deal with indivi- 
dual counties around the state. 
Amendments One and Two are 
of statewide interest. 

Number One deals with pro- 
moting the swine industry, 
while Number Two is designed 
to streamline the state’s judi- 
cial system. 

Amendment One provides 
for the promotion of the state 
swine industry “by research, 
education, advertising, and 
other methods”. It provides for 
a referendum wherein swine 
producers will vote on assessing 
themselves a voluntary fee of 
five cents on each market hog 
and three cents on each feeder 
pig sold. 

Hoyt Blalock, Wilsonville, 
hog producer and member of 
the Shelby County Commis- 
sion, feels that Amendment 
One will be beneficial to every- 
one in the state. He points out 
that it is endorsed by the state 
Farm Bureau and the majority 
of swine producers.

-New amendments 


briefly summarized 


1. Authorizes the Legislature to provide for 
promotion, research, marketing, etc. in connection with 
sale of swine and swine products. 

2. Creates the Judicial Department of the State and 
prescribes powers, duties and functions of all courts. It 
includes qualifications of all judicial prosecuting and 
administrative officers. Further, it repeals Article VI of the 
Constitution of Alabama and amendments thereto. (Note: 
This amendment is sponsored by the Citizens Committee 
for Judicial Reform and The Alabama Bar Association.) 

3. Authorizes the levy of a special district school tax 
not exceeding one dollar on each one hundred dollars of 
taxable property in the town of Hamilton (Marion County). 
Local referendum required. 

4. Authorizes the Legislature by general, private, 
special or local laws to form a public corporation in Marion 
and Lamar Counties and all municipalities therein for the 
development of the Buttahatchee River and its tributaries 
and watershed, for the purpose of navigation, water 
conservation, irrigation, flood control, industrial 
development, recreation and related purposes. 

5. Authorizes the governing body of each 
municipality in Cleburne County, without an election, to 
promote industrial development, to lend its credit, to issue 
and sell securities, and to levy and collect a special ad 
valorem tax not to exceed two percent on the value of all 
taxable property within the county. No local referendum 
required. 

6. Authorizes the Legislature to consolidate county 
offices in Morgan County. 

7. Authorizes the Legislature to fix and regulate the 
costs and charges of courts and to fix the compensation of 
county officers in Celburne County. Local referendum 
required. 

8. Authorizes the Legislature to fix and regulate the 
costs and charges of courts and to fix the compensation of 
county officers in Bibb County. Local referendum required. 

9. Authorizes the levy and collection of a special 
property tax not exceeding ten mills and the issuance and 
sale of bonds in Tuscaloosa County for development of 
parks and recreation areas. Local referendum required. 

10. Creates a Madison County Judicial Commission 
for the purpose of nominating to the governor a person to 
fill any vacancy in the office of Circuit Judge. 

11, Authorizes the levy and collection of five mill 
district school tax in Calhoun County. Local referendum 
required in each district.

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Amendment No. 2 affects lower courts 


Editor’s Note - On Decem- 
ber 18 Alabama voters decide 
the fate of a proposed new ju- 
dicial section for the state's 
1901 Constitution. The pro- 
position is Amendment Num- 
ber 2 on the ballot and in the 
following article State Chief 
Justice Howell Heflin answers 
questions pertaining to the new 
Judicial Article. 


Earlier this year the Ala- 
bama Legislature by an over- 
whelming vote of over 4-1, 
approved and sent to the voters 
of Alabama a constitutional 
amendment which will revamp 
and modernize the state’s court 
system. 

The primary spokesman for 
upgrading Alabama’s court 
system today is State Chief 
Justice Howell Heflin. In the 
following interview, the chief 
justice answers vital questions 
about Amendment Number 2. 

QUESTION - Mr. Chief 
Justice, one thing which hasn't 
been discussed is how this 
amendment will affect children 
who are forced into court. Just 
how will our children fare 
under the proposals of the new 
fudicial Article? 

HEFLIN - Innocent children 
are now the victims of 
Alabama's maze of courts. Kids 
in trouble get into more 
trouble. Family squabbles, 
divorces and domestic relations 
sometimes snowball in several 
different courts at the same 
time. If Amendment No. 2 is 
approved we will be able to 
combat juvenile crime and 
problems by making possible 
the handling of vital family 
problems by making possible 
the handling of vital family 
problems uniformly 
throughout the state with 
concern and understanding 


through special family court 
divisions. 

QUES 'TLON If 
Amendment No. 2 is approved, 
who will be in charge of 
Alabama’s court system? 

HEFLIN - | suppose that 
Alabama’s court system is the 
only organization in the state 
which does not have a 
president and a board of 
directors over all of its 
members. The proposed new 
judicial amendment would 
make the nine- member State 
Supreme Court more-or- less a 
board of directors for the court 
system and it would be the 
duty of this body to make the 
rules of procedure and 
administration to bring about 
efficiency and economy in the 
operation of our courts. The 
chief justice would serve as the 
chief administrative officer to 
carry out the will of the 
Alabama Supreme Court, 
which has nine justices, all who 
would be elected by the 
people. In addition, there is the 
safeguard that any rule made 
by the State Supreme Court 
could be repealed by a 
statewide act of the legislature. 

QUESTION - Under the 
judicial amendment would all 
judges still be elected? 

HEFLIN - Yes. The election 
of judges as it exists today 
would be retained under 
Amendment No. 2. 

QUESTION - How would 
the new proposal alter the 
present structure of state 
courts? 

HEFLIN - Let me answer 
that by listing the present 
structure and detail the 
changes which would occur at 
each level. 

Alabama Supreme Court - 
No major change. 

Intermediate Appellate 


Courts (Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals and Alabama 
Court of Civil Appeals) - No 
major change. 

State Circuit Courts (37 in 
number) - No major change. 

County Courts - Today 
there are 81 different county 
courts in Alabama bearing 
many different names and this 
number does not include the 
67 Probate Courts. There is 
currently a total lack of 
uniformity in these courts and 
the practice, procedure and 
jurisdiction varies in each 
court. Under the new proposal 
these courts would be 
abolished and a new District 
Court would be established, 
probably in each county, 
which would be uniform 
throughout the state in 
jurisdiction, practice and 
procedure. 

Municipal Courts - Under 
Amendment No. 2, cities and 
towns would be allowed to 
retain these courts, but the 
courts would be required to 


have judges trained in the law, 
and these judges would be 
subject to the ethics and 
disciplinary procedures set out 
in the Judicial Article. They 
would still be appointed but 
would serve for fixed terms of 
office. These courts would also 
be subject to the 
administration and rules of the 
unified court system and their 
jurisdiction would be limited 
to violations of city 
ordinances. 


Cities may, if they desire, 
elect to abolish their city or 
municipal courts and come 
under the jurisdiction of the 
District Courts. If this is done, 
the district court would be 
required to hold court in all 
municipalities of 1,000 


population or more or what 
other place the legislature 
might dictate. Should towns 
smaller than 1,000 population 
decide to come under the 
District Court, judgement 
clerks or offices could be 
created to accept fines from 
persons who do not wish to 
contest charges in court. 

One of the purposes of the 
proposed amendment is to 
make the courts more 
accessible to the people, Under 
no circumstance will citizens 
be forced to travel great 
distances to pay traffic fines. 

The article also allows 
judges of municipal courts to 
serve more than one court and 
allows for part-time judges so 
that persons trained in the law 
would be available for these 
judgeship positions. 


QUESTION - Would cities 
retain the revenues from fines 
should they opt to come under 
the District Court? 


HEFLIN - Yes. If a city 
retains its municipal court, 
then, of course, it would get 
this revenue. Under 
Amendment No. 2 there is a 
requirement that in the event a 
city abolishes its municipal 
court, it shall continue to 
receive the revenue from fines, 
court costs, and forfeitures 
from the District Court in 
accordance with 
apportionment laws passed by 
the legislature. 

QUESTION - There has 
been talk that this would make 
state courts similar to the 
federal courts. Is this true? 

HEFLIN - Absolutely not. 
Federal judges are appointed 
for life terms. Alabama will 
continue to have judges elected 


“by the people for fixed six-year 


terms in office. 


Pentagon, Viet Nam gets oil supply 


Oil Embargo Fallout: Presi- 
dent Nixon's chief economic 
adviser, Herbert Stein, has 
stated publicly that the na- 
tion’s unemployment rate will 
rise close to six per cent if the 
Arab oil embargo continues. 


This is far more optimistic 
than the private estimates, 
which have been placed on 
the President's desk. The 
most accurale estimates, in 
the past, have come from the 
Treasury Department. The 
Treasury's experts warn that 
unemployment may rise to 
eight per cent by 1975 and 12 
per cent by 1976. 


The economic fallout from 
such massive unemployment 
would produce a severe 
recession. As factories were 
forced to shut down and peo- 
ple were thrown out of work, 
Americans everywhere 
would become uneasy about 
their job prospects. This 
would cause them to hold off 


purchases as a hedge against . 


possible income loss. The 
result would be a drastic drop 
in sales of durable goods, 
such as automobiles and ap- 
pliances. 

There is one favorable fac- 
tor that could prevent a 
serious recession. The search 
for new sources of energy 
will require a massive 
government investment. The 


money that the government 
spends to develop solar ener- 
gy and squeeze oil out of 
shale should counteract the 
downslide. 


The state of the economy, 
in other words, will depend 
upon the President's policies. 
Economic dislocations are 
almost certain. But a reces- 
sion isn't necessarily inevita- 
ble. 


Meanwhile, the nation is 
still suffering from such 
soaring inflation that the 
Treasury Department is 
thinking about re-issuing $2 
bills. They would be worth 
just about what $1 bills used 
to buy. 

Vietnam Oil Priority; We 
not only invested men, money 
and our national honor in 
South Vietnam. We also in- 
vested billions of barrels of 
oil. We provided the fuel not 
only for our own war 
machine but also for South 
Vietnam's armed forces. 

Now we face a critical oil 
shortage. Yet we are still 
shipping thousands of barrels 
each month to the Saigon 
regime. In fact, the amount 
of oil we sent to Vietnam has 
dropped only moderately 
since the end of our military 
presence there. 

At the height of our bomb- 
ing last January, for exam- 


ple, we shipped 995,000 bar- 
rels to Saigon. In August, 
long after our withdrawal, 
we sent 681,000 barrels. 
These are the latest figures 
available in Washington. 

Meanwhile, the South Viet- 
namese have been hit by a 
critical oil emergency. Their 
reserves were reduced by 50 
per cent after a Viet Cong 
rocket attack on a Shell Oil 
facility. The South Viet- 
namese need oil desperately 
to meet a threatened North 
Vietnamese offensive, which 
could determine the fate of 
that war-ravished little 
country, 


It will take bigger oil ship- 
ments, literally siphoned out 
of the gas tanks of American 
civilians to keep the South 
Vietnamese army and air 
force going. 

Nearly a year after the 
Vietnam truce, we are still 
being drained by the Saigon 
government. 

Fuel Czar; The government 
official who decides how the 
national fuel supplies will be 
divided up is a retired ad- 
miral named Eli Reich. He 
took the job a few weeks ago, 
and his first major decision 
was to give the Pentagon top 
priority for petroleum. 

Subsequently, the military 
commandeered nearly 20 


million gallons of fuel origi- 
nally intended for civilian 
use. Now the Pentagon has 
started a publicity campaign 
to convince civilian motorists 
that their empty gas tanks 
ought to be regarded as a 
patriotic sacrifice. 

The truth is that the brass 
hats waste millions of gallons 
of precious fuel every year. 
Now that they are faced with 
a genuine crisis, they simply 
can't seem to bring them- 
selves to change their 
lifestyles. 

Not long ago, for example, 
the brass hats filed into Phil- 
adelphia for the annual 
Army-Navy game. The public 
was told that the military 
spectators paid for their own 
transportation. The Secretar 
of the Army, it was reported, 
arranged a train to the tradi- 
tional game, and most of the 
passengers purchased their 
own tickets. 

But here's the part the 
public was not told. Every 


year, the Army arranges to - 


hold a “Commanders Con- 
ference” during the week of 
the big game.

Wallace, committee 


prepare for fight 


Time is closing in on George Wallace regarding the 
State Democratic Executive Committee, which will meet in 
January to lay ground rules for the 1974 primaries. 


To go back a bit, the Committee all but wrote 
Wallace out of the party in 1970, because of his third party 
activities in 1968, That action was taken at the behest of 
the National Democratic Party and to save Alabama 
patronage and party control for the loyalist faction. 


The committee enlarged itself to 106 members 
instead of 72, and all of the 34 new members were hand 
picked by the committee to give the loyalists even firmer 
control, They had won a majority of the 72 seats in 1966 
when Wallace scornfully ignored the committee elections 
during Lurleen’s primary, 


In the 1970 gubernatorial race, Wallace boasted that 
he was going to turn the committee upside down once he 


was elected governor. But it was an idle boast because the | 


executive comm ittee controls itself and the loyalists, not 
the governor, had the majority. 


In 1972, of course, Wallace came back into the 
National Party fold and now commands a great deal of 
attention from the Democratic NATIONAL Committee. 
But he lacks control of his own state party, and it is an 
embarassment of no small magnitude. 


In the upcoming May primaries, a new committee will 
be elected. But it is the present committee which will lay 
the groundrules for the primaries and they could 
restructure the party again, making it difficult for Wallace 
to elect enough members to give him control of the new 
committee after the May voting. 


But State Party Chairman Robert S. Vance knows 
that if he puts his mind to it, Wallace could very likely win 
control of the committee,and elect a new chairman. It is 
that knowledge that brought Vance to Montgomery 
recently for a chat with Gen. Taylor Hardin, Wallace’s 
finance director and chief spokesman in state and national 
politics. 


No one can be certain about what they talked about 
but it wasn’t the soybean crop or the energy crisis. They 
talked about the May primary, and what Wallace’s future 
role in the state and national party is and what attitude 
Vance will take toward the governor. 

Vance is chairman of the National Association of 
State Party Chairmen and as such is a member of the 
25-member Executive Committee of the Democratic 
National Committee. 


It is a post he would be loath to give up and give it up | 


is what he would have to do if Wallace is successful in 
_ ousting him as Alabama chairman. 

Some Wallace people are urging Wallace to dump 
Vance but there are a few who would be willing to keep 
Vance in the post under certain conditions. His political 
acumen can’t be overlooked and wouldn’t be if Vance 
could find it in his heart to be a little more cooperative 
with the Wallace folks. 

If such an accommodation is made, it will not rest 
too well with a lot of loyalists, particularly the blacks. 

But the suspicion grows that more and more the 
loyalists, and again, the blacks, are realizing that in national 
politics, George Wallace comes a lot closer to reflecting the 
opinions and feelings of a majority of Alabamians than does 
Robert Vance.

Openness to the many 
spectacular views is popular in 
many of the new homes. 

Cathedral ceilings, 
clerestory windows and glass 
doors leading to spacious open 
air patios and decks are among 
the design features favored by 
many of the new residents 
moving to the county. 

On a weekend tour of a few 
new homes, the Shelby County 
Reporter noted that natural 
wood finishes both inside and 
outside are still very popular 
with home builders. In 
townhouses and homes that 
developers build for sale, 
carpets are usually provided 
throughout the house. Thick 
shag carpeting is almost 
universally chosen. Earth tones 


subdivision developments 
underway, the sameness of 
former subdivisions has 
disappeared, Houses have their 
own character and personality. 

Costs are steep compared 
with ten years ago, but 
developers say that to decide 
how much you can afford for 
housing, multiply your annual 
earnings by two and a half.

Barrow told the 
Reporter he and his partner 
went into home building 
because they felt the industry 
needed new style. They like 
natural tones and make much 
use of cedar and glass in the 
homes they build. 

Barrow said the big family 
room is coming back. He is 
now building homes without a 
formal living- dining area, and 
buyers are interested. 

Although people who 
commute to Shelby County 
from Birmingham, are now 
mentioning gasoline as a future 
problem, it does not seem to 
be affecting their interest in 
joining the great move to 
Shelby County that has been 
underway for many years.

Continued from Page | 
has gone through three lower 
grides of feed, changing each 
time the price reached $130 a 
ton, Lowering the grade of 
feed also lowers the milk pro- 
duction, The dairyman stated 
that during the last three 
months, U.S. milk production 
has dropped to the lowest level 
since 1947, 

He explained that Alabama 
is a milk deficient state. It is 
almost impossible to buy a 
tank of milk in Wisconsin or 
Minnesota he said. If milk is 
purchased there, it comes at 
premium prices and then has to 
be shipped, 

There is a definite milk 
shortage, Kent declared, and it 
is going to become worse since 
many dairymen are cutting 
down on the number of cows 

The high price in feed 
coupled with low selling prices 
for milk are taking the incen- 
tive out of Alabama dairy 
farming. Kent quoted the fol- 
lowing prices per 100 weight of 
milk that is being given to 
dairymen in neighboring states: 


North Carolina, $10.61; 
Georgia, $10.18; Florida, 
$10.66; and Tennessee, 


$10.01. In Alabama a dairy far- 
mer receives $9.79 per 100 
weight of milk 

On a more optimistic note, 
Kent reported that he was en- 
couraged by attending the 
State Farm Bureau meeting last 
week because he found many 
young men entering agricul- 
ture,

cause the people of the world, 


especially the Russians and

Mother Nature has 
scheduled a partial solar eclipse 
for early that morning in an 
apparent attempt to get the 
jump on the jolly old gift giver 
and steal the show. 


Although the eclipse and 
Santa Claus’ arrival do not 
conflict, careless viewing of 
nature’s phenomenon can 
seriously harm the eyes, 
resulting in a loss of some or all 


vision not only for Christmas: 


Day but for life, cautions the 
Alabama Optometric 
Association. 


Looking directly at the sun 
eclipse can result in permanent 
loss of vision caused by the sun 
burning the retina of the eye, 
an injury that occurs without 
pain and may not be apparent 
for several hours or even days. 


After a total solar eclipse in 
March, 1970, there were 134 
reported cases of permanent 
eye damage suffered while 
viewing the natural event. Two 
persons were totally blinded.

According to Dr. Thomas 
Bingham, president of the 
Optometric Association, the 
eye’s retina has no pain 
receptors and cannot give any 
warning when the sun's 
powerful rays begin to burn it. 
The part of the retina damaged 
is usually that involved in 
providing sharp central vision. 

There is almost no safe way 
to look at a solar eclipse 
directly. Sunglasses and 
smoked glass do not offer 
sufficient protection and the 
use of a double layer of 
completely overexposed 
photofilm is not foolproof. In 
fact, 40 percent of those 
injured during the 1970 eclipse 
used some type of 
protectivedevice. 


Binoculars, opera glasses, 
telescopes and camera lenses 
concentrate the sun’s rays and 
are extremely dangerous to use 
in viewing an eclipse directly, 
says Dr. Bingham. 


The safest way to watch a 
solar eclipse is to see it on 
television or in the newspapers 
and save your direct viewing 
for spotting Santa Claus on 
Christmas Eve night.

Supplementary income plan 


to aid aged and handicapped 


Beginning January 1, 1974, 
a new public assistance 
program, Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI), will 
provide financial assistance to 
those aged, blind, and disabled 
persons who qualify for the 
program. It will be 
administered by the Social 
Security Administration, a 
federal agency, rather than by 
the State Department of 
Pensions and Security which is 
presently responsible for 
making assistance payments in 
Alabama. 

Pensions and Security will 
continue to administer the Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children program, and will 
provide social services to those 
families, as well as to the aged, 
blind, and disabled. 

Because Supplemental 
Security Income standards of 
eligibility differ in some 
respects from those of the 
presént financial assistance 
programs, some people will 
stand to receive smaller checks 
from SSI than they were 
receiving through the state 
agency. However, the law 
requires that the state 
supplement the income of such 
individuals so that their over-all 
income will not be reduced. 


Persons applying for 
Supplemental Security Income 
and Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children and found 
to be eligible for these 
programs will, without further 
application, be eligible for 
Medicaid. The majority of 
persons now receiving financial 
assistance through the state 
programs will be eligible for 
SSI and Medicaid, For a small 
number who do not meet the 
SSI standards, state officials 
are making every effort to

continue Medicaid coverage for 
all such persons who are 
eligible for Medicaid in 
December, 1973. However, 
final determination on this 
point has not been reached. 
The Social Security 
legislation does provide for 
continued Medicaid coverage 
for all persons not on SSI 
receiving these medical benefits 
as an inpatient in a hospital or 
nursing home on December 31, 
1973. Eligibility for Medicaid 
will remain in effect as long as 
there is a continuing need for 
care for which the individual 
was institutionalized and as 
along as the standards of an 


approved state plan in effect 
on December 31, 1973, are 
met. 

Medicaid also will be 


provided persons who are 
eligible for SSI except for the 
fact that they are residents of a 
hospital or nursing home and 
have a monthly income of $45 
or more not to exceed a 
maximum amount of $210 per 
month.

Normally, Medicaid 
eligibility begins on the first 
day of the month of 
application, if eligibility 
requirements are met for that 
month. For those persons 
found eligible for Medicaid 
who have unpaid medical bills, 
Medicaid can pay for services 
authorized under the program, 
up to three months prior to the 
month of application; however, 
such persons much have met 
the eligibility requirements for 
Medicaid in the month those 
services were received. 
Determination of this 
eligibility will be made by the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. 

Every Medicaid-eligible 
person receives a white, paper 
Medicaid eligibility card each 
month showing his name and 
identification number. This 
card indicates that a recipient 
is eligible for Medicaid for the 
month showns. It is to be 
presented with some form of 
identification at the time a 
medical service is rendered.

of mini-bike laws 


With the approach of 
Christmas, Col. E.C. Dothard, 
state director of public safety 
advised parents who are 
considering mini-bikes, 
motorcycles, or go-carts as 
presents for their children, to 
familiarize themselves with the 
laws governing their use. 

“Many parents”, he said, 
“are misinformed about the 
requirements their youngsters 
must meet before they can 
operate these vehicles on 
public roadways and 
neighborhood streets.” 

“Since they are capable of 
self-propulsion”, he said, “they 
are legally motor vehicles, and 
the operator must observe all 
laws pertaining to them.” 

Under Alabama law, the 
term ‘motor driven cycle’ 
includes every motorcycle, 
including every motor scooter, 
with a motor which produces 
not to exceed 5 horsepower, 
and every bicycle with motor 
attached. 

Riders of mini-bikes must 
be at least 14 years old, possess 
an operator’s license, which 
can be obtained by passing a 
written examination, 
administered by the state 


oe ST QS4EA, 
oe 31 359EA, 
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troopers and wear an approved 
crash helmet. The mini-bike 
must be equipped with 
headlight, tail light, reflector, 


horn, brakes and _ current 
license tag. 
To legally operate any 


motorcycle with more than a 5 
horsepower engine, or a 
go-cart, on a public road, the 
operator must be at least 16 
years old and possess a regular 
driver license.

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= Rep. Wade Wallace of Birmingham took a slap, in fact a very 
strong blow, Tuesday at the proposed Judicial Article now before 
the state legislature. Wallace calls the article nothing more than a 
power grab and centralization of the Alabama judicial system. And 
he could be right. 

The Jefferson County legislator says the article creates a 
judicial emperor who is empowered to set the rules, regulations and 
make policy for all the courts in the state of Alabama except the 
probate courts, We agree. 

Wallace claims the probate judge from Shelby County who 
recommended the Judicial Article, and had most to do with writing 
it, exempted himself and leaves the probate courts to govern 
themselves, 

“I will never vote to surrender my city and county courts to a 
centralized state judiciary and create a czar in Alabama,” he said. 

I agree with Wallace’s statement that this is an attempt by 
bureaucrats to extend their jurisdiction and authority.

“THIS IS a power grab bill,” Wallace says. “It clothes the 
chief justice (Howell Hflin) with more power than is in the hands of 
any one man. Under this bill the chief justice can build a powerful 
political machine at the cost of taxpayers in this state.” He’s very, 
very right. 

If the Constitution of Alabama needs revising or amending it 
should be done in a Constitutional Convention where there will be 
free and open debate on every subject, Wallace said. This method 
will insure a fair and just consideration of each subject and article 
and section of a proposed new Constitution. This is the democratic 
way of doing things. 

Wallace charges committee changes in 15 different respects 
show beyond all doubt that proper consideration has not been given 
to the article.

New Judicial Bill Rapped 


The Jefferson County solon also says if the article becomes 
law it is going to bankrupt the General Fund of the state. All district 
judges - now county judges and municipal judges and paid from 
county and city funds - will be paid from state funds. 

Apparently a great deal of study hasn't been given to what it 
will cost the state. “I have heard talk on this floor about pork 
barreling, but this bill will lay all other pork ‘barreling legislation in 
the shade,” Wallace says. 

Walllace charges if this amendment is adopted, in the 
neighborhood of 300 city judges will no longer be able to issue 
search warrants in the enforcement of criminal laws. People who 
want to pay a speeding ticket will have to travel many miles and 
when they get there they may not be atle to find a district judge. Or 
if they find one, they may be told that he is not holding court today 
- come back another time, Wallace says. 

ONE OF THE most dangerous sections of the bill, says 
Wallace, is Section 6.10. Under this section the article would create 
a constitutional officer - an administrative director - who would not 
be elected by the people. He wouldn’t be answerable to the people. 
He would be appointed by the chief justice and answerable only to 
him. 

Wallace points out that the Constitutional Commission has 

“already spent $200,000 of the taxpayers’ money to come up witha 
new constitution, yet the new proposed constitution is not being 
submitted to the people. Only the Judicial Article is being pushed 
through the legislature. What is the motivation behind pushing the 
Judicial Article? Somebody has got a speical interest in this matter, 

~ he says. 

If there is a need for a new constitution, Wallace asks, why 
shouldn't the entire proposed Constitution of Alabama prepared by 
the Constitutional Commission be submitted to the people at one 
time and save the expense of several elections? “This business of 
picking one Article out of 14 proposed articles strikes me as funny 
business,” he added. 

He is right about the funny business. In fact the whole 
legislative session has been funny business. It’s really been a circus. 
But only two more performances are left.

A Tribute 


to 


Richard T. McGraw, Sr. 


Vincent, Alabama 


Richard T. McGraw, Sr., was the postmaster at Vincent, 
Alabama, for 31 years, until his retirement in December, 1965. 
Many honors came to him during this time. He was active in 
Postal career organizations; civic, religious and fraternal 
organizations, and as a leader in manv other community 
activities, 

He was elected for five successive annual terms as president of 
the Alabama Chapter of the National League of Postmasters, He 
also served as president and as vice- president of the Alabama 
chapter of the National Association of Postmasters of the United 
States. He was State membership chairman and the associate 
editor of ‘Bama Postmaster. 

“Dick” McGraw was selected by the Post Office Department 
officials to train many new postmasters by visiting their offices, 
working with them and having them visit his Vincent office for 
training. 

During World War Il he served as Savings and War Bond 
Chairman for East Shelby County and was cited by Treasury 
Secretary Morganthau for services in behalf of the War Finance 
Program. He also received a citation from the DuPont Company 
for meritorious service in support of the U.S, and Allied Armed 
Forces in World War II, 

Through the war years, he served as Chapter Chairman of the 
Shelby County Red Cross and under his direction the Chapter 
received many awards, He was cited by President Truman for 
personal meritorious service in Red Cross work. In 1966 he was 
again appointed Chairman for the Shelby County Red Cross 
Chapter. 

He was a member of the Shelby County Welfare Board some 
years ago, and in 1969 he was asked to serve again on that 
Board. 

He served as Chairman of the local Housing Authority. 
During his tenure of this office the town of Vincent received a 
32-unit low-rent Housing Development. 

Richard McGraw was a past president of the Exchange Club; a 
past president and member of the Civitan Club and was secretary 
of the Lion’s Club. 

For more than a quarter of a century he served as a Deacon of 
First Baptist Church; a leader of Sunday School and was 
teaching the Men’s Adult Class at his death, 

Richard McGraw, with his talented wife Lallouise at his side, 
gave himself generously to community service, to religious, civic,

Arsonists blamed-- 


Wildfire sweeps forests 


By Willard Harrison 

Matches... plus high 
winds... plus dry woods... 
equal a rash of forest fires in 
Shelby County. On Thursday, 
December 13, a series of forest 
fires swept large tracts of forest 
lands in the northern part of 
the county. There is no 
question as to the cause of the 
fires. It was arson... 
deliberately and maliciously 
done. Arson... by an 
unknown number of felons. 

Hundreds of acres of land 
were burned last week between 
Chelsea and Columbiana, on 
land owned both by Gulf 
States Paper Company and 
many other landowners. Fire 
fighters were barely able to 
contain parts of the blaze when 
arsonists would start new fires 
in other areas some distance 
away. Several homes were 
endangered. 

The 10-to 15-mile per hour 
winds fed the flames, causing 
the wildfire to race through the 
area near the junction of 
county roads 47 and 69. Other 
fires were reported in the 
Sterrett area and in the vicinity 
of the Simmsville Road. In all, 
there were nine different fires 
set which led to large blazes, 
plus several other fires which 
were put out before they could 
spread. Most all were started in 
an area south of Highway 280 


and north of Columbiana. 

According to Robert 
Brogden of Gulf States Paper 
Company, one of the main 
reasons the fires got out of 
control was because the fire- 
fighters were busy putting out 
a fire that began the night 
before in another part of the 
county. The fire team of Gulf 
States men and forest rangers 
had been fighting a fire that 
began about 8 p.m. Wednesday 
night at Etress’s Camp on the 
Coosa river. No one reported 
the fire until late in the night 
and the crew was unable tc 
extinguish it until Thursday 
morning. 

Meanwhile a fire had been 
set in the Chelsea area, and the 
fire- fighting crew was two 
hours late in getting to the new 
blaze. Brogden told the Shelby 
County Reporter that if it were 
not for the fire. at the river, 
they might have been able to 
stop the Chelsea fire. With such 
a head start, the fire grew to 
such a size that the fire crew 
was forced to contain and 
suppress the fire rather than 
put it out completely. 

Brogden theorizes that the 
first fire in the Columbiana- 
Chelsea district was set 
spontaneously by someone 
unconnected with the arsonists 
who later put the torch to the 
other parts of the woods. ‘He 


thinks that the other blazes 
were set deliberately around 
the perimeter of Gulf States’ 
land while attention was 
focused on the first fire. 

The main part of the fire 
appears to have been set on 
Thursday morning, but again 
local residents failed to report 
the blaze to authorities. As 
soon as part of the fire was 
contained, another would be 
set somewhere nearby. The 
arsonists continued to start 
new blazes throughout the day, 
even as late as 8 p.m. Thursday 
night, when two more were 
reported in new localities. 

Forest ranger Aubrey Teale 
told us that men from the 
State Forestry Commission and 
Gulf States personnel worked 
with local people as late as 
2:00 or 3:00 a.m. Friday 
morning. Even then the fires 
were not out completely. Teale 
says that the blaze in Sterrett 
burned around 70 acres during 
Thursday afternoon and night. 

Officials are convinced that 
the fires were set deliberately, 
and Gulf States staff members 
are reasonably sure that they 
know who did it. They are 
hopeful of outside help, but no 
arrests have yet been made. 

Arson is a felony, 
punishable by a five-year 
prison sentence or stiff fines.

Allen votes “no” — 
on foreign aid bill 


By Senator Jim Allen 

Over a period of many years, the United States has 
poured tens of billions of dollars into a number of 
international financial institutions for the purpose of 
helping the so-called undeveloped countries finance and 
build factories, using cheap labor to produce shoes, 
clothing, cars, appliances and other goods which are 
shipped back to the United States for sale at cut- rate 
prices, taking away jobs from American workers. 

As a member of these various international lending 
institutions, the United States agreed to manitain the value 
of our payments and contributions as measured against the 
value of gold. 

For the past several years the value of the Americar 
dollar has gone down while the value of gold has 
skyrocketed. The value of the dollar bill which you and I 
may have in our pockets buys only about half of what it 
used to, and, of course, the billions of dollars which we 
pledged to the international banks are worth less. When the 
American dollar was devalued in 1971, these financial 
institutions came to our government and demanded that we 
make up the difference between the dollars we had 
voluntarily contributed and what these dollars are worth in 
buying gold, So in May, 1972, Congress appropriated $1.6 
billion to take care of the devaluation. Then, earlier this 
year, the dollar was devalued a second time, and once again 
the international banks came to our government and said 
“since your currency is worth less now than when you gave 
it to us, we want you to make up the difference in value.” 

So last month, Congress was presented with another 
bill, this time calling for $2.2 billion to take care of the 
second devaluation. So in less than 18 months, the United 
States has had to put in almost $4 billion more to make up 
for the reduced value of the dollars which we had already 
given. 

Debate on this request took only a short time before 
the call was made for a vote on appropriating this 
additional money, Actually, the appropriation could not be 
avoided because it was an international agreement. Even 
though it was passed by a voice vote rather than by roll call, 
I asked that the official record show that my vote was “no” 
in protest against our dumping billions of dollars overseas in 
this fashion. 

Administration budget requests for various foreign 
aid programs, many of which are overlapping, total more 
than $18 billion, And one reason that our dollar is worth 
less today is that we continue to give so many of them 
away. 

I think it is time for us to revise our thinking in 
regard to our participation in these financial institutions, 
and [ want to say that | am opposed to our further 
participation in contributions to international banking 
institutions. 


Senator says crisis 
is beset by politics 


“I do not think anyone should swallow hook, line 
and sinker, every public utterance about the energy crisis,” 
Sen. John Sparkman said today. In a statement released this 
afternoon, Sparkman, Chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Defense Production, the Committee charged with helping 
the U.S. maintain strategic stockpiles of critical materials, 
agreed that the energy problem is serious but that over- 
reaction to the problem is not going to do much to solve it. 

The Senior Senator from Alabama indicated that 
what he terms an “energy crunch” rather than an “energy 
crisis” is beset by politics, corporate maneuvering and bad 
leadership. 

“There is no question but that politics is part of it; 
maneuvering for corporate advantage by giant corporations 
is part of it; and bad leadership in government and industry 
is part of it,” Sparkman stated. ‘‘The thing that distresses 
me the most is that the consumer is being asked to make 
the bulk of the sacrifice, 

“Certainly, it is my intention to try to see that the 
corporations and all those connected with this situation do 
share the sacrificing,” Sparkman said.

The resignation of Taylor Hardin as finance director 
to become director of the Department of Mental Health is a 
good move for Hardin but bodes no good for Gov.

Hardin is fiercly loyal to Wallace, having worked 
closely with the governor through his two terms and his 
wife’s short term and through two presidential campaigns. 

It is the kind of loyalty Wallace needs, and in his 
present condition, the people close to him must be loyal if 
he is to be a viable candidate in 1974 and in 1976 as a 
national candidate. 

Hardin was no doubt looking to his future when he 
took the $32,500-a-year mental health post. His cabinet 
post of finance director pays $19,800 and he draws another 
$5,000 to $6,000 a year as a major general in the National

technically out of it. The Mental Health Board must have 
had some understanding with Hardin that his duties with 
them must come first and there is no way one man can 
serve that problem-wracked department and find time to be 
involved in the state’s financial affairs.

WASHINGTON — The 
Arab oi! embargo will cause 
economic dislocations that 
could plunge the United 
States into a depression. 

I have been trying to find 
out, therefore, what chance 
there is that the Arabs will 
lift the embargo. I have had 
access to secret intelligence 
reports from the Middle 
East. I have also talked with 
Ahmed Yamani, the Saudi 
Arabian oil minister. 

Secret studies warn that, 
as a practical matter, the 
Arab oil fields cannot be 
taken over by military force. 
The United States must rely 
upon the negotiating ability 
of Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger to persuade Saudi 
Arabia to turn on the oil 
spigot again. 

Kissinger has already 
made headway with the 
Arabs. He seems to have per- 
suaded them that he will use 


U.S. influence to seek an 
Israeli pullback to its 1967 
borders. In turn, most of the 
Arab states — including 
Egypt, Jordan, Syria and 
Saudi Arabia — have agreed 
to accept Israeli sovereignty 
within the pre-1967 war 
boundaries. 

The Saudis have promised 
to lift the oil embargo as soon 
as an agreement is reached, 
without waiting for the ac- 
tual Israeli withdrawal. 
Yamani told me he expected 
the embargo to end next 
year. He also said Saudi 
Arabia would be willing to 
boost its oil production to 20 
million barrels a day, more 
than twice the eight million 
barrels that came out of 
Saudi Arabian oil tields 
before the fighting. 

The only question is 
whether Israel will agree to 
give up the captured Arab 
lands. Kissinger has reported

Look to Ford: Republican 
leaders are turning to Vice 
President Gerald Ford to 
save the party from the 
Watergate wreckage. 

They have quietly urged 
President Nixon to put Ford 
in charge of the nation's 
domestic affairs. They have 
offered two arguments: First, 
it would free the President to 
concentrate on foreign 
affairs which is his specialty. 
Second, it would restore 
public confidence in the Ad- 
ministration’s domestic poli- 
cies. 

Ford is no glamour politi- 
cian who will excite the 
public. But he has an open, 
honest quality that inspires 
trust. Republican leaders 
believe he will grow on the 
voters. They are counting on 
him to reassure the public 
that the Watergate morality 
has been replaced by solid, 
Midwestern Republican vir- 
tue. 

The GOP leaders want the 


President to appoint Ford to 
head the Domestic Council, 
giving him full authority to 
run the government's 
domestic side. They are 
counting on the two political 
professionals at the White 
House, Melvin Laird and 
Bryce Harlow, to sell this 
proposal to the President. 
The only trouble is that 
Laird and Harlow don't seem 
to have much influence on 
the President. Arizona's Sen. 
Barry Goldwater has com- 
plained privately that the 
President is taking his politi- 
cal advice from two political 
amateurs, Alexander Haig 
and Ron Ziegler. 
Apparently, they look upon 


Ford more as a public rela- 
tions front man who is ex- 
pected to devote himself to 
defending the President. Nix- 
on has never liked to give up 
authority. 

But outside the White 
House, party leaders already 
are starting to look more to 
Ford and less to Nixon as 
their standard bearer.

Several dangers posed-- 


Oil space heaters are deadly 


If your mother’s or 
grandmother’s old oil space 
heater is still in the basement, 
leave it there. Better yet, get 
tid of it and find some other 
means of keeping warm and 
saving energy this winter. This 
advice comes from the 
American Mutual Liability 
Insurance Company’s Institute 
for Safer Living. 


The dangers of oil space 
heaters cannot be 
overemphasized; they can be 
deadly, so deadly in fact that 
their use, in any building used 
for dwelling purposes, is illegal 
in Massachusetts. 


According to the Institute, 
oil space heaters are dangerous 
for a number of reasons. First 
of all, the kerosene which is 
used to generate the heat, is 
subject to hydrostatic 
expansion. This means that the 
liquid expands when heated. 
Kerosene will be cool while in 
storage, but when it is poured 
into the oil container and the 
wick is lit, the kerosene will 
heat up and expand. The liquid 
can then overflow the 
container, saturate the floor

and ignite. A leaky oil 
container can also cause fire. 
Another danger is the 
temptation to refill the 
container indoors since oil 
space heaters must be refueled 
fairly frequently. 

One of the less obvious 
dangers of the oil space heater 
is the oxygen it consumes in 
the combustion process. 
Because oil space heaters do 
not have flues, many deaths 
have been the result of 
suffocation when the heaters 
were used in a room without 
sufficient ventilation - stuffing 
rags in and around windows 
and door jambs to prevent 
drafts, etc. 


Another major danger posed 
by oil space heaters is the fire 
hazard they constitute from 
possible contact with other 
combustible materials such as 
damp socks and other clothing, 
drapery, etc. The very 
portability of oil space heaters 
is a fire hazard - they can be 
knocked over or the kerosene 
container tipped. 

In conclusion, do not resort 
to illegal, dangerous and 
possibly fatal heating devices

Know Your Charities When Giving 


Many requests from charitable organizations start now asking 
you to give “in the Christmas spirit.” Most requests come from 
worthwhile organizations but there are still questionable groups 
trying to take advantage of your generosity. 

Keep in mind the following pointers when you're asked to give 
this holiday season — as well as the months ahead: 

1. Know if you're buying or contributing. Often, charitable 
organizations will ask you to buy an item — a box of greeting cards, 
neckties, light bulbs — as a contribution. According to Federal tax 
laws you can only deduct from your income tax that Portion of the 
contribution that is not in payment for an item or service. 

2. Know your rights. If an organization sends you an item by 
mail requesting that you buy it as a charitable contribution, you 
can: Keep the item without paying for it (under Federal law, any- 
thing that is sent to you by mail is considered a gift) or keep it and 
send a donation in any amount you choose. If you decide not to 
contribute, you are under no obligation to return the item, regard- 
less of the instructions accompanying it. 

3. Don't give until you know the facts. If you have doubts about 
a certain organization, don't hesitate to question the solicitor or to 
write to the national headquarters and ask for information. A reput- 
able charity will answer you. For information on a local organization 
or group, check with your local Chamber of Commerce or Better 


Business Bureau. 


4. Get a receipt. This is important when money is being col- 
lected door-to-door, Unless you pay by check, a receipt will be your 


only record of the contribution. 


5. Question telephone solicitors. A very common method for 
obtaining contributions is over the telephone. If you are contacted 
by someone who says he represents a charitable group, first ask if 


the organization is non-profit and request the name and address of 


its headquarters.

Air lift operations began 
December 19, as the first of 
169 towers to be installed on 
two 230,000 - volt lines was 
lowered by helicopter to its 
pad adjacent to Highway 55, 
near Westover. These two, new 


Gaston-to- Leeds lines, each 
running approximately 21 
miles on either side of the ex- 
isting Gaston- to-Leeds line, are 
being built to connect to the 
company’s electric system Ala- 
bama Power’s new 880,000 - 
kilowatt generating unit being 
installed at the Gaston Plant.

Alabaster residents will have 
a new schedule for garbage 
pickup after the first of the 
year. 

Mayor Harold L. Davenport 
announces that effective 
January 1, a new system will 
go into effect because of labor 
problems, fuel shortages and 
the energy crisis.

Judicial amendment 


passes in county 


Judicial reform passed in 
Shelby County by 
900 to 826. 

The amendment 
streamline the lower court 
system of the state passed on a 
statewide basis by a vote of 
almost two to one in the 
December 18 election. 

Amendment Number Two, 
or the judicial article, as it was 
often called, provides that all 
municipal and lower court 
judges by lawyers. It also sets 
up an administrative system 
which is designed to provide a 
more uniform dispensing of 
justice throughout the state. 

The amendment as passed, 
provides that the legislature set 
the salaries of judges and 
implement several other 
sections of the law. 

There was opposition to the 
amendment in Shelby County 
partly because several towns of 
the county as well. as the 
county inferior court have 
judges that are not lawyers. 

A last minute campaign 
against the amendment 
apparently brought out many 
‘“*no’* votes, but it was 
insufficient to defeat the bill in 
the county. 

But voting

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WASHINGTON — A brisk 
black market has developed in 
petroleum products. Fuel dis- 
tributors across the country 
tell us that black market fuel 
is available in great quantities 
for prices running 30 to 40 per 
cent above the ceiling imposed 
by the Cost of Living Council. 


The black market fuel comes 
mainly from Indonesia and the 
Middle East. Many of the 
black market orders are routed 
through Italy. Our sources 
believe that the Mafia may 
have a sinister finger in the 
black market operation. 

Government officials fear 
that gas rationing or price 
controls will simply stimulate 
the black market. The con- 
sumers will wind up buying 
most of their fuel at black 
market prices. Thus, the pro- 
fits will go to black market 
operators instead of legitimate 
dealers. 

Government studies of World 
War I1 rationing show that 
black marketing flourished. 
Ration stamps were stolen and 
counterfeited by organized 
rings. In instance, the 
actual government plates for 
printing the ration stamps 
were stolen. 

Government experts believe 
that in time of Watergate 
instead of war, the public will 
be even less inclined to obey 
the rationing regulations and 
the black market will end up 
with most of the fuel business. 


LAND OF PLENTY: It 
doesn't look as if the Soviets 
will be back in 1974 buying up 
American grain 

Last year, a disastrous 
drought. caused a critical grain 
shortage in the Soviet Union. 
To prevent widespread hun 
ger, the Soviets made massive 
the

purchases from Unived 
States 

This has come to be known 
in government circles as the 
Great Grain Robbery. For the 
were able to buy 
American grain for $1.43 a 
bushel. The huge shipments to 
Russia reduced the domestic 
supply, sending the price up to

nearly five dollars a bushel 
The high price of grain, 

since it is used to feed live- 

stock and poultry, caused 


meat, poultry and bread prices 
to skyrocket. Thus, the Ameri- 
‘an consumers paid at the 
supermarket, indirectly, for 
the lower-priced bread that the 
United States made available 


to Soviet consumers 

The stories that the Soviets 
will be back for more grain, 
however, appear to be pre- 
mature. A confidential report 
on the recent Soviet harvest 
describes it as the most boun- 
tiful in history. 

Excellent weather condi- 
tions made it possible for 
Soviet farmers to produce a 
record crop. Heavy autumn 
rains hindered the harvesting 
and spoiled some of the grain. 
But the Soviets still were able 
to fill their grain bins to 
overflowing. 

There is also no fuel short- 
age in the Soviet Union. So in 
1974, Russia will be the land of 
plenty and it will be America’s 
turn to feel the pinch. 

BAGGAGE WOES: The 
Civil Aeronautics Board, 
which is supposed to police the 
airlines, has been asked to 
investigate bagzaye handbag 
The request comes from the 
CAB’s own consumer office, 
which has submitted a vharply 
critical report 

The report, intended tor offi- 
cial eyes only, charges that the 
airlines short-change the pas- 
sengers for lost and delayed 
baggage. The report declares 
“al present, practice is such 
that air carriers often insult, 
intimidate. cause financial 
burden and otherwise incon- 
venience the passenger only to 
turn about and tell him he is 
lucky to have the carrier ab- 
sorb a portion of the expenses 
Which it caused by its own 
ne il vence.” 

The report alleges, for ex 
ample, that many airlines re- 
quire passengers to check any 
liquor they mav be carrying. 
Often, the liquor is stolen by 
bagyaye handlers. Then the 
aitines refuse to reimburse the 
passengers, because bottles of 
liquor are too fragile to be 
piuranteed, 

The report also brands as 
“unfair and unjust” the air- 
lines practice of depreciating 
the iinal settlement for lost 
lugzage. The report suggests 
that the airlines should pay for 
the cost of replacement, not 
merely for the depreciated 
value of the lost items. 

Airlines also refuse to pay 
tor delays, contending that the 
passengers suffer no loss. But 
the report cites a golfer whose 
golfing trip te Flonda was 
ruined because the airlines 
misplaced his clubs. The air- 
line seemed unable to compre- 


hend, states the report, that 
the purpose of the trip was to 
play golf in Florida. Thus the 
entire trip was a loss. 


FUEL AND FOOD: One 
crisis seems to cause another. 
Food prices will soar to loftier 
heights, for example, because 
of a chain of events brought on 
by the shortage of tuel. 

Here's how it works. The 
truckers went on strike to 
protest the high cost of deisel 
fuel. Perishable goods, worth 
millions of doliars, sat rotting 
along the highways. The re- 
sulting pushed 
prices up 

More expensive deisel fuel, 
meanwhile, is running up the 
cost of transportation. Oue 
produce executive told us that

up the extra cost from the 
consumers. 

The railroads won't be able 
to take much of the pressure 
off the highway delivery sys- 
tem. Unfortunately, refrige- 
rated railroad cars are in big 
demand and short supply. 
Some large food shippers are 
now moving their goods joint- 
ly in food-truck pools. This 
practice. however, isn't ex- 
pected to cut transportation 
costs much. 

Because of the energy crisis, 
ii other words, you'll be pay- 
ing more not only for your fuel 
but for your food. 


TAX TALK: The public is 
fed up with tax laws which let 
the politicians and their big 
contributors off the hook. 

For the past three years, 
President Nixon has been pay- 
ing less taxes than a $15,000-a- 


year wage earner with the 
same size family. Yet the 
President has been collecting a 
$200,000 salary, plus capital 
gains and dividends amount- 
ing to another $50,000 a year. 

The President in his tax 
returns claimed California as 
his principal residence. Yet he 
paid no state taxes to Cali- 
fornia nor any other state. 
California's Gov. Ronald Rea- 
gan also got away with paying 
no state income tax a couple of 
years ago. 

Like the politicians,the con- 
tributors who finance them 
also aren't paying their fair 
share of the taxes. The latest 
available figures reveal that 
276 fatcats with incomes in 
excess of $100,000 paid abso- 
iutely no federal income taxes 
in 1971 

The less-blessed taxpayers, 
of course, have to make up the 
taxes that President Nixon 
and his triends avoid, These 
everyday taxpayers are likely 
to remember the examples set 
by the President when they 
make out their returns next 
spring: 

Yet the politicians still are 
muking no serious move to 
retorm the tax laws. The tax 
inequities, more than Water- 
pale, bring a wholesale 
housecleaning when the voters 
elect a new Congress next 
November

In the face of the increasingly serious energy crisis 
that threatens our Country, Congress is seeking to lay the 
groundwork for freeing America’s energy needs from the 
whims of fickle and unfriendly foreign governments. 

Although warnings of an energy shortage 
sounded more than 20 years ago, Americans were 
complacent because of what many believed were our 
inexhaustible natural resources. Federal bureaucracy, 
government policies and Congressional wrangling have often 
hindered the development of new energy sources, and oil 
companies, environmentalists and the public generally have 
all had roles in contributing to the crisis. But it isa waste of 
time trying to assess blame for the energy crisis, and the 
Arab oil boycott has at last awakened Americans to the 
dangers ahead. 

The Emergency Energy Act, which both the Senate 
and the House have passed -- though with widely differing 
versions -- would give the President sweeping powers to deal 
with immediate energy shortage problems by prohibiting 
power plants from changing from coal to oil and by 
requiring those plants that are equipped to do so, to burn 
coal. It eases rigid environmental restrictions, requires 
maximum efficiency in oil production and gives the 
President power to ban the export of petroleum products. 

While the Emergency Energy Bill as passed by the 
Senate does give the President power to impose rationing, | 
feel sure that he will not take this step arbitrarily. However, 
it would take an Act of Congress to add additional gasoline 
taxes, and I am unalterably opposed to any added tax on 
gasoline, and I will do all I can to defeat any such measure 
if one is proposed. Such a tax would hit hardest those who 
need gasoline but who are least able to pay the added taxes. 

Of long-range importance is the Energy Bill’s 10- year 
multi- billion dollar energy research program on the scale of 
the World War II crash program to develop the atom bomb. 

In a letter to the President and in a speech on the 
floor of the United States Senate, | urged that the Marshall 
Space Flight Center in Huntsville be assigned a major role in 
“Project Independence” to end our dependence on foreign 
fuel sources. I pointed out that the teams of Alabama 
-based scientists, technicians and laboratories at Huntsville 
represent a 15-year multi- billion investment and that they 
could be one of our country’s best hopes in pulling us out 
of the energy crisis -- a challenge which exceeds space flight 
in complexity and in importance. 

In America we can do whatever we put our minds to. 
The important thing for us to remember is that our nation 
- which has limitless potential -- must never again become 
so self- satisfied and self- indulgent that we neglect our own 
well-being.

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ASCS aids on-farm storage

Shelby County Reporter 

Area farmers and stockmer, 
who anticipate a need for on 
the farm storage of grain and 
other crops might be interested 
in the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service farm facility loan 
program. 

This farm storage and dryer 
equipment loan is available for 
farmers at a reasonable rate of 
interest. It can be made on a 
five year repayment program 
or can be paid in full at any 
time within this period 
explained Oland Smith, Shelby 
County ASCS Director 

“These loans are especially 
adaptable for farmers with 
soybeans, grains or other 
similar crops who want to store 
the crops at harvest time for 


later use or to sell at a later 
date for - hopefully - a more 
advantageous price,” Smith 
said. 


The ASCS County Director 
cited the case of soybeans as an 
example. In 1972 soybeans at 
harvest time were selling on 
area markets at approximately 
$2.50 per bushel. Later on the 
same markets soybeans sold for 
over $10 per bushel. 

Traditionally, 
farm commodities 
after harvest time. Crops in this 
area would include soybeans, 
small grains, grain sorghyms, 
cotton and possibly others, 
Smith explained. 

Smith also noted that a 
number of Shelby county 
dairymen are dispersing their 
dairy herds and switching to 
row crop farming operations. 
High cost of dairy feeds and 
labor involved in dairy 
operations is influencing 
change- overs. 

“The switch to row crop or 
grain farming will present 
additional need for 
Smith said.
